'E  S E.  From  thence  it  veered  to  the  S On 
the  15th  it  was  from  South  to  Eah: ; on  th'h 
1 6th,  from  N E N to  N N W,  varying  to 
N h E,  till  the  20th,  when  it  came  to  S W, 
and  varied  between  that  and  N ^ E,  until  the 
I yth.  It  then  varied  from  E N E to  S S E : on 
the  28th,  and  afterwards,  got  back  to  the  N 
and  N W,  ftill  varying.  On  the  8th,  9th,  I54:h, 
1 6th,  25th,  it  blew  gales;  the  19^5  and  20th? 
it  was  fometimes  calm.  The  iith,  12th,  ijthj 
jyth,  2ift,  22d,  23d,  24th5  28  th,  light 

Ihowers  ; the  25th  fliowers.  The  atmofphere 
was  generally  cloudy,  fometimes  clear,  but 
feldom  foggy,  except  when  we  croffed  the  banks 
of  Newfoundland.

The  fick  lift  did  not  vary  much,  but  rather 
increafed  regularly  until  the  23d — decreafed 
until  the  27th,  when  it  increafed  ; and  then 
decreafed  rather,  to  the  end  of  the  montlu 
The  number  who  were  added  were,  thirty 
with  fever ; two  with  fcurvy  ; one  with  rheu- 
matifm ; one  with  gout ; two  he£lic ; one 
with  cough ; one  with  ha^morrhoides ; one

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with  eruption  ; four  with  itch ; one  with 
fcald  ; two  with  ftrain  ; three  with  contufion  ; 
one  with  fradlure  ; three  with  inflammation? 
one  with  fwelling  of  the  knee  ; two  wnth  ab- 
fcefs;  one  with  excoriation  ; and  five  with  ul- 
cer:—in  all,  62;  including  thofe  who  were 
on  the  lift  the  day  we  failed. 

I fent  three  fever  patients  to  the  hofpital  in 
the  month  of  March.  Amongft  the  fever  pa- 
tients are  included  thofe  complaints  which  are 
vulgarly  called  colds  accompanied  with  fymp- 
toms  of  fever : a number  of  thofe  were  flight, 
and  eafily  carried  off ; but  were  fo  clalfed  to 
avoid  multiplying  difeafes,  or  columns  In  the 
general  table.  This  is  to  be  underftood  of  all 
fuch  cafes  until  the  month  of  September,  only 
we  fhall  take  notice  in  the  month  of  Auguft. 
of  fuch  as  had  fe  verer  attacks  of  fever,  the  fymp- 
toms  which  accompanied  it,  and  the  manner 
in  which  it  was  treated.  Of  other  difeafes,  it 
is  not  my  intention  to  treats 


May. 

The  wind  was  as  variable  as  in  the  preced- 
ing month,  but  much  more  Wefterly,  and  al- 
ways moderate,  except  the  loth,  gales.  On

and  28th,  at  times  it  was  calm.  We  had  heavy 
dews  the  ill  and  2d  ^ 4th  and  5th,  light 
ihowers  with  fnow ; yth,  i8th,  fnow ; 8th, 
iith,  1 2th,  15th,  1 6th,  23d,  and  25th,  light 
Ihowers  ; 9th,  21ft,  fhowers.  ,The  atmofphere. 
was  often  very  foggy,  and  wet  every  things 
particularly  in  the  beginning  of  the  month. 
Sometimes  it  was  very  hazy,  at  others  cloudy, 

and  feldom  clear. The  moon  wasTull  the 

third,  and  changed  the  17th.  The  mean 
height  of  the  thermometer  was  about  47  deg. 
Tt  was  'often  very  cold  in  the  river  of  St. 
Laurence. 

The  number  of  fick  lirft  increafed  a little, 
then  decreafed  fomewhat,  but  varying  little 
until  the  12th,  when  it  increafed,  and  rather 
continued  doing  fo  until  the  middle  of  the 
month,  then  decreafed  to  the  20th.  From 
that  time  it  varied  very  little  until  the  27th, 
when  it  began  to  decreafe,  and  altered  very 
little  from  the  28th  to  the  end. — On  the  8th 
grogfwas  begun  to  be  ferved. — At  the  end  of 
the  month  we  arrived  at  Quebec. 

The  patients  added  to  the  lick  lift  this  month 
were,  forty  with  fever  3 one  with  quiufcy;  one

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with  plethora ; one  with  dyfentery ; three  with 
helly-ach  ; one  with  fingultus  ; one  with  deaf- 
nefs ; one  with  nephritis ; one  with  hsemor" 
rhoides  ; two  with  eruption  ; one  with  itch  ; 
feven  with  contufion ; one  with  wound ; -two 
with  inflammation  ; one  with  fwelling  of  the 
knee  ; and  eight  with  abfcefs  : — in  all,  73. 

On  the  24th  a boy  died  of  fever,  which 
proceeded  from  a fradiure  in  the  neck  of  the  os 
femoris,  and  ended  in  tetanus,  or  locked  jaw. 
The  day  before  he  died,  I was  informed,  he 
had  hurt  himfelf  at  play  before  he  was  taken 
ill.  When  he  came  to  me  firft,  although  he 
complained  of  pain  about  the  fuperior  and  in- 
terior part  of  the  thigh,  he  firmly  denied  that 
he  had  received  any  hurt ; I therefore  dropt 
that  idea,  until  the  tetanus  came  on. 

Nothing  further  material  happened  in  the 
courfe  of  the  month. 

June. 

The  5th  and  6th  the  wind  varied  ; as  it  did 
.alfo  on  the  12th,  17th,  19th,  and  20th;  but 
was  then  chiefly  S W. — Otherwife  it  was  N E, 
or  ENE.  Then  it  was  S W or  Wefierly  with 
calms,  until  the  25th,  and  from  that  tin^e  ya-

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lied  until  the  end  of  the  month;  and  all  along, 
excepting  the  13th  and  14th,  gales,  it  was 
light  airs  or  frelh  breezes.  The  i ft  and  4th, 
light  Ihowers ; 6th,  fliowers  with  thunder  • 
9th,  13th,  14th,  1 6th,  17th,  1 8th,  19th,  24th, 
26th,  and  28th  light  ftiowers,with  t and  /;  20th, 
light  fhowers,  with  Z?/ and/;  2 2d,  fliowers, /:;/ /; 
23d,  ftiowers,  t L The  atmofphere  was  often 
clear,  efpecially  in  the  beginning,  but  was  more 
generally  cloudy  throughout  the  month.  The 
3d  the  moon  was  full,  and  changed  the  16th. 

Excepting  the  firft  day,  the  fick  lift  rather 
decreafed  until  the  8th,  when  it  increafed,  and 
the  following  patients  were  fent  to  the  hof- 
pital  one  with  fever  (a  weak  man)  ; one 
with  fcurvy  ; one  with  gout ; two  with  cough; 
one  with  epilepfy ; one  wdth  eruption  ; and 
three  with  ulcer.  It  increafed  until  the  12th, 
decreafed  until  the  15  th,  increafed  until  the  1 8 th, 
varied  little  until  the  27th^  and  decreafed  again. 

The  patients  who  complained  this  month 
were,  fixteen  of  fever;  one  of  pleurify ; five 
of  dyfentery  ; two  of  fcvirvy ; one  of  rhevr 
inatifm  ; two  of  gout ; one  with  hemorrhage; 
two  with  cough ; one  with  epilepfy  ; one  with 
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itch  ; one  with  rupture  ; eight  with  contufion; 
and  one  of  excoriation  : — 42  in  all. 

The  fliip’s  company  were  ferved  frefh  beef 
• on  Saturdays  and  Sundays;  and  fpruce  beer 

, after  the  8th.— ^ The  hofpital  was  a fhocking 

houfe,  and  under  a very  high  hill,  clofe  to  the 
river  on  the  Point  Levi  fide.  Before  wc  ar- 
rived, the  fick  feamen  were  taken  into  the  ge- 
neral army  hofpital. — On  the  24th,  the  pleu- 
ritic patient  was  fent  to  the  hofpital  in  a con- 
valefcent  ftate  ; and  feven  of  them  who  were 
fent  on  the  8th,  returned  on  board  ; and  on 
the  25th  I applied  to  have  them  invalided. 
Two  of  the  fever  patients  were  fent  fmall-pox 
patients  to  the  hofpital:  one  of  them,  who 
was  feized  feveral  days  before  with  the  fymp- 
toms  which  commonly  appear  before  the  erup- 
tion, had  feen  a man  ill  of  the  fmalLpox  at 
the  hofpital,  who  died  there ; but  they  are 
claffed  fever  patients,  becaufe  it  was  uncertain 
if  it  was  the  fmall-pox. — Thirteen  in  all  were 
fent  to  the  hofpital. 

On'  the  8th  the  patient  died  of  fingultus. 

Every  thing  at  market  was  very  dear.  Scarce 
any  fort  of  vegetables. 

B4 
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July. 

Excepting  the  and  i6th,  when  it  was 
EN  E,  the  wind  varied  backwards  and  forwards 
from  S W round  to  N W,  until  the  1 8th, 
with  moderate  gales  ; from  the  9th  to  the  1 6th 
calms  A M.  It  then  got  round  to  the  N E, 
till  the  2 1 ft,  when  it  varied,  and  was  calm 
part  of  the  day.  It  again  came  to  SW,  blow-^ 
ing  moderately  with  litde  variation  until  the 
29th ; A M commonly  calm,  after  which  it 
was  variable,  ift,  light  Ihowers,  t /;  2d, 
ditto,  /;  4th,  iith,  1 2th,  ftiowers,  / /;  5th, 
17th,  22d,  24th,  26th,  28th,  31ft,  light 
ihowers;  7th,  / ; 9th,  1 6th,  Ihowers; 
2 1 ft,  light  Ihowers,  /;  29th,  hard  fhowers. 
The  atmofphere  was  cloudy  and  clear  alter- 
nately, but  not. quite  regularly  fo  every  other 
day.  The  moon  was  full  the  ift,  changed 
the  15th,  and  was  full  the  30th.  The  mean 
height  of  the  thermometer  was  about  66  deg. 
—It  was  lov/er  in  the  city  at  noon,  than  in  the 
lower  town,  or  on  board  of  our  Ihip. 

The  Tick  lift  varied  little,  but  increafed  1 7- 
>vards  tlie  middle  of  the  month  ; from  which 
time  it  decreafed  until  the  26th,  when  it  in- 
Part  L ‘ crcafed ; 
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creafed  ; decreafed  for  two  days  again,  and  in- 
creafed  to  the  end. 

The  patients  who  complained  this  month 
were,  feven  of  fever  j one  of  dyfentery;  one 
of  belly-ach ; three  of  fcurvy ; two  of  rheu- 
matifm  ; one  pf  fore  throat ; four  of  cough  5 
one  of  epilepfy  ; one  of  ftrain  ; five  of  contu- 
fion  ; one  of  fradure;  one  of  wound  ; one  of 
inflammation;  two  of  abfcefs;and  one  of  ulcer: 

• — 32  in  all.  So  that  as  the  weather  became  mild 
and  warm,  the  fick  lift  decreafed. — But  this 
will  be  more  attended  to  next  month. 

We  had  fome  marines  fent  on  board  a tranC- 
port  to  guard  prifoners. — Every  thing  afliore 
at  market,  except  vegetables  (which  were  ftill 
fcarce,  became  much  cheaper.  The  fcurvy 
had  hitherto  been  the  moft  prevalent  difeafe 
in  the  hofpital,  fince  it  was  eftabliflred.  The 
Triton  fent  a number  of  fcorbutic  patients  to  it; 
but  the  men  having  got  fpirits  to  buy  at  the 
Brunfwick  camp,  which  was  on  the  top  of  the 
hill,  lived  irregular.  Very  few  wereTeized 
with  fmall-pox  afhore.  I fent  two  fcorbutic 
patients  to  the  hofpital,  one  with  fmall-pox, 
and  one  with  fever. — Towards  the  end  of  the 
month,  the  Pearl  returned  from  a cruize  in 

the 
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the  Gulph,  with  many  of/the  people  fcorbutic: 
they  had  blowing  foggy  weather.  We  w^erc 
now  ferved  frelh  beef  three  times  a week. 

The  Brunfwick  troops  had  a very  mortal  fe- 
ver among  them;  the  following  fhort  account 
of  it  I had  from  the  furgeon  general  to  the 
garrlfon. 

That  they  w^ere  generally  bad  three  days 
before  they  were  brought  to  the  hofpital ; that 
they  were  then  delirious,  with  their  tongues 
black  and  chopt,  and  their  teeth  covered  with 
fordes  ; that  they  had  petechise,  and  a flux  on 
them;  and  that  they  generally  died  within  48 
hours  after  their  admiflTioa.  That  he  obferved 
no  remiflion  of  the  fever;  that  their  pulfes  ne- 
ver indicated  a flrong  fever,  nor  even  danger ; 
but  all  who  were  fo  ill  at  their  admlfflon  as  not 
to  be  able  to  put  out  their  tongues  to  fhow 
them  when  defired,  died.  That  he  ordered 
them,  as  foon  as  they  were  admitted,  to  be  well 
walhed  in  warm  water  and  vinegar,  and  the 
bark  to  be  given  them  freely,  with  Port  wine.” 
And  concluded  with  faying,  upon  my  enquiry 
if  he  had  made  ufe  of  bllfters,  “ That  he  did 
not  approve  of  them  in  fevers  with  petechias  ; 
but  that  he  perhaps  might  have  applied  them. 

Part  !•  had 
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had  the  patients  been  brought  to  the  hofpital 
when  they  Vv^ere  hr  ft  taken  ill.” 


August. 

The  I ft  and  2d  the  wind  was  variable,  but 
Eafterly ; from  the  3d  to  the  8th,  it  was  from 
W S W to  S AV,  varying  a great  deal ; but  ftill 
more  from  the  8th  to  the  3 ith,  when  it  came 
to  the  Eaftward,  and  continued  fo  until  the 
14th;  it  then  veered  to  the  S W,  continued 
there  until  the  26th,  varying  little  the  laft  fix 
or  feven  days.  Now  it  veered  from  W N W 
to  E N E,  and  continued  there,  with  little  va- 
riation, until  the  laft  day  of  the  month,  when 
it  got  to  the  W S W. — All  the  month  was  mo- 
derate, and  on  the  2d,  14th,  15th,  21ft,  30th, 
and  31ft,  at  times  calm  ; 2d,  3d,  light  fhow- 
ers,  t /;  7th,  8th,  9th,  13th,  25th,  light 
fhowers;  i6th,  2ift,  fliowers,  / /.  Until  the 
2 1 ft,  the  atinofphere  was  very  feldom  other- 
wife  than  clear  ; but  the  18th  was  foggy  and 
hazy ; from  that  time  until  the  end,  it  was  al- 
moft  cloudy  or  hazy ; 26th  and  28 th,  fome- 
times  foggy.  The  moon  was  new  the  14th, 
and  full  the  29th,  The  mean  height  of  the 
thermometer  was  65  deg.  But  it  is  to  be  ob-

ftrved,  that  w*e  left  Quebec  the  23d,  and  that 
the  thermometer  became  gradually  lower  as  we 
got  down  the  river,  fo  that  In  eight  days  It 
was  9 deg.  lower  than  It  was  the  day  we  left 
Quebec  •:  It  continued  lower  while  we  were  at 
Bique-ifland. 

On  the  5th,  two  of  our  men,  one  with 
Icurvy  (one  of  the  marines  that  were  on  board 
the  tranfport),  the  other  with  fever,  were  fent 
to  the  hofpital ; and  one  with  cough  on  the 
• i3th.-r-The  lift  decreafed  until  the  i6th,  when 
it  increafed,  varied  for  two  days,  and  decreafed 
.on  the  1 9th,  then  continued  without  alteration 
until  the  23d,  when  our  four  men  came  from 
the  hofpital ; after  which  it  varied  until  the 
end,  but  rather  increafed. 

On  the  13th,  two  of  our  men  were  Inva- 
lided by  furvey.  We  were  ferved  frefh  beef 
every  meat-day,  fome  time  before  we  left 
Quebec.  The  26th  we  arrived  at  Bique-ifland, 
where  our  men  were  employed  to  cut  wood 
for  the  fliip’s  ufe-^-and  failed  from  thence  on 
the  31ft. 

The  patients  who  were  added  to  the  lift 
were,  three  with  fever,  one  with  head-ach, 
uine  with  dyfenteric  complaints,  two  with

Sect.  II. 

Obfervatlons  on  the  Fever  of the  preceding  Months^ 

WE  are  now  come  to  a period  wherein  a 
very  important  change  of  the  health  of  the 
fliip’s  company  began  to  appear ; but  it  may 
not  be  improper  firfl:  to  enumerate  the  fymp- 
toms  of  the  fever  which  hitherto  affefted  the 
people,  that  they  may  be  compared  with  thofe 
which  occurred  in  the  enfuing  months.  How- 
ever, it  is  not  intended  to  draw  this  comparifoa 
at  prefent  to  minutenefs,  but  to  reprefent,  if 
poffible,  the  chara£teriftic  marks  of  fhip-feverj 
as  inferted  in  the  introduction.  The  particular

clefcrlptlon  thereof  will  more  properly  follow- 
the  diary  of  the  fick  lift  and  monthly  review. 

Many  of  thofe  who  in  the  preceding  months 
are  ranged  as  fever  patients,  were  fo  llightly 
affedled,  as  to  bring  them,  not  very  impro- 
perly, within  the  vulgar  denomination  of  colds; 
although,  as  they  had  all  at  lead  fome  feverifli 
fymptoms,  for  the  reafon  before-mentioned, 
I have  clafted  them  as  fevers,  to  avoid  the 
multiplying  of  columns  of  difeafes  in  the 
tables,  as  already  mentioned. 

The  fymptoms  of  fuch  patients  were  mild 
intermitting  complaints.  The  pulfe  was  very 
different  in  different  patients ; third,  loathing 
of  food,  ficknefs  at  ftomach,  head-ach,  cough, 
fore  throat,  hoarfenefs,  acute  pains  of  the  fides, 
pain  of  the  back,  and  in  all  their  bones  (as 
they  exprefs  themfelves),  or  univerfal  pains, 
ftraitnefs  about  the  breaft,  griping  complaints, 
deafnefs  accompanying  a fort  throat  (though 
this  was  very  feldom),  giddinefs,  efpecially  in 
the  month  of  May,  and  conftipations. 

I thought  it  neceffary  to  take  away  blood  in 
fome  cafes  only.  Gentle  evacuations  by  vomit 
and  ftool,  promoting  a moderate  diaphorefis 
with  effence  of  antimony  or  tartar  emetic,  to-

• getlier  with  opium,  "or  tin£t.  theb.  fometimes; 
boluffes  of  fperma-ceti  and  nitre,  or  the  oily 
mixture,  repeated  as  there  was  occafion,  with 
diluting  drink,  and  the  volatile  liniment  ap- 
plied to  the  throat,  carried  their  complaints  off 

in  a few  days. 

/ 

Although  thofe  were  the  moft  general  fymp- 
toms,  yet  many  had  the  fever  in  a feverer 
manner,  as  appears  from  the  fymptoms  and 
their  duration,  which  are  colledled  from  all 
their  cafes^  and  enumerated  daily.  But  neither 
the  pleuritic  cafe,  nor  two  others  (which  were 
occafioned  by  putting  a corpfe  into  a coffin) 
are  made  mention  of ; though  thefe  two  in- 
I deed  were  flight.  It  is  not,  therefore,  to  be 
underftood  that  all  the  fymptoms  which  arc 
enumerated  in  any  one  day,  occurred  in  a fm- 
i gle  cafe.

2.  Some  had  very  reftlefs  nights,  without 
any  remiffion  from  hOad-ach,  and  a pain  that 
went  round  in  the  difefllon  of  the  diaphragm^ 
efpecially  with  cough,  which  was  dry  and  ur- 
gent ; and  from  pain  of  the  breaft  that  affedled 
refpiration,  the  countenance  was  flufhed,  and 
the  eyes  watered  ; remiffions,  paroxyfms,  coft- 
ivenefs,  profufe  fweats,  the  thirft  continued? 
and  the  pulfe  was  in  fome  full  and  quick, 

3.  The  paroxyfms  continued  above  twelve 

hours,  with  the  fymptoms  as  fevere  as  in  the

firft  paroxyfm  ; pains  in  the  knees,  and  abou^ 
the  fhoulders,  a frequent  cough,  and  fcarce 
any  expectoration  ; a little  cough,  and  pain 
only. 

4.  Though  cool,  there  was  a dry,  urgent 
cough,  with  pain  at  the  fcrobiculus  cordis  ; the 
remiffion  continued  fix  hours,  and  the  next 
paroxyfm  eight.

The  patients  who  complained  were,  four 
with  fever,  two  with  head-ache,  fixteen  with 
dyfentery,  one  with  belly-ache,  one  with  opo- 
thalmia,  one  with  hsemorrhoides,  one  with 
eruption,  one  with  fcald-head,  three  with 
ftrain,  two  with  contufion,  three  with  wound, 
one  with  fwelling  of  the  knee,  and  one  with 
furuncle. — In  all  37. 

October. 

The  fever  patient  who  was  taken  ill  the 
2 2d  ulti  (a  puny  boy  who  had  been  returned 
to  duty  the  19th  only)  after  having  been  in 
the  lift  above  three  weeks,  complained  much 
of  his  head  at  firft,  and  in  two  days  after,  of 
flux,  which  continued  on  him  with  head-ache 
a week,  and  weakened  him  fo  much,  that  it  was 
a fortnight  before  he  recovered.  When  he  com- 
plained on  the  2 2d,  it  was  of  bad  cough,  head- 
ache, and  pain  of  his  fide ; after  this  fever,  which 
held  him  for  eight  or  ten  days,  he  was  feized 
with  diarrhoea  and  diabetes  from  weaknefs, 
pf  which  he  did  not  recover  in  many  weeks. 

The  fever  made  its  appearance  on  the  15th 
of  September,  the  third  day  after  we  arrived  at 
Part  1.  ^alifax } 
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Halifax ; a young  man,  who  belonged  to  a 
boat  at  that  time,  and  therefore  was  probably 
on  board  the  Lizard  and  afhore  at  Halifax, 
was  taken  with  an  agiie^  he  fald  ; but  fortu- 
nately he  foon  got  well:  and  even  before  him 
there  were  two  had  flight  attacks  of  it.  Some 
dyfenteric  patients  intervened  between  this 
man’s  being  taken  ill,  and  the  recovery  of  the 
boy  before-mentioned  on  the  19th,  and  his 
falling  ill  again  ou  the  2 id.  I was  furprifed  to 
find  him  fo  long  in  recovering,  as  I gave  him 
the  bark  not  fparingly.  There  vras  another 
man  feized  with  it  on  the  2 2d,  who  recovered 
perfedly  well  the  26  th. 

The  Ihip’s  barber  was  the  next  perfon  feized 
with  it  on  the  3d  ; his  attack  was  not  violent, 
and  being  a tippling  young  lad,  he  went  about 
the  Ihip  five  or  fix  days  before  he  complained, 
left  his  grog  fhould  have  been  flopped.  He 
foon  recovered. 

t ♦ 

Another  young  man,  of  a delicate  conftitu- 
tion,  complained  of  the  fever  the  fame  day 
the  barber  did.  He  was  very  often  ailing, ' 
but  he  luckily  got  quite  well  in  a few  days. 

The  next  perfon  feized  with  fever  was  a 
marine,  who  died  the  8th  day  of  his  illnefs. 
He  was  much  given  to  drinking,  and  had  fre*** 
6 quently 
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qiiently  got  drunk  with  fmall  beer ; was  much 
bloated,  of  an  indolent  difpofition  ; and  not 
long  before  had  a lit  of  drinking.  I was  inucli 
alarmed  at  feeing,  on  feveral  parts  of  his  body, 
a few  hours  after  he  died,  large  black  blotches, 
particularly  in  thofe  parts  he  had  lain  upon. 
None  of  the  fyinptoms  were  violent;  therefore, 
as  he  was  naturally  of  a very  flothful  difpofition, 
I did  not  apprehend  he  was  in  danger, , His 
cafe  'will  be  related  hereafter.  On  this  occa- 
lion,  I was  the  more  uneafy,  becaufe  the  fymp- 
toms  about  the  other  fever  patients  were  more 
obftinate  than  - thofe  which  had  appeared  In 
former  months,  Thefe  circumftances  foon  left 
me  no  room  to  doubt  but  that  we  had  caught  a 
virulent  infedlion.  I cannot  determine  whether 
we  caught  it  on  board  of  the  Lizard,  or  at  St. 
John’s,  or^  at  Halifax,  for  the  fever  exifted  in, 
and  we  had  communication  at,  all  the  three 
places  within  a few  days.  One  thing  is  cer- 
tain, that  wherever  It  was  contradied,  the  de- 
bauch which  our  people  committed  on  the 
15th  of  September,  foon  roufed  it  Into  vio-^ 
lent  action.  From  a very  healthy  ftate,  we 
were  fuddenly  plunged  into  a very  fickly  and 
dangerous  one.

November. 

A good  deal  of  pains  was  taken  to  clean  and 
fmoke  the  fhip  in  different  ways,  the  fir  ft  of 
this  month,  with^larger  fires  of  junk  and  to- 
bacco, than  were  generally  made  ufe  of  af- 
terwards. To  this  precaution  alone  can  be 
attributed  the  vifible  check  which  was  given  to 
the  fever : there  being  a decreafe  of  no  lefs 
than  fifteen  patients  in  the  courfe  of  the 
month  ; and  all  who  were  in  the  lift  did  well. 
The  fadt  is  fo  clear  and  inconteftable,  that  no- 
thing further  need  be  faid  in  favour  of  fmok- 
ing  with  large  fires  for  three  or  four  hours  at 
a time,  but  more  efpecially  wuth  tobacco, 
when  a fliip  becomes  fickly  ; nor  of  frequently 
repeating  this  procefs,  at  leaft  as  often  as  cir- 
cumftances  will  admit. — The  fick  them^felves 

I not 
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not  only  found  the  air  more  cool  and  refrefhing  ' 
after  fmoking,  but  tliofe  in  health,  who  lay 
in  the  tiers  and  more  confined  places  of  the 
fliip,  laid  it  was  like  a change  of  climate  to 
them,  fo  cool  and  agreeable  the  air  was  ren- 
dered. But  it  is  likewife  to  be  remembered, 
that  the  Tick  were  treated  with  bark. 

On  the  26th,  the  fick,  or  rather  conva- 
Icfccnts,  were  fent  on  fliore  at  Halifax,  “with  all 
their  clothes,  folely  with  an  intention  to  get 
the  fnip  cleared  of  the  infecfion.  Indeed, 
no  other  motive  could  have  juftified  lending 
people  to  fuch  quarters.  Of  all  the  nefls  of 
lllth  combined  with  poverty,  which  I ever 
beheld,  they  were  by  far  the  moft  fhainefuL 
Where,  or  on  whom  this  reproach  falls,  I 
know  not ; but  what  rendered  it  inexcufable, 
is,  that  Halifax  had  never  been  molefted  by  the 
rebels,  and  confequently  there  were  no  con- 
curring circumftances  to  make  it  neceflary  to 
coop  up  the  fick  and  wounded  feamen,  in  the 
moft  filthy  and  decayed  houfe  about  town, 
with  fcarce  a fquare  of  glafs  in  a window. 
As  to  their  victualling,  they  were  left  to  the 
mercy  of  an  old  w^oman  and  her  daughter, 
Part  L who 
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who  farmed  that  part  of  the  dirty  bufmefs,  I 
muft  call  it 

As  foon  as  they  were  fent  on  fhore,  the 
flaip  was  cleaned  and  fmoked  with  as  much 
care  as  before,  and  we  flattered  ourfelves  that^ 
by  repetitions  of  this  procefs,  we  fliould  be 
able  to  fubdue  the  infedion  entirely  ; but,  to 
our  great  mortification,  fixty  fupernumeraries 
were  fent  on  board  in  the  evening  from  the 
Rainbow,  eight  of  whom  had  fhip  fever ; 
and  there  was  no  time  to  get  an  order  to  fend 
them  back  that  night. 

Befides  eight  fupernumeraries  ill  of  fever, 
v/ho  were  fent  back  to  the  Rainbow  next  day, 
24  were  added  to  the  lift  this  month  wdth  fe- 
ver, one  with  feurvy,  two  with  rheumatifm, 
three  with  cough,  one  with  ear-ache,  one 
with  h^morrhoides,  three  with  ftrain,  fix 
with  contufion,  two  with  wound,  two  with 
inflammation,  and  two  with  ulcer  : — in  all  47, 

I have  nothing  to  obferve  at  prefent  with 
refped  to  the  manner  in  which  thofe  men 
were  treated. 

* I will  do  the  commander  in  chief  the  juftice  to  fay 
that  I believe  this  was  wholly  unknown  to  him,  or  to 
his  furgeon,  who  infpecSted  the  hofpitals  where  the 
iicet  lay. 
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December.' 

Only  five  were  added  with  fever  the  firft 
week  ; one  or  more  were  added  every  day 
in  the  fecond  week ; and  in  the  remaining 
part,  excepting  the  15th,  igth,  and  26th,  - 
one  or  more  complained  of  it  daily.  But 
if  the  ftate  of  the  weather,  and  the  ihip's  be- 
ing fo  much  crowded  on  the  paflage  from 
Halifax  to  New-York,  be  confidered,  it  will  not 
be  thought  furprifing  that  we  had  one  patient 
died,  and  fuch  an  increale  of  the  Tick  lift  at 
the  end  of  the  month.  On  the  laft  of  No-

vember  there  were  only  16  in  it,  including 
fupernumeraries ; and  on  the  laft  of  this 
month  there  were  35  in  it ; but  the  fever  pa- 
tients were  then  chiefly  in  a convalefcent  ftate, 
though  they  were  liable  to  relapfe  from  inat- 
tention, or  the  leaft  irregularity.  There  were 
49  fever  patients,  one  with  dyfentery,  one 
with  belly-ache,  nine  with  rheuinatifm,  one 
with  fcrophula^  one  with  cough,  one  froft- 
bitcen,  two  with  rapture,  fix  with  contufion, 
two  with  fradure,  two  with  wound,  two  with 
inflammation,  three  with  abfeefs,  and  one  of 
ulcer,  complained  : — in  all  83.

The  fymptoms  of  the  fever  were  vehe- 
ment this  month,  and  were  very  obftinate, 
particularly  delirium.  It  was  incident  to  thofe 
who  complained  of  rheumatifm,  and  they, 
when  ill  of  it,  ftood  more  in  need  of  cor- 
dials than  of  evacuations.  The  reft  of  the 
patients  were  treated  after  the  ufual  manner. 

The  paflage  to  New-York  was  extremely 
difagreeable  from  the  length  of  time  we  were 
on  it,  the  badnefs  of  the  weather,  the  great 
number  on  board,  and  our  being  fo  fickly. 
The  fick  being  unavoidably  fo  ill  accommo- 
dated in  their  berths,  rendered  it  ft  ill  worfe. 
We  had  fometimes  three  difierent  gales  of 
wind  in  the  four-and-twentv  hours. 


January,  1777. 

For  the  firft  nine  days,  excepting  the  ift, 
2d,  and  5th,  no  fever  patients  complained. 
It  may  be  obferved,  that  the  more  fick  we 
had  on  board,  the  more  patients  we  had  daily 
complaining. — ^ery^  if  this  might  not  pro- 
ceed from  the  foliowdng  caufes  : — Might  not 
fo  many  people  as  we  had  on  board  on  the 
paftage,  crowded  into  fo  fmall  a fpace,  contri- 
bute to  this  ? — When  in  fuch  a fituation  there 
are  a number  of  fick  in  a fhip,  will  not  tlie 

I 3 infec- 
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infection  daily  acquire  more  virulence? — And, 
under  thefe  circumftances,  will  not  thofe 
who  are  obliged  to  pafs  and  repafs  often  in 
the  courfe  of  twenty-four  hours,  by  the  fick 
berth,  be  very  apt  to  be  affedled  by  the  fight 
of  the  Tick,  as  well  as  by  the  infedlion  ? — 
That  the  wet  decks,  and  the  people  lying  in 
wet  hammacoes  (from  the  upper  works  oi 
' the  fnip  being  leaky),  contributed  thereto,  no 
pcrfon  will  doubt. 

Through  the  remaining  part  of  the  month, 
the  men  were  taken  ill  nearly  every  other 
day  ; but,  in  order  to  get  rid  of  the  infedion, 
they  were  fent  to  the  hofpital  foon  after  they 
complained,  and  a great  deal  of  pains  taken 
to  keep  the  fliip  clean.  Our  people  were  very 
irregular  this  month.  The  fhip  'being  very 
near  a wharf^  and  they  having  received  a 
little  prize  money,  It  was  all  laid  out  for  New- 
England  new  rum. — Whether  the  patient 
who  died  of  fever  the  14th,  In  fo  flrort  a 
time  as  thirty-nine  hours  after  complaining, 
had  drank  any  of  that  abominable  new  fpirit, 
I know  not  for  certain,  though  I fufped  he 
had.  His  cafe  will  be  related  in  its  proper 
place.

ache, one  with  dyfenteric  fymptoms,  one 
with  indigeftion,  feven  with  fciirvy,  five  with 
rheumatifm,  two  with  fore  throat,  nine  with 
cough,  three  with  nephritic  fymptoms,  one 
froft-bit,  one  with  fcald,  fix  v/ith  contufion, 
one  with  inflammation,  one  with  abfeefs, 
one  with  furuncle,  and  one  with  excoriation  ; 
in  all  81.

February. 

This  was  the  moft  fickly  month  we  had  in 
America ; a greater  number  of  fever  patients 
being  added  to  the  lift  in  the  courfe  of  it, 
than  in  any  other.  Yet  only  one  patient  (a  ' 
fupernumerary  who  came  from  the  Rainbow)' 
died.  Although  the  prifoners  were  on  board 
of  us  only  nine  days,  it  cannot  be  doubted 
but  that,  by  their  crowding  the  fhip,  they  pro- 
moted or  increafed  the  licknefs.  One  of  them 
died  on  board,  without  my  being  informed 
of  his  illnefs,  until  a few  hours  before  he  died. 
By  the  accounts  I had  of  his  cafe,  he  was  in 
fome  meafure  ftarved  from  'want  of  clothes 
and  bedding.  But  as  the  prifon  fliip  from 
whence  they  came  was  fickly,  as  I was  in- 
formed, it  is  mare  than  probable  that  he  was 

T 4 'in- 
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iiifeded  before  he  left  her ; and  on  board  of 
the  Junothey  were  neceffarily  crowded  together 
into  the  ftarboard  bay,  where  he  had  a wet 
deck  only  to  lie  upon.  That  part  of  the  fhip 
was  unavoidably  wet  by  the  cables ; and  the 
bay  had  an  ofFenfive  fmell  for  a confiderable 

I 

time  after  they  were  fent  away,  though  well 
cleaned  and  fmoked.  While  thefe  poor  crea- 
tures were  on  board,  our  marines  lay  under 
the  half-deck,  wliere  they  caught  cold,  and 
were  feized  with  fever. 

Tlie  winds  being  generally  northerly,  the 
weather  was  very  cold  with  fnow.  Every  day,, 
excepting  the  4th,  8th,  i6th,  20th,  21ft, 
and  25th,  fever  patients  were  added  to  the 
lift,  to  the  number  of  61,  befides  one  with 
liead-ache,  two  with  belly-ache,  nine  with 
icurvy,  five  wftth  rheumatifm,  three  with 
ibre  throat,  five  wnth  cough,  one  with  ne- 
jftiritls,  one  froft-bit,  three  wdth  fcald,  one 
with  ftrain,  two  with  rupture,  fix  wnth  con- 
lufion,  one  wdth  inflammation,  one  wnth 
furuncle,  two  with  excoriation,  and  twm  wftth

The  number  of  fick  were  greatly  diminifbed 
this  month,  but  ftill  the  majority  of  thofe 
who  complained  were  fever  patients,  viz. 
34;  befides  two  of  indigeftion,  fix  of  feurvy, 
three  of  rheumatifm,  three  of  cough,  two  of 
ear-ache,  one  of  giddinefs,  one  of  diabetes, 
four  froft-bit,  three  of  contufion,  one  of 
^vound,  two  of  inflammation,  one  of  furun- 
cle, one  of  excoriation,  and  three  of  ul- 
cer:— in  all  67.  One  of  the  fever  patients 
died  on  the  12th,  and  another  on  the  i8th; 
the  former  was  the  prifoner  from  the  floop, 
who  had  been  fo  long  ill  before  he  complained. 
Irregular  people  fuffered  far  more  than  others 
in  the  fever, — their  fymptorns  being  more  fe- 
vere,  and  their  relapfes  more  frequent.  But  I 
obferved  exceptions  to  this  rule ; for  under 
the  difadvantages  of  irregularity,  the  utmoft 
degree  of  filthinefs  and  nakednefs,  and  of 
having  a chefl  only  to  lie  upon,  w^ithout  bed- 
ding, I have  feen  the  fick  recover:  and  what 
is  r^ither  extraordinary,  the  young,  raw,  dirty 

lads 
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lads  from  Scotland,  who  had  been  but  a fliort 
time  at  fea,  were  feidom  feized  with  it.  The 

I 

man  who  was  blown  up  or  wounded  on  the 
1 8th,  died  on  the  23d.  It  was  fome  time 
(perhaps  a quarter  of  an  hour)  after  the  ac- 
cident, before  he  recovered  any  motion  or 
fenfe,  or  felt  any  confiderable  pain,  and  he 
continued  delirious  throughout  the  firft  night. 

Three  fever  patients  were  fent  to  fick 
quarters  on  the  28th.  For  the  firft  five  days, 
fever  patients  were  daily  added ; but  on  the 
6th,  7th,  13th,  1 8th,  20th,  and  26th,  no 
fever  patients  complained,  nor  through  the 
remainder  of  the  month,  excepting  the  27th; 
fo  that  by  far  the  greateft  number  were  added 
before  the  i8th,  after  which  the  infection  be- 
gan to  decreafe  very  obvioufly.  This  could 
proceed  from  nothing  elfe  but  our  firing  fo 
much  on  the  j 8th,*  which  not  only  fmoked 
the  fliip  thoroughly^  but  alfo  the  men  and 
their  clothes,  which  never  could  be  done  in 
the  ufual  way  of  fmoking.  The  fad;  is  clear, 
whatever  conjedures  may  be  formed  on  it, 
as  appears  by  the  daily  ftate  of  the  fick  lift 
ever  after.  Yet  nothing  but  accidental  ciiv 


^ See  pa2;es  75  and  76, 
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cumftances  can  procure  to  a fickly  fhip’s  com- 
pany filch  a beneficial  fmoking ; as  the  ex- 
pences  attending  the  confumption  of  fo  much 
powder  as  we  fired  that  day,  will  never  be  al- 
lowed. It  may  therefore  be  faid,  with  feem- 
ing  propriety,  that  little  advantage  can  be  de- 
rived from  this  being  known,  unlefs  it  could 
be  put  in  pradlice.  I think,  however,  that 
this  being  inculcated  on  board  of  a fickly  fhip, 
when  coming  to  adlion,  may  be  an  additional 
inducement  to  them  to  perform  their  duty 
with  becoming  fpirit.

Northerly  winds  were  the  mod  prevalent 
this  month,  confequently  the  weather  was  ra- 
ther cold  and  unpleafant,  though  we  had  but 
little  rain.  It  was  of  fome  benefit  to  the  con- 
valefcents  that  they  were  allowed  to  walk 
on  fhore  now  and  then ; but  a good  fick 
tent  eredled  on  fhore,  would  have  been  of 
much  more  benefit,  not  only  to  all  the  fick, 
but  to  the  fhip’s  company  in  general ; as  we 
might  thereby,  probably,  have  been  able  to 
have  entirely  f noked  out  the  infedlion. 

The  fick  continued  to  decreafe  in  number

on  the  lift,  and  the  greateft  number  of  the

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fever  patients  were  added  to  it  before  the  1 9th, 
viz,  on  the  ift,  3d,  4th,  6th,  8th,  lothp 
nth,  14th,  15th,  i6th,  17th,  i8th,  24th, 
and  27th.

The  delirium  was  very  urgent 
in  that  cafe  which  proved  fatal.

We  now  became  daily  more  and  more 
healthy.  Only  28  patients  complained  the  < 
wholemionth  : viz.  1 9 of  fever,  one  of  belly- 
achei  two  of  rheumatifm,  one  of  fore  throat,  J: 
one  of  contufion,  one  of  inflammation,  one  : 
of  abfeefs,  one  of  furuncle,  and  one  of  ulcer. 

* Neither  thofe  men,  nor  any  lent  from  prizes,  were 
under  my  care.  They  are  only  mentioned  as  men 
belonging  to  the  fliip,  who  had  fever. 

Part  I.  Tlie  i 
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The  weather,  though  fomewhat  backward^ 
was  upon  the  whole  temperate.  The  winds 
were  moftly  between  S E and  N E.  The 
N W on  the  2 2d  and  23d  did  much  miichief, 
as  has  been  already  obferved,  and  likewife  oa 
the  28th. 

The  fymptoms  of  the  fever  were  now 
much  milder;  the  head-ache,  with  pains  in 
the  limbs,  as  the  patients  expreffed  themfelves, 
were  moft  troublefome. 

The  gentleman  went  the  30th  lilt,  from  the 
prize  to  fick  quarters,  where  he  died  the  ifl; 
inft.  He  had  of  late,  1 was  informed,  lived 
very  irregularly,  and  was  fubject  to  complaints 
of  his  breaft  from  a hurt  which  he  formerly 
received.  Five  ivere  fent  this  month  with  fe- 
ver to  fick  quarters. 

Our  people,  particularly  thcfe  who  were 
fcorbutic,  received  benefit  from  walking  on 
I fliore  ; as  well  as  from  the  portable  foup  and 
j greens  being  boiled  among  their  peafe,  and 
I from  the  crout. 

June. 

We  had  very  little  bad  weather  at  fea  this 
[ month,  it  being  chiefly  mild,  but  the  atmo- 
1 fphere  was  either  foggy,  or  in  general  very 

A hazy. 
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hazy.  The  fliip’s  company  caught  a great 
many  fifh,  and  they  had  their  foup  as  ufual 
while  it  lafted,  with  crout,  twice  a week. 
Under  thefe  circumftances  the  Tick  lift  conti- 
nued to  decreafe  as  to  fever,  to  the  great  fa- 
tisfacftion  of  every  perfon  on  board.*  Only 
twelve  complained  of  fever,  one  of  indlgef- 
tion,  three  of  fcurvy,  one  of  haemorrhage, 
one  of  epilepfy,  one  of  ftrain,  two  of  contu- 
fion,  four  of  wound,  one  of  abfcefs,  and 
one  of  ulcer — 2:7  in  all. 

The  head-ache  was  the  moft  troublefome 
fymptom  among  the  fever  patients. 
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From  July  i,  17775  till  July  305  1778,  with 
meteorological  Obfervationsy  and  remarkable 
Occurrences. 

July. 

TH  E winds  were  variable,  blowing  mo- 
derately from  every  point  of  the  coin- 
pafs  in  the  courfe  of  the  month.  It  was  very 
feldom  calm;  5th,  9th,  17th,  and  20th,  light 
ihowers-;  and  2 2d,  23d,  and  29th,  fhowers; 
the  atmofphere  was  generally  hazy,  foggy,  or 
cloudy.  On  the  2d,  3d,  and  4th,  heavy  dews: 
The  rain  fell  on  the  5th  and  17th,  with  //; 
22d  with  / ; and  29th  with  /.  -Mean  height  of 
the  thermometer  about  65  ; new  moon  4th, 
full  moon  20th. 

» The  Tick  lift  increafed  from  three  to  nine 
in  the  courfe  of  the  month  ; there  were  ad- 
ded to  it  in  all  feven  with  fever,  the  fymptoms 
of  which  were  become  milder ; one  with 
head-ache,  one  with  dyfenteric  fymptoms, 

two 
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• two  with  bel!y-ache,  one  with  vomiting, 
three  with  Indigeftion,  fix  with  fcurvy,  two 
with  rheumatilm,  one  with  hypochondria, 
one  with  worms  (afcarides),  one  with  erup- 
tion, two  with  ftrain,  one  with  hydrocele, 
one  with  eontufion,  three  with  inflammatioiV' 
and  one  with  ulcer  : — in  all  34. 

On  the  26th  a cafk  of  molaiTes  was  taken 
out  of  a prize  for  each  of  the  three  ihips  com- 
panies, and  eight  cafks  of  limes  were  divided 
among  them ; the  Orpheus  had  one  half  of  the 
limes,  as  her  people  were  the  moft  fickly 
with  fever  and  fcurvy.  I got  18  bottles  of 
fmall  French  wine  for  the  ufe  of  the  fick. 

On  the  28th,  I put  three  gallons  of  lime 

juice  and  fix  of  molaiTes  in  18  gallons  of 

rum  (but,  by  miftake,  the  fteward  put  in 

more  rum  than  I diredted),  to  be  ferved,when 

% 

diluted  with  water,  to  the  fcorbutic  people,  in 
the  room  of  grog. 

On  the  31ft  we  got  a little  flock  out  of  a 
prize,  which  was  divided  among  the  three 
fhips.  I 

The  porter  was  ferved  out  to  the  fhip’s 
company,  as  a free  gift,  a pint  a day  to  each 
man. — A prifoner,  who  came  from  the  mo- 
lafTes  veffel,  complained  of  inflamed  eye. 
Part  I.  He 
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He  faid  It  proceeded  from  the  fleam  of  the 
molafles,  when  ftartlng  it  out  of  one  cafk 
into  another  about  a fortnight  before  ; and 
that  all  the  men  who  w^ere  employed  about 
that  bufmefs,  w^ere  aiFeded  in  the  fame 
manner. 

One  of  our  men  died  the  25th,  of  his  fe-» 
ver,  at  Tick  quarters. 

August. 

The  wind  was  variable  and  very  moderate, 

but  more- from  the  S than  any  other  quarter, 

/ 

till  the  26th,  when  it  came  Nl}q  and  con- 
tinued fo,  but  was  ftill  moderate  until  the 
31ft.  It  rained  the  2d  and  15th,  with  tl\ 
3d,  17th,  i8th,  19th,  20th,  and  27th,  light 
fliowers ; 5th,  and  26th,  fliowers ; loth, 
iith,  I2th,  13th,  14th,  and  23d,  /.  The 
atmofphere  in  general  was  hazy  and  cloirdy, 
but  the  6th,  7th,  and  8th  w^e  had  fogs.  New 
moon  the  3d,  and  full  moon  i8th.  The 
thermometer  w^as  never  lower  than  68,  nor 
higher  than  78. 

The  fick  lift  varied  little,  but  continued 
.rather  Increafing  until  the  1 2th.  Oh  the  1 3th 
we  arrived  at  Rhode-Ifland  ; — *the  people  of 
the  Orpheus  continued  fickly  all  the  voyage. 

K The 
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The  dyfeiitery  began  now  to  attack  the  peo- 
ple. I fent  to  fick  quarters  on  the  14th, 
one  with  fever,  three  with  flux,  one  with  bad 
cough,  and  three  with  fcurvy.  / From  the 
14th  the  lift  varied  frequently  until  the  end 
of  the  month. — On  the  28th,  one  with  dy- 
fentery,  one  witH  vomica,  and  one  with  hy- 
drocele, were  fent  to  fick  quarters.  A third 
part  of  the  ihip’s  company  were  fent  in  their 
turns  on  fhore,  to  walk  and  gather  apples^ 
when  the  fhip’s  duty  and  the  weather  per- 
mitted. On  the  15th  we  anchored  up  the 
harbour,  off  Prudence. 

The  patients  who  complained  were,  nine 
of  fever,  one  of  pleurify,  five  of  dyfentery, 
one  of  vomiting,  one  of  indigeftion,  three 
of  fcurvy,  one  of  rheumatifm,  one  of  hypo- 
chondria, one  of  vomica,  one  of  cough,  one 
of  eruption,  one  of  ftrain,  two  of  contufion, 
two  of  inflammation,  one  of  abfeefs,  one  of 
furuncle,  and  one  of  ulcer: — in  all  33. 

There  were  no  unufual  fymptoms  either 
among  the  fever  or  dyfenteric  patients. 

September, 

Northerly  and  N E winds  were  moft  pre- 
valent : fome  days  they  %vere  variable,  feldom 

Part  L calm, 
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calm,  and  always  moderate;  6th,  7th,  lotli^ 
iQth^  22dj  and  26th,  light  fhowers ; 17th, 
and  23d,  fhowers;  i8th,  hard  fhowers 
2ifl,  /.  The  atmofphere  was  generally 
cloudy,  fometimes  clear,  and  very  feldom' 
hazy.  New  moon  the  ift,  and  full  moon  the 
17th.  The  mean  height  of  the  thermometer 
was  about  66* 

The  fick  lift  varied  little,  but  rather  in*^ 
creafed  all  the  month  with  dyfenterlc  patients, 
one  of  whom  died  on  the  19th;  but  fever 
with  petechicc  accompanied  his  flux.  No- 
thing uncommon  happened  in  the  dyfentery* 
On  the  4th,  a corporal  and  two  marines  were 
fhot,  and  one  wounded  on  fliore  by  the  re- 
bels; while  they  v/ere  guarding  the,  watering 
party,  above  200  rebels  attacked  the  corporal 
and  fix  marines,  the  boat’s  crew,  a raidfhip- 
man,  and  the  cooper.  On  the  1 2th,  a mar\ 
was  killed  by  a fall  from  the  main-top. 

Five  patients  were  added  with  fever,  fif- 
teen with  dyfentery,  one  with  fore  throat, 
five  with  contufion,  two  with  wound,  and 
two  with  furuncle  1—30  in  all.  On  the  14th, 
fent  one  of  the  fever  patients-to  fick  quarters- 
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October. 

Northerly  winds  prevailed  more  than  the 
Southerly;  ift,  2d,  25th,  and  26th  were 
^ calm,  but  thcfe  calms  were  not  throughout 
the  whole  day ; it  was  moftly  moderate,  and 
fometimes  variable.  On  the  1 8th,  27th,  28th, 
and  29th,  gales;  9th,  fliowers  ; 13th,  i8th, 
2ift,  24th,  25th,  26th,  27th,  and  29th,  light 
fhowers ; 28th,  heavy  rain.  The  atmo- 
fphere  was  generally  hazy  or  cloudy:  new 
moon  the  ift,  full  moon  1 5th.  The  mean 
height  of  the  thermometer  was  about  60. 
From  the  2 2d  to  the  end,  the  weather  became 
cold.

The  fick  lift  rather  increafed  all  the  month, 
the  dyfentery  ftill  prevailing.  On  the  i ft,  four 
were  fent  to  fick  quarters  with  dyfentery,  and 
one  with  fever;  one  died  of  flux  the  loth, 
and  two,  wdth  dyfentery,  were  fent  to  fick 
quarters.  The  dyfentery  was  very  obftinate, 
but  there  was  nothing  unufual  among  the 
fever  patients.  Nine  were  added  with  fever,, 
fourteen  with  dyfentery,  one  with  cholera 
morbus,  two  with  rheumatifm,  one  with  fore 
throat,  three  with  contufion,  one  with  in-

For  the  firft  four  or  five  days  the  wind  was 
Southerly  and  Wefterly  (though  it  froze  on 
the  ift),  and  then  came  round  to  the  North- 
ward, varying,  with  rain,  and  fixed  for  two^ 
days  in  the  N W with  frefh  gales.  It  blew 
Southerly  again  for  one  day,  then  returned  to 
the  N and  N W for  three  days  with  rain . 
veered  again  for  a fhort  time  to  the  S W , and 
gi*adually  came  back  to  the  W N \V,  W,  and 
NW,  for  ten  days,  with  froft  and  fome  fnow, 
blowing  ftrong  at  times.  From  the  S \V  it 
blew  frefh  one  day,  varied,  became  Northerly, 
then  Southerly  and  Wefterly — N W again — 
variable  and  Eafterly  with  ftrong  gales.  The 
1 2th,  13th,  17th,  and  1 8th,  gales;  29th, 
ftrong  gales,  22dand23d,  fhort  calms  ; 6th, 
heavy  rain;  5th,  8th,  9th,  loth,  22d,  26th, 
29th,  30th,  light  fhowers.  The  atmofphere 
was  generally  cloudy  or  hazy.  The  moon 
was  full  the  14th,  and  changed  the  29th. 
The  mean  height  of  the  thermometer  was 
about  46. 

On  the  1 8th  we  dropped  down  to  New- 
port ; 23d  failed  with  a convoy,  and  returned 
next  day.  27th  failed  again,  and  anchored

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Block-Ifland  P M. — ^2 8th  failed  with  a con- 
voy towards  Sandy-Hook  ; 29th,  they  were 
all  difperfed  by  the  gale  of  wind.  The  Dia- 
mond, Flora,  and  Lark,  were  out  on  a cruife, 
and  got  very  fickly  from  the  bad  weather, 
and  from  infection  communicated  by  prifon- 

crs  taken  out  of  the  prizes.  The  fmall-pox 

► . • 

was  on  board  the  Lark. 

The  Tick  lift  varied  very  little,  but  towards 
the  end  of  the  month  it  was  increafed  by  hurt 
patients.  This  was  the  healthieft  month  we 
enjoyed  in  America  while  the  Juno  was  em- 
ployed ; only  twenty-one  patients  having  com- 
plained, viz.  one  of  fever,  one  of  head-ache, 

^ ftwo  of  dyfentery,  one  of  rheumatifm,  one  of 
palpitation  of  the  heart,  one  of  cough,  two  of 
fcald,  fix  of  contufion,  two  of  wound, ^ three 
of  inflammation,  and  one  of  furuncle. 

Two  with  rheumatifm,  and  one  with  fcald 
head,  were  fent  to, fick  quarters  on  the  19th, 
and  one  on  the  26th  with  fever. 

This  was  an  agreeable  change  for  the  better. 
Our  men  were  very  feldom  on  flhore,  and 
only  at  firft,  when  we  went  up  to  Prudence  5 
and  the  weather  was  far  colder  in  February 

laft  than  it  was  in  this  month.  On  the  2ift,

fix  of  our  men,  who  had  been  taken  prifoners 
Fart  I,  - the 
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the  4th  of  Sept,  returned  In  a flag  of  truce, 
and  another  of  them  efcaped  out  of  prifon. 
When  they  came  on  board,  I got  them  well 
wafhed  with  warm  water,  then  with  warm 
vinegar,  and  got  clean  cloaths  put  on  them. 
Afterwards  I gave  each  of  them  of  Huxham’^ 
of  Barky  T’artar  emet.  gr.  4 and  yfy. 
Jimp,  ^ifs, 

December. 

The  wind  was  chiefly  from  W S W to  N E, 
and,  unlefs  in  the  beginning  of  the  monthj 
when  it  blew  ftrong  gales,  was  commonly 
moderate. — The  2d,  13th,  15th,  17th,  i8th, 
27th,  light  fhowers;  29th,  gales,  with  light 
fhowers.  We  had  only  nine  days  without  froft> 
and  fnow  fell  on  four  days'  only.  The  atmo- 
fphere  was  oftener  cloudy  and  hazy,  than  quite 
clear.  Full  moon  the  14th,  new  moon  the, 
29th  : — it  was  very  cold  about  the  end  of  the 
month.  The  mean  height  of  the  thermometer 
was  about  44. 

We  returned  to  New-Port  the  7th;  our 
fick  lift  increafed  until  the  1 9th,  and  all  the 
week  following  decreafed,  and  from^the  27th 
until  the  end  of  the  month,  increafed.  A fe- 
ver patient  was  fent  to  fick  quarters  the  12th, 
and  another  of  fever,  and  one  dyfentcric  pa- 

K 4 tient, 
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tient,  on  the  27th.  Query,  Did  the  increafe 
of  fever  and  dyfenteric  patients  proceed  from 
the  blowing  weather  at  the  end  of  the  laft, 
and  beginning  of  this  month  ? — our  hatches 
being  then  battened  down.  On  the  morning 
of  the  30th,  every  thing  on  board  which  the 
y^dnd  blew  upon,  had  the  appearance  of  being 
cafed  over  with  icc,  it  having  rained,  hailed, 
fnowed,  and  froze  in  the  night. — ^The  fliip’s 
decks  were  very  I'eaky,  many  of  the  men  were 
wet  in  their  hammac’des,  and  a great  deal  of 
water*  was  between  decks*  Moft  of  the  fever 
patients  were  lying  iri  the  bays,  where  the  air 
is  much  confined.  The  man  who  firft  com^ 
plained  of  the  fever  this  month,  was  delirious 
when  L was  fent  for. 

The  number  of  patients  added  to  the  Tick 
lift  this  month,  were  ten  of  fever,  four  of 
dyfentery,  fix  of  rheumatifm,  five  of  cough, 
one  of  ear-ache,  one  of  hernia,  three  of  con- 
tufion,  and  two  of  furuncle  in  all  32. 

The  Npnfuch,  Raifonable,  and  Somerfef 
were  very  fickly.— rrThe  Nonfuch  left  England 
in  March,  • and  fifty  of  her  men  have  been 
already  carried  off  by  fever.  Each  of  thefe 
fhips  has  now  between  130  and  150  men  on 
fheir  fick  lift,  Tbe  fever  preyail§  on  board 
“ ParQ,  th^ 
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the  Somerfet,  and  the  other  two  llilps  have 
far  more  fcorbutic  than  fever. — The  fever  and 
dyfentery  raged  much  to  the  Southward-  this 
laft  campaign. 

January.  1778. 

The  wind  blew  from  between  NW  and 
S W more  than  from  any  other  part  of  the 
compafs.  On  the  8th,  17th,  i8th,  21ft,  and 
29th,  we  had  generally  freflr  gales,  but  on 
the  7th,  27th,  and  30th,  calms  for  a fliort 
time  ; at  the  beginning  of  the  month,  there 
; was  fome  froft,  and  a good  deal  between  the 
i 14th,  and  26th;  3d,  8th,  loth,  and  i8th, 
light  fhowers;  iith,  17th,  light  fhowers 
with  fnow ; 29th,  and  31ft,  heavy  rains; 
5th,  20th,  24th,  and  25th,  fnow.  Full 
moon  14th,  new  moon  28th.  The  mean 
height  of  the  thermometer  was  about  39. 
The  atmofphere  was  chiefly  hazy  and  cloudy. 

The  fick  lift  decreafed  until  the  8th, — in- 
I creafed  for  two  days, — decreafed  until  the 
2 2d,  and  increafed  again  until  the  end  of  the 
month.  There  were  never  more  than  twelv(^ 
in  it.  The  patients  who  complained  were  fix 
of  fever,  one  of  head-ache,  one  of  dyfentery, 
one  of  vomiting,  five  of  rhenmaufm,  one  of

returned  the  6th,  when  we  found  Lord  Howe 
on  board  the  Eagle  : — that  fhip  was  far  from 
being  healthy.  We  failed  the  7th,  returned 
the"'  9th,  and  on  the  20th  went  up  and  lay 
between  Rhode-Ifland  and  Prudence;  31ft 
anchored  at  Prudence. — Nothing  particular 

happened  among  the  fick  this  month.

A moderate  Wefterly  wind  for  the  firft  fux 
days  was  fuccecded  by  a fhort  calm  ; it  came 
to  the  Eaftward  on  the  6th,  and  blew  violently 
on  the  morning  of  the  7th  from  N N E with 
fnow  ; much  damage  was  done  by  the  gale. 
It  was  afterwards  variable,  but  oftener  from 
the  N W than  from  any  other  quarter.  • The 
I 2th,  13th,  17th,  20th,  and  21  ft,  were  calm. 
The  atmofpliere  was  foinetimes  clear,  but 
generally  cloudy  or  hazy,  excepting  the  i ith 
and  27th,  fhowers  ; i6th,  and  26th,  light 
ditto.  It  generally  freezed  from  the  6th  to 
the  end  of  tltc  month,  and  a good  ^leal  of 
Part  I.  fnow 
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fnow  fell.  The  moon  was  full  the  i ith,  and 
changed  the  26th.  The  mean  height  of  the 
thermometer  was  44. 

On  the  15th  we  failed  In  company  with  the 
Cerberus  and  Haerlem,  and  24  fail,  chiefly  of 
tranfports,  all  carrying  flags  of  truce ; towards 
evening,  we  and  the  Cerberus  parted  from  the 
Haerlem  and  tranfports,  and  on  the  21ft, 
PM,  we  arrived  in  Cape  Cod  bay  or"  har* 
hour. 

The  fick'lift  varied  until  the  loth, — rathef 
increafed  until  the  i8th,  and  was  afterwards 
i variable  until  the  end  of  the  month.  There 
were  never -more  than  18  in 'it: — In  all  35 
were  added  to  It;  vi?  eleven  who  complained 
of  fever,  one  of  dyfentery,  two  of  fcurvy, 
one  of  rheumatifm,  one  of  hsemoptoc,  two 
of  fore  throatj  two  of  cough,  one  of  ne- 
phritis, four  froft-bit,  one  of  fcald,  three  of 
contufion,  one  of  wound,  one  of  inflamma- 
tion, one  of  abfcefs,  one  of  furuncle,  and  two  • 
of  ulcer. 

. I fuppofe  it  will  hardly  be  doubted  but  that 
the  badnefs  of  the  weather  was  the  caufe  of 
the  fever  prevailing  again. — The  furgeon  of 
the  Eagle  informed  me,  that  the  yellow  fever 

appeared 
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appeared  with  violence  on  board  of  the  fleet  laft 
fuaimer,  between  New- York  and  Chefapeak.

The  I'fl:,  the  wind  was  S W,  2d,  y"  S W / 
WN  W,  3d,  Northerly  with  calms  ; 4th,  NW 
with  frefh  breezes  ; until  the  2 ill,  it  blew 
variably  and  feldoin  ftrong;  21ft  and  22d, 
calms,  and  airs  from  N N W ; then  it  was  va^ 
riable,  and  rather  moderate  until  the  29th, 
w’hen  a mod  violent  gale  of  wind  came  on 
at  E S E,  veered  round  gradually  to  the  N W 
blowing  flrong  gales  the  30th  and  31ft*  the 
froft,  with  fnow  every  day  except  the  6th  and 
Sth,  continued  till  the  9th  ; loth,  iith,  12th, 
13th,  and  17th,  light  fhowers ; i6th,  31ft, 
fnow  ; 2ift,  22(1,  and  23d,  frofl ; 28th,  29th, 
hail  ; 30th,  fliowefs.  We  had  the  atmofpherc 
more  clear  than  lifual,  but  it  was  frequently 
hazy  and  cloudy.  Full  moon  the  12th,  new 
moon  28th.  The  mean  height  of  the  ther-. 
mometer  was  between  33  and  34, 

On  the  I ft,  the  Haerlem  came  into  Cape 
Cod  Bay,  with  2 1 fail  of  tranfports  ; the 
lieutenant  who  corhmanded  her,  as  alfo  his 
clerk,  two  midfliipman,  and  a number  of  the 
people,  were  ill  of  fever.  One  of  her  men 

Part  I.  died, 
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died,  and  moft  of  them  recovered  with  dif- 
ficulty. Our  fecond  lieutenant  caught  the 
infedtion  by  being  on  board  of  her  on  duty. 
She  was  -cleared,  and  fent  as  a flag  of  truce 
to  Bolton: — our  firfl;  lieutenant  and  my  firfl: 
mate  went  in  her.  Several  men  were  taken 
ill,  but,  by  following  the  method  ufed  in  our 
fhip,  they  foon  recovered. — 17th,  the  Cen- 
turion joined  us  with  orders  from  Lord  Howe, 
and  on  the  1 9th  the  Orpheus  joined  us  from, 
a cruife  ; they  had  the  fmall-pox  on  board, 
and  feveral  pafletigers  from  Rbode-Ifland.  25th 
we  failed,  and  arrived  the  29th,  with  the 
Cerberus  and  moft  of  the  tranfports,  at  New- 
• Port.  Captain  Griffith  commanded. 

The  fick  lift  varied  from  the  beginning  un-* 
til  the  29th,  when  it  decreafed  until  the  end^ 
though  very  little. — Six  complained  of  fever, 
one  of  dyfentery,  two  of  rheumatifm,  fix  of 
ophthalmia,  one  of  nephritis,  one  of  itch,  one 
froft-bit,  two  of  conttifion,  one  of  inflamma- 
tion, and  three  of  furuncle:— in  all  24, 

The  patients  fewer  than  in  the  preceding 
month  ; but  our  men  had  neither  been  fa- 
tigued nor  got  wet,  excepting  the  waterers 
fometimes , and  they  had  an  opportunity  to 
purchafe  plenty  of  frefh  fifh  and  potatoes. .

The'  wind  varied  frequentl}^  until  the  i oth, 
and  blew  a ftrong  gale  the  3d  ; from  the  loth 
till  the  15th,  it  was  Southerly,  light  airs  and 
frefli  breezes,  and  then  chiefly  Weflerly  until 
the  26th  ; 19th,  22d,  26th,  2yth,  Southerly; 

'23d  and  30th,  gales  ; 28th,  variable,  and 
N NE  afterwards  ; 3d,  t I with  fhowers  ; 4th, 
and  20th,  fnow ; 5th,  15th,  22d,  and  30th, 
fliowers ; 9th,  froft  and  fnow ; 1 6th  and 
lyth,  light  fhowers.  The' atmofphere  w^as 
feldom  clear,  but  generally  cloudy  or  hazy. — ■ 
Full  moon  the  iith,  changed  the  26th.  Mean 
height  of  the  thermometer  about  53. 

The  Venus  was  at  Rhode-Ifland,  and  very 
fickly.  The  fargeon  told  me  they  had  loft 
about  fifty  men  of  fever,  which  ftill  continued 
to  rage  on  board. — I think  he  faid  they  became 
fickly  from  being  crowded  with  prifoners,  and 
cruifing  with'  them  oii  board  in  bad  weather. 
They  were  fo  fickly,  that  they ‘were  obliged 
to  come  in  before  their  cruife  was  out. — Their 
full  complement  was  240  men.  In  what 
manner  he  treated  them,  I did  not  afk  him- 
felf,  but  I am  informed  by  a fargeon,  an  in- 
timate friend  of  his,  who  * Avas  on  'the  fpot, 
that  he  followed  the  antimonial  method.

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The  Haerlem  came  in  ; her  people  are  re- 
covering very  flowly — 9th  we  iliiled  and  an- 
chored in  the  Naragancette  paffage,  and  re- 
lieved the  Somerfet,  which  ftill  continued 
fickly.  I am  told  they  buried  ninety  men  of 
the  fever  fince  they  left  England,  feventy  of 
whom  were  of  their  beft  feamen. 

On  the  2d  I fent  a contufed  patient  to  Tick 
quarters.  A man  who  entered  from  a tranf- 
port  at  Cape  Cod,  complained  in  the  after- 
noon of  the  3d  of  fever  : — of  which  he,  with 
two  more  of  her  people,  had  been  lately  ill. 
I faw  feveral  Inftances  of  tranfports  becoming 

I fickly  from  having  fick  foldiers  on  board. 

Several  of  our  men  were  feized  with  fever 
hj  their  having  been  on  board  the  Somerfet 
on  the  9tli.  One  in  particular  told  me,  that 
while  he  was  on  board  of  her,  one  of  her 
j people  (who  came  very  near  him)  fraelled 
i very  difagreeably  to  him. 

The  fick  lift  varied  often,  but  it  rather  iii- 
1 creafed  until  the  14th, —then  it  altered  very 
j little  until  the  23d,  when  it  began  to  increafe 
. for  four  days,  and  after  that  to  decreafe.  In 
1 all,  25  patients  complained  ; viz,  eleven  of 
■,  fever,  one  of  dyfentery,  one  of  fcurvy,  one 
I of  fore  throat,  one  of  worms,  four  of  con- 

tufion, 
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tufion,  one  of  wound,  three  of  Inflamma- 
tion, one  of  abfcefs,  and  one  of  furuncle. 

When  our  fick  men  had  kave  to  go  on 
fliore,  to  walk,  they  were  forbid  to  go  near 
the  Somerfet’s  old  hofpital ; they  bought  milk* 
— I began  on  the  9th  to  dig  a garden. 

On  the  30th  a rebel  frigate  outward  bound 
paflbd  and  fired  at  us,  without  hurting  any 
body.

Moderate  Southerly  and  variable  winds 
chiefly  prevailed,  but  when  it  veered  round  to 
the  Northward,  there  was  a frelh  breeze  : — » 
the  Southerly  winds  were  the  fea  breezes. 
The  I ft  and  2d,  NIy,  with  fhowers ; 4th, 
20th,  1 6th,  17th,  2 2d,  and  31ft,  light  fliowers; 
8th,  14th,  fliowers;  iith,  12th,  13th,  i8th, 
19th,  28th,  29th,  30th,  dews;  15th,  dews 
with  light  fliowers;  24th,  dews  with  /;  27th, 
hard  fliowers.  The  atmofphere  was  more 
frequently  hazy  or  cloudy  than  clear, — 14th 
and  15th  were  foggy.  The  moon  was  full 
the  I ith,  and  changed  the  26th.  Mean  height 
of  the  thermometer,  about  61. 

The  lick  lift  varied  veiy  little  all  the  month, 
but  rather  increafed  towards  the  end ; but 
fewer  w^ere  added  to  it  than  in  any  other

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mouth.  The  patients  who  complained  were, 
eight  of  fever,  one  of  head-ache,  two  of 
rheumatifm,  th’-ee  of  contufion,  and  one  of 
furuncle: — inti  15  only.  Our  people  had 
leave  to  walk  on  Cannanicut,  to  gather  greens; 
about  the  20th  they  began  fifhing  with  lines ; 
they  alfo  bought  potatoes. 

The  Lark  had  three  killed  and  eight  wound- 
ed by  the  rebel  frigate  on  the  30th  ult. — On 
the  4th,  lick  quarters  were  broken  up  at  New- 
port, and  all  the  fick  men  were  carried  to 
Capt.  Brenton’s  houfe  on  the  Neck,  w'hich  is 
converted  into  an  hofpital.

The 
atmofphere  was  generally  hazy,  fometimes 
cloudy,  and  at  others  clear ; the  3d  and  6th 
were  foggy.  The  moon  was  full  the  9th,  and 
changed  the  24th.  The  mean  height  of  the 
thermometer  was  about  70  : — towards  the 
end  of  the  month,  the  weather  became  very 
hot,  and  the  ground  was  burnt  up. 

The  fick  lift  varied  but  little  all  the  month; 
indeed  it  did  not  vary  iefs  in  any  one  preced- 
ing.— Thofe  who  complained  were,  fix  of  fe- 
ver, one  of  head-ache,  one  of  dyfentery,  one 
of  fcurvy,  two  of  rheumatifm,  one  of  hsemop- 
toe,  one  of  fore  throat,  two  of  contufion,  two 
of  fradlure,  one  of  wound,  two  of  inflam- 
mation, two  of  abfcefs,  two  of  furuncle,  and 
two  of  ulcer  : — 26  in  all.  Nothing  particular

reft  of  the  month  it  was  moftly  Sly,  but

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fometitnes  It  was  late  before  the  fea-breeze  fet 
in.  The  ift,  2d,  3d,  8th,  9th,  and  12th, 
tl\  2d,  3d,  4th,  9th,  loth,  iith,  14th, 
20th,  2 2d,  23d,  28th,  and  29th,  light  fliowers  : 
— -the  fqualls  always  came  from  the  NW. 
Dews  in  the  night.  The  atmofphere  was  not 
often  clear,  but  generally  hazy  or  cloudy. 
The  loth,  '27th,  and  31ft,  we  had  fogs. 
Full  liioon  the  9th, — changed  23d.  Mean 
height  of  the  thermometer  was  about  74. 
The  weather  was  frequently  very  hot. 

On  the  29th,  the  French  fleet  appeared  off 
the  harbour’s  mouth,  confifting^of  twelve  fail 
of  the  line  and  three  frigates.  All  our  frigates 
! Immediately  got  under  wav,  and  went  clofe 
in  to  different  parts  of  Rhode-Ifland. — 30th, 
two  of  the  enemy’s  fliips  went  up  the  Narra- 
gancette,  and  two  up  the  Seconnette.  P M 
the  King’s  Fifher,  Alarm,  and  Spitfire  galleys 
were  burnt  in  the  Seconnette,  to  prevent  their 
falling  into  the  enemy’s  hands.  As  foon  as 
we  got  into  Coddington-Cove  lafl;  night,  the 
people  were  employed  about  getting  the  guns 
' on  Ihore,  with  ammunition,  provifions,  and 
ftores. — 3 1 ft,  our  people  were  .employed  as 
I before.  Tents  were  ered;ed  afliore. 

L 2 The 
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The  fick  lift  rather  Increafed  till  the  12th, 
and  after  that  varied  and  decreafed.  The  pa^ 
dents  who  complained  were,  fix  of  fever,  two 
of  head-ache,  one  of  dyfentcry,  one  of  rheu- 
matifm,  one  of  cough,'  one  of  epilepfy,  one 
of  fcald,  two  of  contufion,  five  of  wound, 
four  of  abfcefs,  five  of  furuncle,  five  ftung 
by  infedts,  and  one  of  ulcer: — 35  in  all. 
One  of  the  head-ache  patients,  who  is  ill  of 
fever,  was  a prifoner  while  he  was  feized 
with  it. 

None  but  a guard  flept  on  board  after  the 
2Qth. — It  is  fomewhat  remarkable,  that  dur- 
ing filch  uncommon  duty  as  was  performed  by 
our  people  the  three  laft  days  of  the  month, 
and  with  fo  much  unavoidable  hurry  as  at- 
tended it,  no  accidents  happened  among 
them.  Several  of  them  were  bit  in  the  tents 
by  infeds. — N othingparticular  occurred  among 
the  patients.  On  the  laft  day  of  the  month 
we  had  only  lame  people  in  the  fick  lift. 
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The  Journal  ends  here  very  properly. 
However,  I cannot  -help  making  mention  of 
a marine,  who  complained  the  firft  of  Au- 
guft : — After  having  been  very  drunk  (pro- 
bably with  bad  fpirits)  and  lying  in  the  fun 
the  preceding  day,  he  was  felzed  in  the  night 
with  various  fymptoms,  and  in  the  forenoon 
his  head  ached,  he  was  griped,  very  thirfty, 
and  complained  of  weaknefs.  I gave  him 
I an  emetic,  and  ordered  him  an  ounce  of  falts; 
but  as  they  gave  him  no  ftool,  and  he  com- 
plained much  of  his  bowels  and  limbs  paining 
him,  towards  evening  I ordered  him  a clyfter, 
which  procured  two  ftools,  with  a difcharge 
of  much  wind,  and  relieved  him  greatly,  he 
faid  however,  he  died  in  the  night.  I know 
not  what  was  the^caufe  of  his  death,  whether 
it  was  owing  to  the  liquor  he  drank,  or  to  a 
coup-de-foleil,  or  what  ; I do  not  think  It 
was  fimply  fever.  He  expired  In  a fhorter 
time  than  the  man  who  died  on  the  i/th  of  ^ 
January,  1777,  New-York,  whom  I fuf- 
pe^led  of  having  drank  fome  bad  new  fpirit. 

L 3 Although 
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Although  the  infedlion  received  a very  evi- 
dent check  on  the  i8th  of  March, 'by  ouc 
firing  fo  much,  and  feemed  to  be  wholly  fub- 
dued  in  the  month  of  November  following; 
yet  we  find  it  ftlll  continued  on  board,  though 
dormant,  and  only  required  fome  particular 
circumftancc  to  roufe  it  Into  adtion,  which 
happened  in  the  beginning  of  December, 
by  a feries  of  bad  weather.  Perhaps  infeded 
clothes  had  been  ftolen  from  fome  of  the 
men  wlio  died,  and  concealed  until  thofe  in 
whole  pofieffion  they  were,  ufed  them  to 
ihift  their  own,  now  rendered  uncomfortably 
wet.  From  my  knowledge  of  feamen  and 
marines,  I think  this  is  more  than  probable, 
although  I cannot  demonftrate  it  as  a fad. 
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CHAP.  V. 


Sect.  I. 

EXORDIUM. 


IN  the  following  defcription,  the  fever  is  div 
urnally  defcribed,  and  the  fymptoms  are 
arranged  as  they  daily  appeared  ; but  it  is  not 
to  be  underftoodj  becaufe  fome  of  them  arc 
repeated  for  many  days  fucceffively,  that  they 
have  been  confined  all  along  to  thofe  in  whom 
they  firft  appeared  : — on  the  contrary,  they 
are  to  be  confidered  as  now  making  their  firft 
appearance  in  other  cafes.  It  is  ayb  to  be 
under  flood,  that  fome  were  feized  with  more^ 
and  others  with  fewer  fymptoms,  and  that 
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they  were  combined  very  differently  with  re- 
fpe£l  to  the  order  in  which,  for  method’s  fake, 
they  are  here  arranged.  To  avoid  repetitions, 
thefe  fymptoms  are  only  generally  mentioned 
which  were  moft  urgent ; but  when  the  fever 
is  on  its  decline,  about  the  31ft  day,  and  few 
are  then  ill,  the  moft  remarkable  appearances 
are  daily  repeated. 

Though  the  fymptoms  which  we  have 
termed  diagnoftic,  generally  introduce  the 
fever,  it  was,  at  its  firft  appearance,  attended 
^ with  many  others.  ’Tis  highly  neceffary,  I 
tliink,  that  young  praditioners  fhould  not 
only  be  apprifed  of  this,  but  that  they  fhould^ 
be  made  acquainted  with  all  the  various  ap- 
pearances which  the  fever  puts  on,  from  its 
commencement  to  its  termination,  in  a num- 
ber of  patients  living  as  nearly  as  poffible  in 
the  fame  manner ; — and  this  is  the  reafon  I 
have  taken  the  trouble,  to  deferibe  it  fo  mi- 
nutely. The  more  we  confider  fuch  variety 
of  fymptoms  occurring  In  the  fame  difeafe, 

, among  perfons  living  under  the  fame  regimen, 
the  more  we  mult  be  convinced  that  they  are 
regulated  more  by  the  conftitution  of  the  pa- 
tient, than  by  all  other  circumftances.

The  Ship  Fever  defcrihed,  diurnally. 


The  diagnoftic  fymptoms,  or  thofe 
which  generally  introduce  fliip  fever» 
are  rigours  or  chillinefs,  or  alternate  chills  and 
heats;  ficknefs  at  ftomach,  head-ache,  uni- 
verfal  pains  (or,  as  the  fick  exprefs  it,  pains  all 
over  them,  or  pains  in  all  their  bones),  but 
efpecially  in  the  loins  or  back,  and  a morbid 
appearance  in  the  countenance,  with  lefs  or 
more  debility. 

But  fome  informed  me,  that  before  the  flii- 
vering  and  other  fymptoms  were  perceived, 
they  had  oeen  ailing,  or  arot  well,  as  they 
faid,  for  feveral  days, — a v,  eek  or  a fortnight, 
— three  weeks — and  even  a month  : — fo  long 
did  fome  droop.  T'he  duration  and  violence 
of  the  rigours,  chillinefs,  or  alternate  chills 
and  heats  which  introduced  the  fever,  varied 
greatly ; and  thefe  again  were  either  fucceeded 
by  the  following  fymptoms,  or  accompanied 
with  many  of  them ; and  they  were  very  ir- 
regular  in  different  perfons,  both  as  to  their 
violence  and  duration.

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General  debility,  univerfal  forenefs,  or,  in 
their  own  words,  weaknefs  In  all  their  limbs, 
and  forenefs  all  over  ; great  depreffion,  ap- 
prehenfion,  defpondency,  laffitude,  faintnefs, 
extreme  coldnefs,  fyncope,  and  epllepfy  ; a 
bitter  tafle  in  the  mouth,  oppreffioii  about  the 
pr^cordla,  naufea,  retching,  porraceous  or 
bilious  vomiting,  a flight  cholera  morbus, 
belly-ache,  dyfenteric  fymptoms,  diarrhsea 
with  fuppreffion  of  urine,  or  the  oppofite  ex- 
treme of  coftiveiiefs  ; the  head  either  much 
confufed,  or  difturbed  with  pain  in  the  tem- 
ples, or  in  the  back  part,  or  in  the  forehead ; 
giddinefs,  or  deafnefs ; hismorrhage  at  the 
ncfe,  tooth-ache,  fore  throat,  and  relaxed 
uvula ; fenfation  of  fvvelling  about  the  prse- 
cordla,  and  of  the  abdomen  after  chillinefs  ; 
pains  af  the  prsecordia  previous  to  vomiting, 
uneafmcfs  in  the  thorax,  very  acute  pains  of 
either  fide,''’*'  refembling  pleurify,  urgent  cough, 
and  difTicuk  refpiratlon ; pain  of  the  fide, 
{hooting  down  into  the  groin  or  thigh,  pain 
in  both  ilia,  that  defcended  to  the  feet,  pain 

* Violent  local  pains  fufpend  the  patient’s  attention 
to,  or  his  fenfation  of,  {lighter  fymptoms — of  which 
they  again  complain  as  foon  as  the  violent  pain  is  re- 
lieved.

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reaching  from  the  crown  of  the  head  to  the 
foie  of  the  foot  of  one  fide ; pain  of  the  right 
fhoulder,  pain  of  the  hams.  Some,  at  the 
very  beginning,  had  great  heat,  and  much 
perfpiration,  without  any  previous  Ihivering'f' 
or  coldnefs  ; and  in  fome  furuncles  appeared-^^ 

Various  degrees  of  heat  and  thirllfucceeded 
the  rigours  and  chillinefs  in  different  perfons. 
In  fome,  the  heat  was  burning,  and  the  third: 
infatiable ; and  in  others  both  were  moderate, 
though  greater  than  in  health.  The  pulfe  va- 
ried no  lefs  ; and  as  all  tbofe  variations  were 
perceptible  throughout  the  fever,  they  will  be 
leldom  repeated.  ' 

Such  were  the  fymptoms  which  .at  firft 
ulhered  in  the  fever. 


Firft  Day.— Of  thofe'  who  were  feized  in 
the  forenoon  or  afternoon,  and  complained 
• immediately,  numbers  had  remiftions,  and 
were  much  relieved  within  the  firft  twenty- 
four  hours  by  a vomit,  which  was  inftantly 
given  ; and  by  a free  perfpiration  procured  in

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the  night,  by  fudorifics  and  diluting  drinks  ; 
and  fo:ne  eve  a recovered  by  thefe  means — 
but  few'  had  remillions  without  fuch  affift- 
ance. 

2. — Many  palTed  a reftlefs  night  from  hav- 
ing no  remiffion  ; fome  had  a remillion, 
which,  as  well  as  the  exacerbations  and  pa- 
roxyfms  throughout  the  courfe  of  the  difeafe, 
were  very  irregular  with  refpedl  to  the  period 
at  which  they  appeared,  and  their  duration. 
Many  had  remillions  of  particular  fymptoms, 
while  the  reft  continued  as  violent  as  ever  ; 

and  thefe  reiniftions,  whether  more  or  lefs 

\ 

diftindl,  were  generally  efFe£ted  by  perfpira- 
tion,  and  in  fome  cafes  by  ftools,*  very  fel- 
dom  by  vomiting. But  profufe  evacuations, 
either  by  fweat  or  ftool,  were  fo  far  from 
procuring  remiflions,  that  they  generally 
Teemed  to  inereafe  the  fymptoms.  Some  were 
yet  chilly — others  had  alternate  chills  and 
heats,  and  fome  had  fenfation  of  cold  in  the 
back  only.  The  moft  general  and  the  moft 
urgent  fymptoms  were  head-ache,  lumbago,

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and  univerfal  pain.  The  head  was  now  af- 
fected in  a more  violent  degree  with  heavi- 
nefs,  lightnefs  and  giddinefs  from  looking  at 
any  objeCt,  together  with  a burning  heat  and 
profufe  fweats  in  the  fore-head  ; pain  of  the 
left  eye,  or  of  both  eyesj  though  neither  were 
inflamed ; pain  over  the  eyes,  efpecially  In 
(looping  down ; fliooting  pains  in  the  eyes, 
and  an  unufual  motion  in  them  ; inflamma-^ 
tion  of  the  eyes,  with  an  eruption  in  the  face, 
which  in  others  was  turgid,  and  the  eyes  wa- 
tery. The  head  appeared  fwelled  ; pain  in 
both  ears,  and  a difcharge  from  the  left  with 
pain;  deafnefs,  pain  of  the  one  fide  of  the 
neck  and  flioulder ; — fore  throat,  hoarfenefs, 
and  difficulty  of  fwallowing  were  greatly  in- 
creafed  by  either  teafing  or  violent  cough  ; as 
in  like  manner  were  the  giddinefs,  and  the 
pain  in  the  thorax,  the  abdomen,  and  the  ex- 
tremities. The  right  fide  was  mofl  frequently 
affeCled.  The  flomach  and  bowels  were  as 
much  diflurbed  with  pain,  naufea,  retching, 
"vomiting,  coftivenefs,  or  purging,  as  before. 
Cramps  and  fpafms  of  the  limbs,  and  pains  of 
nthe  heels,  were  complained  of. — There  was 
11  now  univerfal  uneafmefs,  befides  forenefs; 
'jproftration  of  ftrength  and  fpirits,  and  faint- 
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nefs,  while  fome  thought  themfelves  neither 
well  nor  ill*  A number  were  troubled  with 
gr&t  anxiety,  much  uneafmefs  and  pain  at 
the  heart  (as  they  laid,  pointing  to  the  prse- 
cordia^  ; bitter  taile  of  the  mouth,  porraceoiis 
'vomiting  and  purging,  haemorrhage  from 
the  left  noftril,  expedl oration  of  fetid  pus, 
ha^moptoe,  delirium,  and  petechise,  were  fre- 
quent. 

The  countenance  appeared  greatly  flulhed, 
and  the  eyes  inflamed,  as  if  the  patient  had 
drank  ; or  it  was  pale  or  fallow,  and  greatly 
tdifeafed  : — it  appeared  wild,  while  the  patient 
thought  himfelf  well.  There  were  furuncles 
on  the  neck,  and  an  angry  eimption  on  the 
pained  fide  of  the  thorax ; the  tongue  was 
<'hopt  acrol's,  foul,  or  blackifh ; the  pulfe 
' ras  preternaturally  full  and  foft ; there  was 
• yellowifh,  vifcid,  jelly-like  difeharge  from 
liflered  parts. 

In  the  afternoon  there  were  many  flight  and 
iliort  remiffions,  but  more  exacerbations  ; and 
he  former  were  follo^vedby  violent  paroxyfms, 
preceded  in  feveral  cafes  with,  and  in  others 
without,  fhivering.  Relapfes  happened  from, 
or  were  hafter.cd  by,  irregularity  ; there  were 
“ Part  I.  inter- 
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Interrupted  profufe  fweats,  and  the  perfpi- 
ration,  third,  heat,  and  pulfe,  varied  much. 

3. — A few  were  fent  to  the  hofpital, — fome 
recovered,  others  were  now  arrived  at  a date 
of  recovery,  and  there  were  many  remiflions. 
But  numbers,  indead  of  being  relieved,  were 
greatly  debilitated  and  depreded  by  profufe 
Iweats  in  the  night.  Peripiration  kept  up 
twenty-four  hours  procured  no  remiffion  to 
fome ; in  others  a profufe  moidure  was  dif- 
fufed  all  over,  and  on  feeling  the  pulfe,  a 
difagreeable  fenfation  was  impreded  on  the 
fingers  ; and  this,  though  not  fo  drong,  was 
perceptible  in  all,  efpecially  during  perfpira- 
tion,  or  cold,  clammy,  and  uncomfortable 
fweats.  Many  paded  the  night  very  ill,  ei- 
ther from  there  being  no  remidion  of  the 
fymptoms,  or  from  exacerbations,  or  irregu- 
lar paroxyfms,  or  from  perfpiration  and  in- 
quietude.— The  rigours  held  fome  four  hours, 
and  were  followed  by  violent  paroxyfms. — 
A fenfation  of  great  cold,  while  the  ddn 
was  burning  hot,  and  a fenfation  of  chil- 
linefs  at  times,  were  troublefome.  But  the 
mod  didredin^^^ fymptoms  during  the  pa- 
roxyfms (befides'^all  the  complaints  already 
mentioned,  which  were  now  aggravated  by 
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more  or  lefs  cough,  rendering  refpiration  ,dif- 
ficult)  were,  pain  of  the  crown  of  the  head  ; 
fti*i6tures  about  the  thorax  ; (hooting,  wan- 
dering, or  flying  pains  ; pain  in  the  fcrobiculus 
cordis  (hooting  through  to  the  back,  or  darting 
irom  the  right  to  the  left  breaft;  pains  acrofs 
the  o(Ta  innominata,  of  the  right  buttock,  knees, 
and  wrifts;  a lofs  of  fpeech  in  the  night,  a dif- 
torted  face,  great  inquietude,  delirium,  and 
death  in  one  cafe.  Both  the  thorax  and  ab- 
domen were  diftrefied  as  before;  a bloody 
difcharge  from  the  left  ear,  the  haemorrhage 
from  the  nofe,  hscmoptoe,  various  expe£tora- 

I 

tions  of  vifcid,  ropy  fluff  occurred  in  fome 
cafes,  and  in  others  very  fetid  pus  was  dif- 
charged.  The  flools  were  flill  porraceous, 
and  bilious,  or  watery,  or  white  with  high- 
coloured  urine.  There  was  a copious  dif- 
charge of  urine,  and  fometimes  involuntarily* 
— Some  had  large  eruptions  on  different  parts 
of  the  body  ; raving,  and  petechise. 

Great  debility,  giddinefs,  heavinefs,  and 
lightnefs  of  the  head,  with  great  defpondeiicy 
and  faintnefs,  and  a bitter  tafte  in  the  mouth, 
were  very  diflreffing  during  the  indifllndf  re- 
miffion.  The  limbs  were  as  tired  and  fore, 
(to  ufe  their  phrafe)  as  if  they  had  come  off 
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along  journey;  and  fome  felt  that  peculiar 
fenfation  of  the  back  and  limbs,  commonly 
exprefied  by  being  adeep  ; an  inability  to  fliut 
the  hands,  was  complained  of ; internal  fore- 
nefs,  or,  in  their  words,  forencfs  in  the  inllde. 
The  countenance  was  ftill  fluihed,  or  lome- 
times  pale,  fallow,  wild,  and  greatly  dejected  ; 
the  palate  fore,  and  the  tongue  not  only  fo, 
but  red  and  foul  in  the  middle. 

4. — A few  recovered ; others  were  now 
become  convalefcents,  a few  Jiad  remiffions 
all  day,  and  fome  cold  fweats.  Profufe  per- 
fpiratlon  in  many,  as  heretofore,  procured 
no  remiffion  ; remiffions,  exacerbations,  and 
paroxyfms,  w^ere  as  irregular  as  ever,  and  the 
two  latter  were  more  generally  violent.  The 
paroxyfms  fevere  with  raving,  followed  by 
fweating  at  midnight,  and  exacerbations  in  tlie 
.morning.  And  there  was  alfo  remiffion  of 
pain  while  the  uneafmefs,  heat,  and  \hirft 
1 continued.  The  head-ache  was  relieved  by 
iftools.  The  mold  urgent  fymptoms  were 
1 frequent  ffiivering,  alternate  heats  and  chills, 
womiting;  the  paroxyfms  being  ftill  introduced 
Iby  fhivering,  and  exacerbations  by  languor, 
iand  heat  in  the  head.  In  violent  paroxyfms,  the 
teyes  were  prominent : thefe  paroxyfms  were 
'fometimes  preceded  by  cough,  and  pain  in 
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the  breaft  ; the  cough  In  many  cafes  was  dry’ 
and  urgent,  and  Increafed  the  belly-ache. 

The  pain  was  moll  vehement  in  parts- 
which  had  been  formerly  hurt,  particularly 
about  the  clavicles ; and  palpitation  at  the 
hcart^  occurred.  The  head,  eyes,  ears,  coun- 
tenance, throat,  thorax,  and  abdomen  were- 
Hill  affedled  as  at  firll ; and  in  fome  cafes- 
without  any  remiflion  ; the  cough  was  fome- 
times  attended  with  difficult  refpiration  and- 
tremours.  The  pains  were  as  various  and 
numerous  as  before,  accompanied  with  tin- 
nitus auriuin.  The  various  difcharges  and’ 
evacuations,  with  > expc£loration  of  browm 
thick  fluff,  continued,  and  the  diarrhoea  witlr 
faintnefs— worms  were  voided  by  llooL  Some 
had  cold  fweats  in  the  night,  an  interrupted 
refpiration,  and  a fenfation  of  creeping  and 
wafting  of  the  flefh.  The  hazinorrhage  from 
the  nofe  increafed  the  giddinefs  ; an  abfeefs 
which  began  to  form  on  the  neck,  before  the 
fever  commenced,  fuppurated  kindly,  and 
after  being  laid  open  difeharged  good  matter 
freely.  The  urine  fmelled  very  ftrong,  and 
the  patients  were  not  refrefned  nor  relieved 

Part  I.  by 
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by  fleep.  A green  matter  was  difcliarged  from 
bliftered  parts,  raving  was  common,  and  many- 
bad  petechicE.  To  the  fame  lymptoms  whicU 
prevailed  during  theremiffions  on  the  preced- 
ing days,  were  added  ten  momentary  par- 
tial fweats,  depreffion,  breathing  through  the 
nofe,  lofs  of  tafte,  univerfal  debility  and  fore- 
nefs ; and  the  head-ache  and  cough  were  in- 
creafed  by  getting  out  of  bed,  and  fitting  up. 

There  was  no  alteration  for  the  better  in  the 
countenance,  and  the  tongue  in  fomc  was  very 
foul  and  much  enlarged. 

5. — Some  recovered,  numbers  began  to  re- 
cover, others  had  remiffions,  and  many  had 
none.  Violent  exacerbations  and  paroxyfms 
were  more  frequent.  Remiffions  were  ftill 
introduced  by  perfpiration  or  ftools ; many 
paffed  the  night  ill  from  rigours,  head-ache, 
various  pains,  urgent  cough,  fweating,  in- 
quietude and  wandering  ; ffiivering  for  two 
hours,  or  chillinefs,  or  alternate  heats  and 
chills  introduced  the  paroxyfms,  which  were 
attended  with  all  the  variety  and  feverity  of 
pain,  cough,  and  laborious  refpiration  hitherto 
jj.  mentioned,  and  likewife  with  retching,  belly- 
liache,  conftipations  in  fome,  and  in  others 
I (diarrhoea  ; befides  inflammation  of  the  throat, 

I and  pain  of  the  neck,  there  w^as  pain  of  the

right  Tide- of  the  head,  eyes  and  neck,  wliicli 
ihot  through  to  the  left  temple,  on  turning 
the  head  round ; violent  pains  of  the  left  ear 
and  fide  of  the  head,  dimnefs  of  fight  at  times, 
nervous  pains,  to  which  the  patient  was  fub- 
je£b,  and  tremors.  Some  were  chilly  at  times, 
others  were  fo  all  day. — Difagreeable  refpira- 
tion,  lofs  of  fpeech,  muttering  and  finging 
inarticulately,  a ghaftly  countenance,  and 
death  in  one  cafe. — Some  lay  contracted  on 
one  fide  : — the  evacuations  were  little  altered  ; 
either  colliquative  fweats,  a reeking  moifture, 
or  partial  profufe  fweats  continued: — blood 
and  pus,  or  pus  alone,  were  fpit  up  ; the  hae- 
morrhage at  the  ncfc,  bilious  vomitings,  por- 
raceous  and  watery  ftools  continued  ; , and 
fome  voided  ftools  mixed  with  blood  and  mat- 
teer ; the  angry  eruptions  about  the  mouth 
extended  up  to  tlie  nole  ; an  itch-like  eruption 
fpread  over  the  body ; petechite  were  very 
numerous ; the  expectoration  of  blood  and 
pus,  and  of  pure  pus,  continued  likewife,  and 
the  gelatinous  difeharge  from  blifters. 

All  the  diftreffing  fymptoins  before  taken 
notice  of  during  the  imperfeCt  remlftions  ftill 
prevailed,  together  with  anxiety  and  reft- 
lefsnefs. 

The  countenance  and  tongue  had  as  various 
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appearances  as  formerly,  and  the  teeth  began 
to  be  covered  with  fordes. 

5^ — A reftlefs,  unquiet  night ; .there  was 
continual  chillinefs,  vomiting,  and  purging, 
in  fome  cafes,  and  in  others  fneezing  preceded 
the  paroxyfms,  which  were  in  fome  cafes 
brought  on  by  being  wet ; and  were  ftili  ac- 
companied with  pains  and  other  complaints 
of  the  head,  eyes,  ears,  throat,  abdomen, 
loins,  and  extremities ; a very  urgent  cough, 
which  cccafioned  ficknefs  at  the  ftomach  ; 
the  head  and  abdomen  were  more  difturbed 
than  ever,  but  many  thought  themfelves 
better  at  times.  Some  complained  of  the 
belly-ache,  accompanied  with  fwelling  and 
tenfion  of  the  abdomen,  pain  all  down  the 
fpine,  pain  of  the  ankles  after  prpfufe  fweat- 
ing,  a fenfatlon  of  hollownefs  in  the  breaft, 
and  a fighing  kind  of  refpiration  ; tremors, 
fpafms,  delirium,  petechias,  and  perfed:  mania. 

The  evacuations  by  the  fkin,  vomiting, 
ftool,  and  expedbration,  and  the  eruptions, 
with  the  appearances  of  the  countenance,  and 
of  the  tongue,  were  as  various  as  ever;  be- 
fides,  the  countenance  was  now  footy  in  fome 
cafes,  and  th®  lips  were  very  foul;  the  toqgue 
yvYas  rough,  llimy,  and  black  on  each  fide. 
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In  a cafe  with  vomica,  the  breath  was  very 
offenlive,  and  there  was  great  thirft  though 
the  fliin  was  quite  cool. 

Idle  fame  difagreeable  fymptoms  prevailed 
during  the  remiffion  as  before.  Some  were 
arriving  at  a ftate  of  recovery,  fome  advan- 
cing in  it,  and  a few  recovered. 

y. — A bad  night  from  heat,  thirft,  fweating, 
head-ache,  all  the  variety  of  pains,  dyfpnoea, 
and  cough,  hitherto  mentioned.  In  fome 
cafes  the  fymptoms  as  at  the  beginning  con- 
tinued : — the  head,  eyes,  throat,  ftomach, 
and  inteftines,  were  ftill  much  difordered ; 
heat  about  the  head,  pain  down  the  whole 
, fpine,  pain  about  the  os  pubis ; the  part  of 
the  fide  in  which  there  was  excruciating  pain, 
was  fwelled  and  tenfe.  Shivering  ftill  was 
frequent ; a worm  was  voided  by  the  nofe  ; 
relapfes  with  head-ache,  the  alse  of  the  nofe 
were  diftended;  fome  drank  often  and  greedily, 
looked  frequently  at  their  fingers,  were  agi- 
tated with  ftarting  and  tremors,  continual  wan- 
dering, raving,  eiTufion  of  tears,  involuntary 
difeharge  of  the  feces,  and  mania,  and  thefe 
fymptoms  terminated  in  death.  Expedtora- 
tion  had  the  lame  appearances  as  ufual,  and 
was  not  general.  There  were  numerous 
Part  I.  eruptions 
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eruptions  of  various  kinds  ; lome  like  the 
flinging  of  liettles,  but  the  Itch-like  eruptions 
were  the  moft  general,  and  the  moft  trouble- 
fome  ; petechias  were  obferved — ^the  tongue 
had  various  appearances,  and  trembled  on 
putting  it  out,  and  the  countenance  was  much 
dlfeafed. 

The  remiffions  were  attended  with  the 
fame  train  of  fymptoms  as  uiual — fome  re- 
covered, and  numbers  were  recovering. 

8. — The  fick  refted  ill  from  fhivering,  head- 
ache, whimfical  dreams,  raving,  ftarting, 
working  with  the  hands,  oppreffion  and  fore- 
nefs  at  the  prsecordia,  and  a fliort,  laborious 
refpiration,  while  the  patient  thought  himfelf 
well.  Rigours  of  four  hours  continuance  in- 
troduced paroxyfms,  during  which  moft  of 
the  violent  fymptoms  already  mentioned  ftill 
harafled  the  patients.  In  fome  cafes,  there 
was  no  remiflion  for  twenty-four  hours.  Nei- 
ther the  head,  thorax,  nor  abdomen  were  re- 
lieved. Univerfil  pain,  uneafmefs,  anxiety, 
and  inquietude  were  frequent. — One  became 
fcorbutic,  . The  bliftered  parts,  the  nofe  and 
tongue,  were  very  fore.  The  face  was 
fqualid,  the  nofe  contracted,  continual  raving 
was  not  uncommon,  and  fome  were  even  rna- 
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niacal ; fome  lay  on  their  backs  with  a ghaftly 
countenance  ; the  refpiration  was  very  labo- 
rious, with  a rattling  in  the  throat ; petechlse 
were  Hill  obferved^  coftivenefs  was  very  ob- 
ftinate,  white  frothy  ftools  with  much  flatus, 
were  voided  by  the  affi (lance  of  clyfters.  In 
foine  cafes  the  expefloratlon  was  free  and 
laudable — in  many  the  reverfe  was  obl'erved. 
Previous  to  the  cough  which  brought  on  the 
lircmoptoe,  there  was  a I'enfe  of  great  weight 
aliout  the  prsccordia  ; and  after  the  hsemoptoe

a fenfation  of  great  heat  reii'iained  in  the  fame 


parts.  Hasmorrhoides  and  a prolapfus  ani 
were  troublefome  to  a few  patients. 

The  countenances,  eruptions,  tongue,  thirfl, 
the  ftate  of  the  (kin  and  pulfe  varied  as  ufual, 
as  alfo  did  the  remiflions,  and  the  number  of 
thofe  who  recovered. 

The  patients  were  very  refllefs  in  the 
night,  and  troubled  with  dydiria ; their  deep 
was  not  refrefbing ; fliivering,  or  alternate 
chills  and  heats,  very  frequently  introduced 
the  paroxyfms  ; but  In  fome  cafes  they  were 
preceded  by  a (lilTnefs  of  the  neck,  or  an  ob- 
tufe  pain  of  the  head,  with  ficknefs  at,  and 
pain  of  the  (lomach,  and  bilious  vomiting,

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otliers  afflicted  with  giddinefs  in  the  head, 
which  was  alfo  very  much  difturbed  with 
pain,  as  were  the  thorax,  abdomen,  loins, 
and  extremities;  univerfal  pains  about  the 
joints,  urgent  cough,  coftivenefs,  and  diar- 
rhoea were  ftill  frequent ; prolapfus  ani,  and 
much  heat  about  the  anus.  Some  had  a 
dylentery,  and  great  debility,  dpecial'Iy  of  the 
loins;  the  voice  became  rough,  the  eyes  were 
very  much  afFeded,  and  fometimes  confiantly'

were  turbulent  and  unruly,  and  in  fome  were 
obferveu  lots  of  fpeech ; piilfe  hardly  percep- 
tible, and  a turning  up  and  rolling  of  the  eyes 
two  died.  Some  complained  of  numbnefs, 
or  w^ant  of  feeling  ; hedic  heats  were  diftrefl- 
ing,  very  oftenfive  pus  mixed  with  blood 
was  expedorated,  as  was  alfo,  in  fome  in- 

fiances,  an  exceeding  vifeid  brown  fiuff. 

1 The  eruption  about  the  mouth  and  nofe  flip-

lo. — Inquietude,  univerfal  iineafmefs,  deli- 
rium, and  fliivering  were  ftill  frequent.  The 
head,  thorax,  abdomen,  loins,  extremities, 
and  particularly  the  joints,  were  ftill  much 
and  varioufly  afflifled,  and  the  pains  in 
thofe  parts  exafperated  as  much  as  ever  by  the 
cough. — Great  hoarfenefs,  and  a difficulty  and 
pain  in  fpcaking,  arofe  from  an  enlarged  black 
tongue,  and  parched  fore  mouth  and  throat  : 
fome  lay  on  their  back,  with  the  mouth  open. 
Tremors  and  ftartings  were  diftreffing,  and 
pctechise  of  different  ftiapes  and  fizes,  with 
other  eruptions  of  various  kinds,  were  ftill  ; 
obfervable ; in  one,  they  fpread  at  the  bafe  i 
and  became  livid.  The  fallow  and  much  diff 
eafed  countenance  ftill  continued ; the  tongue  I 
and  teeth  were  very  foul  and  black,  expedto-  . 

ration  was  more  general;  the  worft  fpecies  of

which  was  very  yellow  and  very  fetid,  ’ 

Befides  the  train  of  fymptoms  already  men- 
tioned, which  accompanied  the  remiffions,  i 
there  was  a fenfation  as  if  cold  water  had  been 
poured  on  the  loins,  or  down  the  anterior 
purts  of  the  thighs.  The  convalefcents  ga- 
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tliered  ftrength  very  flowly;  but  feme  reco- 
vered. 

1 1.  — Many  pafled  the  night  very  ill,  from 
violent  paroxyfms  and  .exacerbations,  during 
which  the  body  was  afflicted  as  ufual : — rheu-  , 
matic  pains  were  very  common  ; fome  were 
delirious,  with  a pulfe  hardly  perceptible ; and 
fome  died.  Relapfes  introduced  by  chillinefs 
Vv' ere  frequent,  and  colliquative  fweats  withfick- 
nefs  at  ftomach  and  retching,  very  diftreffing. 
The  blood  was  in  a diflolved  (late  ; but  a few 
drops  of  blood  from  the  right  noftril,  greatly 
relieved  the  head  in  one  cafe.  Involuntary  ef- 
fufion  of  tears,  and  expeftoration  continued. 
Coftivenefs  was  very  troublefoine.  There 
was  little  alteration  on  the  countenance,  throat, 
tongue,  and  teeth  ; only  the  pellicle  began  to 
call  off  from  the  tongue.  The  eruptions  con- 
tinued. Some  convalefcents  were  coftive — 
others  had  a diarrhoea.  Moft  of  them  com- 
plained of  uneafinefs,  heavinefs  of  the  head,

Hard  lumps  were 
voided  by  the  aid  of  clyfters ; and  in  fome  , 
white  fpecks  were  obferved  on  the  bliftered  ‘ 
parts;  petcchiGe  ftill  appeared. 

Thofe  who  had  fhort  and  uncertain  remif^ 
fions  fdll  complained  of  thofe  fymptoms  al-  j 
ready  mentioned  ; as  did  the  convalefcents  ; 
and  of  them  it  is  remarkable,  that  thev  often 
denied  their  having  had  any  lleep,  though  they  ;

13. — Chillinef§  at  times;  relapfes,  with  :■ 
naufea,  and  bitter  tafte  in  the  mouth ; pa-  ' 
roxyfms,  and  exacerbations  of  all  the  various 
pains,  and  concomitant  fymptoms  already  ,]

Parti.  mentioned^,  | 
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mentioned,  were  yet  frequent,  with  what  th^. 
patients  called  aching  of  their  bones.  Cofliive- 
nefs>  dlarrhcea,  unlverfal  debility,  CipeciaiiV 
of  the  joints,  and  forenefs,  giddinefs,  pain 
of  the  right  ear,  and  depreflion,  were  preva-- 
lent.  Some  were  become  extremely  thin  ; 
and  numbers  were  haraifed  with  the  itching 
eruption.  Petechias  and  remiffions  were  ac- 
companied with  the  ulual  fymptoms.  Plic 
tongue  was  red  and  very  fore,  when  the  pel- 
licle call  oil. 

Many  of  the  coiivalefcents  were  feeble  and 
peevifh.

14. — Many  of  the  patients  had  rcftlefs 
nights  from  paroxyfms  of  head-achC)  and  fevere 
exacerbations  of  the  various  pains  and  cough  . 
but  the  rheumatic  pains,  hoarfenefs,  fore 
throat,  and  cough  were  moft  frequent  and 
violent  in  the  cold  winter  months''b  Relapfes, 
chilllnefs,  bitter  tafte  in  the  mouth,  ficknefs 
at  ftomach,  giddinefs,  heavinefs,  great  debi- 
lity, languor  and  depreffion  were  diftreflTing.

The  fever  continued  two  years  in  the  Ihip. 
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in  the  right  ear ; a free  expectoration  In  fome 
cafes  only  ; whenever  the  pellicle  caft  off  from 
the  tongue,  another  began  to  form  immedi- 
ately ; coftivenefs,  and  diarrhoea  continued  ; 
there  were  hill  petechlae  and  other  eruptions, 
and  a more  florid  appearance,  without  that 
itching  formerly  mentioned.  The  convale- 
fcents  complained  of  chillinefs.  Some  were 
ftill  infenfible  and  deliriousj  and  fome  ‘re- 
covered. 

15.— Many  paflTed  an  Indifferent  night  from 
languor  and  head-ache.  Numbers  were  not 
relieved,  but  very  faint  after  perfpiration  in 
the  night ; relapfe  with  fhivering,  chillinefs, 
ficknefs  at  ftomach,  violent  paroxyfms  or  ex- 
acerbations, with  delirium,  and  in  the  after- 
noon three  drops  of  blood  from  the  nofe  ; 
tremors  of  the  hand,  petechias,  pains  in  the 
toes,  but  efpecially  the  left;  univerfal  forenefs 
and  debility,  fore  throat  and  depreflTion.  The 
' eyes  were  inflamed  in  fome  cafes,  and  in  others 
fore  and  painful ; the  difcharge  from  the  ear 
was  lefs,  but  ftill  troublefome ; coftivenefs 
and  piles  were  obferved. 

The  tongue  was  foul  In  the  morning  after 
fleep,  and  thofe  who  had  rcmiflaons,  aS  well 
Part  I. 
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as  the  convalefcents,  were  fatigued  with  the 
tifual  fyinptoms. — Some  recovered, 

1 6. — There  was  debility  and  faintnefs  after 
profufe  fweats,  and  fenfation  of  coidnefs 
while  the  fkin  was  very  hot.  Irregular  pa<- 
roxyfms  and  exacerbations ; alternate  chills 
and  heats,  relapfes,  naufea,  head-ache,  gid- 
dinefs,  univerfal  pains,  efpecially  about  the 
praecordia,  and  about  the  loins,  knees,  and 
ankles:  incelTant  cough,  great  anxiety,  and 
ghaftly  countenance,  were  frequent  fymptoms; 
fome  fpoke  very  indiftindly,  groaned*  and  the 
tongue  was  black,  yet  they  thought  themfelves 
better.  Petechise,  diarrhoea,  coftivenefs,  ear- 
ache, and  the  itching  eruption,  remained ; 
the  tongue  was  much  difeafed,  and  the  teeth 
were  foul. 

The  fick  recovered  very  flewly,  but  fome 
entirely. 

I y. — Some  palled  the  night  ill  from  urgent 
cough,  various  pains,  and  from  heat  and 
inquietude;  defpondency  and  groundlefs  ap- 
prehenfions  difturbed  others ; the  remiflion 
of  the  cough,  pain  of  the  toes,  rclapfes, 
chillinefs,  or  flight  rigours,  were  fucceeded 
I by  head-ache,  ear-ache,  pain  about  the 
i breafts,  and  uneaflnefs  of  the  ftomach,  gid- 

dineis, 
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dinefs,  debility,  depreffion,  tremors  of  the 
band,  numbnefs  of  the  lower  extremities, 
coftivenefs,  a laudable  expectoration.  Thick 
urine  was-  voided  with  pain  ; in  fome  cafes 
the  difagreeable  lenfation  was  flill  impreffed 
on  the  lingers  in  feeling  the  pulfe  ; eruptions 
continued,  there  was  an  angry  furuncle  on 
the  right  cheek,  and  the  tongue  was  ftreaked 
black.  The  countenance,  thirh,  pulfe,  and 
ftate  of  the  iVin,  differed  greatly  amongft  the 
patients.  .-^4 

18. — The  fick  paffed  a reftlefs  night  from 
retelling,  belly-ache,  partial  fweats,  and  va- 
rious pains  already  mentioned ; the  fideSj 
knees,  and  toes  'were  moftiy  complained  of ; 
and  a dry,  teafing  cough.  Relapfes  with 
diarrlioea,  liead-ache,  and  various  pains. 
Coftivenefs  continued,  and  diarrhoea  com- 
menced. The  ear-ache,  and  a watery  difeharge 
from  the  ear,  was  rroublefome.  Some  had  a 
difigreeablc  reeking  clammy  perfpiration.  A 
black  blifter  on  the  tongue,  when  the  patient 
awoke  in  the  morning,  was  a common  fymp- 
tom  of  difeafe.

19.  — Shivering  or  chillinefs,  relapfes,  fick- 
nefs  at  ftomach,  head-ache^  fore  throat,  pain 
of  the  neck,  p^in  and  fwelling  of  the  left  an- 
kle, and  univerfal  pains,  were  all  increafed 
by  an  urgent  cough.  Languor,  dejedlion, 
and  coftivenefs  were  haralTing.  The  coun- 
tenance was  yet  difeafed : and  there  was  fome- 
thing  fingular  about  the  eyes  of  one  patient, 
as  if  he  had  been  afraid  when  he  was  fpoke  to. 
The  eruption  became  livid, ^ and  the  tongue 
had  ftill  various  appearances : as  one  black 
pellicle  fell  off,  another  formed  very  flowly 
on  the  tongue.  Some  recovered. 

20.  — Some  pafled  part  of  the  night  ill  from 
vomiting  and  purging.  .Relapfes;  bad  tafle 
of  the  mouth,  ficknefs  at  ftomach,  head-ache, 
fore  throat,  cougli,  giddinefs,  and  various 
pains,  particularly  of  the  lower  extremities; 
belly-ache,  coftivenefs,  debility,  and  wander- 
ing were  very  troublefome,  and  petecliise  were 
ftill  obfervable.  The  eyes  were  funk  in  the 
orbits,  and  the  tongue  was  fore,  chopt,  and

40. — The  night  pafled  ill  from  raving  and  i 
Inquietude  ; one  patient  was  greatly  emaci- 
ated, and  loufy.  One  convalefcent  was 
coflive. 

43. — The  coftivenefs  continued,  and  the 
itching  eruption  on  the  thighs. 

45. — Sent  the  coftive  patient  to  fick  quar- 
ters for  change  of  air  and  milk  diet. — The 
patient  with  eruptions  was  recovering,  and  ' 

fent  to  fick  quarters  the  48th  day  of  his  illnefs ; 
but  he  had  frequent  relapfes  during  that  time.

The  circufnftances  in  the  preceding  de- 
fcription,  which  mark  the  apparent  diCr 
ference  between  lliip  fever  and  the  fever  de- 

feribed  in  eur  Phyfical  Journal,  are  as  follow:

! 2.  The  great  length  of  time  to  which  it 

j ran  in  many  cafes. 

3.  The  relapfes  which  many  patients  fuf- 
fered  before  they  recovered. 

4.  The  frequent  relapfes  after  a perfect 
recovery,.  And 

5.  The  great  variety  of  eruptions  which 
accompanied  the  fhip  fever,  particularly  pe- 
techise. 

Could  the  firft  of  thofe  cireumftances  pro- 
i ceed  from  any  other  caufe  than  the  virulence 
1 of  the  infection  repeatedly  brought  on  board  ? 
J of  the  nature  of  which,  or  of  the  manner 
t of  its  operating  on  the-fyftem  to  produce 
I fuch  variety  of  fymptoms^  I am  entirely 

I ignorant— 
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ignorant — though  Its  progrefs  and  efFeds  arc 
very  evident. 

Does  no'  the  fecond  originate  from  the  pa- 
tient continuing,  while  in  a feeble  ftate,  to  live 
under  the  influence  of  the  virulent  infedion  ? 

And  do  not  the  third  and  fourth  proceed 
from  the  fame  caufe? 

Do  not  the  eruptions  depend  on  the  con- 
ftitution  of  the  patient?— even  petechias,  which 
frequently  appeared  with  the  other  eruptions, 
and  feem  to  be,  more  generally,  a concomitant 
of  fhip  fever,  when  It  is  treated  without  bark, 
as,  for  want  of  a proper  fupply  of  that  medi- 
cine, we  were  obliged  to  do, — and  as  others  do 
from  prejudice,  and  erroneous  opinions. 

Whether  in  thofe  queries  are  comprehended 
ti^e  caufes  of  the  circumftances  thus  marking 
the  difference  between  the  Ihip  and  remit- 
ting fever,  is  perhaps  of  little  moment ; it 
Is  fufficient  that  their  exiflence  indi'eatesa  vi- 
rulent infedion,  and  the  confequent  neceflity 
there  is  for  the  utmofl:  exertion  of  human 
Ikill  to  fubdue  it,  or  at  leafl:  to  render  it  as 
mild  as  the  nature  of  things  will  admit ; and 
it  is  one  confolation,  that,  differ  as  they  may 
in  appearance,  they  arc  to  be  cured  by  the  flunc 
means,  viz.  Bark. 
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Obs£R"7ations  on  Remedies. 


E I N G convinced  by  experience  that 
Peruvian  bark  alone  could  be  depended 
on  in  - the  cure  of  fever  In  hot  climates,  I 
could  not  conceive,  notwithftanding  the  many 
claffes  of  fever  mentioned  by  authors,  and 
the  various  methods  of  cure  they  recom- 
mend, that  the  fhip  fever  In  America,  when 
it  appeared  on  board  the  Juno,  differed  fo 
materially  from  the  fever  I had  formerly  fuc- 
cefsfully  managed  on  the  coaft  of  Africa,  and 
in  the  Weft-Indies, + as  to  render  my  treat- 
ment of  the  one  improper  for  the  other.  I 
therefore  refolved,  after  the  ufe  of  moderate 
evacuations,  to  place  my  dependence  on  the 

bark  ; 


f See  the  Phyfical  Journal,  kept  on  board  his  Majefty’s 
I fhip  Rainbow,  during  three  voyages  to  the  coaft  of  Africa 
\ and  the  Weft-Indies,  in  the  years  1772,  1773,  and  1774.

But  the  advocates  for  camphire,  antimony, 
blifters,  &c.  may  probably  deny  that  I wholly 
depended  on  bark,  feeing  I frequently  joined 
one  or  other  of  thofe  along  with  it.f  This 
argument  feeins  at  lirfl:  fight  to  have  weight ; 
but  will  avail  them  little  if  the  following  cir-^ 
Cumftances  are  duly  confidered. 

Firfl — Until  a very  fhort  time  before  the 
marine  died  on  the  13th  of  Odtober,  1 was- 
neither  aware  that  we  had  contracted  infec^ 
tion,  nor  that  the  patient  was  dangeroully  ill  ;* 
he  therefore  got  no  bark.  * . 

Second — Seeing  the  men  were  daily  feized- 
with  fever ; and  reflecting  that  many  of  the

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It  might  be  a long  and  dllEcult  talk  to  fubdue 
the  infedion,  I joined  the  other  medicines 
with  the  bark,  more  with  a view  to  make

more  elEcacious. — The  tartar  emetic  was  moft 
frequently  joined  with  it,  as  the  moft  conve- 
’ nient  evacuant ; becaufe  it  neither  added  to 
the  bulk  of  the  dofe,  nor  rendered  it  more 
naufeous.  That  evacuations,  fecretions,  and 
excretions  muft  be  duly  preferved,  whatever 
the  medicines  are  on  which  we  depend,  is 
indifputable. — But, 

I Third — Should  they  ftill  retain  their  opi- 

nion, I refer  them  to  the  cafes  and  the  tables 
which  Ihew  the  events  of  patients  differently 
treated.  Further,  if  they ' -exclude  bark,  I 
challenge  any  other  mode  of  pradice  what- 
ever, and  will  demonftrate  its  inferior  fuccels 
to  the  bark  method. 

Blifters,  applied  in  the  beginning  of  tire 
fever,  carried  it  entirely  off  in  may  cafes,*  ef-

Section  II. 

Method  of  Treatment  with  Bark. 

Being  in  fo  high  Northern  latitudes,  I | 
imagined  that  the  Tick  in  the  beginning 
'of  the  fever  would  have  received  benefit  by 
taking  away  a little  blood ; but  from  repeated 
trials,  I found  I was  miftaken : for  though  ' 
the  pulfe  and  other  fymptoms  feemed  to  in-  j 
dicate  the  necellity  of  diminlfhing  its  quantity, 
fcarcely  one  patient  could  bear  the  lofs  of  a 
few  ounces,  without  either  becoming  languid 
or  faint,  and  complaining  more  afterwards  of 
debility  than  other  patients.  Thus  I was  I 
taught  to  withhold  the  lancet ; and  am  now

thoroughly  convinced  that  it  will  not  be  ne- 
ceffary  to  let  blood  in  any  one  cafe  of  a hun- 
dred of  Blip  fever. — The  appearance  of  the 
Part  I.  blood 

■*  On  this  head  I differ  from  that  eminent  Phyfician, 
who  refts  the  foie  benefit  derived  from  blifters,  on  the  dif- 
charge  kept  up  from  the  part. 
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blood  that  was  taken  away,  has  already  been 
mentioned  in  the  Diary  of  the  Sick  Lift.  But 
very  little  information  is  to  be  had  from 
thence. 

I therefore  began  generally  with  a vomit 
of  pulv.  ipecac,  gr.  v.  and  fometimes  tart, 
emet.'  gr.  fs.  which  was  repeated  every  half 
hour,  until  ^ it  operated — -either  of  which  was 
wrought  off*  in  the  common  way,  with  warm 
water, and  in  the  evening  gave  one  of  the 
following  fudorifics,  and  lage  or  mint  tea, 
or  barley-water,  to  drink  after  it,  through  the 
night.

If  blood  was  taken  away  in  the  morning, 
the  emetic  was  prefcribcd  a few  hours  after, 
and  the  fudorific  at  bed-time.

The  drink  was  either  one  of  thofe  I have 
already  mentioned,  or  very  thin  gruel  ; and 
thofe  were  fometimes  acidulated,  and  fome« 
times  had  nitre  joined  to  them. — Clyfters  and 
pediluvia  were  made  ufe  of  as  occafion  re- 
quired. 

This  was  the  manner  In  which  I treated  the 
fick  until  • they  recovered ; but  in  the  mean 
time  I allowed  to  thofe  patients,  whom  I 
thought  the  propereft  objeGs,  a little  wine 
from  time  to  time ; and  when  they  arrived 
at  a convalefcent  ftate,  their  diet  was  the  moft 
proper  that  circumftanccs  would  admit. 

I muft,  however,  acknowledge,  that  I was 
much  vexed  to  find  the  fever  was  far  more 
obftinate,  and  more  difficult  to  cure,  than  it 
was  on  board  the  Rainbow. 

Query — Did  this  proceed  from  the  differ- 
ence of  climate — of  the  conffitution  of  the 
patients — or  of  the  nature  of  the  infeflion  ? 
From  the  virulence  of  the  infedlion  only. 

And  what  was  no  lefs  perplexing,  the  pa- 
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ticnts  would  often  relapfe  from  very  flight 
caufes,  when  they  were  nearly  recovered. 

But  the  method  of  treating  this  difeafe 
' will  be  more  fully  explained  in  the  following

^ introduction. 

Having,  upon  a careful  and  Impartial 
review  of  my  Phyfical  Journal  and  my 
Obfervations  on  board  the  Juno,  feen  the  great 
difference  between  the  fuccefs  of  the  Antlphlo- 
giftic,  or  debilitating  Antimonial  practice ; 
and  of  the  Bark,  or  reftorative  treatment  of 
fgver — no  room  was  left  for  deliberating  which 
ought  to  be  adopted  and  rigidly  adhered  to. 
Upon  this  ground,  and  to  eftablifh  irrefra- 
gably  the  fuperior  efficacy  of  the  bark,  re- 
gardlefs  of  the  expence  which  I knew  muft 
attend  the  experiment,  and  however  ill  I 
'I  could  afford  it,  I provided  myfelf  with  fup- 
^ plies  from  time  to  time  on  board  of  the  dif- 
I ferent  fhips  I belonged  to  during  the  war,  - 
I and  fince  ; and  have  found  it  fucceed  beyond 
i expectation  in  a very  extenfive  praCtice,  as  will 
J appear  in  the  fequel. 
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To  prove  this,  I might  infert  many  hun^ 
dreds  of  cafes  which  have  fucceeded  under 
this  method,  did  I not  judge  it  more  con^ 
ducive  to  public  benefit,  to  relate  particu« 
larly  the  few  cafes  which  failed  under  it  j 
and  briefly  to  lay  before  the  reader  corrobo-^ 
rating  proofs,  in  tables,  of  the  fuperior  efficacy 
of  bark ; trufting  that  this  liberality  will  in- 
duce the  learned  and  dlfcerning  reader  to  ex- 

cufe  thofe  errors  which  he  might  other\vife  be

inclined  to  cenfiire. 

The  following  obfervations  will  therefore, 
it  is  hoped,  be  found  as  beneficial  to  mankind 
as  the  fubjed:  is  important.  I have  been 
pointed  in  marking  by  what  means  infedion 
was  firfl;  brought,  and  often  renewed,  on  board 
the  Edgar,  Romney,  and  Blenheim  ; notwith- 
ftanding  Admiral  (then  Captain)  Elliot’s  un- 
common care  and  affiftance  in  endeavouring  to  :

During  the  late  war  1 was  fortunate 
in  failing  with  officers,  who  made  it  their 
ftudy  to  affifi:  me,  every  way  which  I pointed 
out,  as  well  as  with  their  ftock  and  wine. 

To  bring  al}  the  officers  over  to  a full  exr  ^ 
ertion  of  tfieir  authority  and  example  to  affifi:

) duced,  and  to  prevent  its  being  brought,  on 
: board,  it  is  only  needful  to  remind  them,  that 

j without  a healthy  lliip’s  company  they  never 
) ' can  undertake  adive  fervice,  and  that  to  them 
alone  the  foie  merit  .of  their  drips’  excelling 
I upon  any  fervice  entirely  redounds  ; wdiile  a 
I*  furgeon,  be  his  abilities  and  merit  ever  fo 
j great,  is  feldom  known,  and  by  very  few  of 
i the  officers  ever  thought  of  after  the  fhip  is 
j paid  off ; and  fhould  the  fliip  by  reafon  ot 
i ficknefs  be  put  paft  fervice,  in  fpite  of  the 
1]  furgeon’s  unlupported  and  unaflifted  abilities,

i of  his  life  is  filently  blamed,  perhaps  d d 

( by  the  officers  as  the  caufe  of  their  lofs  of  a 
i good  cruife. 

{ This  Part  contains  more  obfervations,  and 
i exhibits  a much  wider  field  for  medical  atten- 
{ tion  than  the  former,  for  feveral  reafons,  par- 
I licularly,  becaufe  of  the  difference  of  the 
} complements  of  the  two  fhips,  I have  there- 
t fore  thought  proper  to  enlarge  the  plan  of 
I the  former  edition,  by  inferting  a Monthly  Re- 

view  of  the  Sick  Lift  for  the  time  I belonged

I to  the  Edgar,  which  I am  hopeful  will  engage 
t the  reader’s  attention.  The  Tables  and  Cafes 
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are  newly  arranged ; and  altogether  comprife 
a fuccinil  hlftoiy  of  the  ftate  of  health  of 
feldom  fewer,  but  generally  more  than  fix  hun- 
dred men,  with  many  incidental  and  intereft- 
ing  obfervations  for  very  near  three  years.

^.X  Ihip  Edgar,  building  at  Woolwich  ; and  the 
I pendant  was  hoifted  next  day.  Few  of  the 
I officers  were  yet  appointed. 

June. 

(The  fhip’was  launched  the  30th.  Rendez- 
• vous  were  opened  in  the  different  parts  of  the 
kingdom  to  enter  men.  The  number  fup- 
0 pofed  to  have  entered  for  the  ffiip  exceeded 
0 2000.  The  officers  were  appointed. 

July., 

The  ffiip  was  haled  into  dock,  and,  after 

3 being  ffieathed  with  copper,  was  haled  out 
• ^ again. 
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again.  Sixteen  men  were  received  this  month 
from  the  Conqueftadore.  Four  complained; 
three  of  whom  were  fent  to  fick  quarters-— 
viz.  one  with  fever  ; one  with  rheumatifm  ; 
and  one  with  wound. 

August. 

Ninety-feven  were  received  from  the  Con- 
queftadore, and  forty-fix  from  His  Majefty's 
Jloop  Sylph.  Thirty-one  patients  complained — 
live  of  fever  ; one  of  dyfentery  ; one  of  belly- 
ache ; two  of  diarrhoea ; fix  of  fcurvy ; one 
of  head-ache  ; one  of  fore  throat ; one  of 
glddinefs  ; one  of  fcald  ; one  of  ftrain ; one 
of  rupture  ; fix  of  contufioii ; one  of  fradture ; 
one  of  wound ; and  two  of  inflammation.  Four 
of  whom  were  fent  to  the  hofpital,  viz.  one 
with  flux  ; one  with  rupture  ; one  with  con- 
tufion  ; and  one  with  fradlure.  Four  of  the 
fcorbutic  men  came  from  the  Sylph  flcop,  and 
the  other  two  had  been  lately  at  fea.  Captain 
Elliot  was  fuperfeded  for  fome  days  by 
Captain  Fergufon.

I October. 

I Twenty  men  and  30  fupernumeraries  came 
■•on  board  from  the  Dunkirk,  and  70  marines 
■’with  a Lieutenant  from  Portfmouth,  befides 
■ numbers  who  were  fent  from  rendezvous  and 
■•who  entered  on  board. 

I In  this  manner  the  fhip  was  manned,  which 
1 ren-

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rendered  It  abfolutely  impoffible  to  prevent 
infeftion  from  being  brought  on  board,  or  the 
Ihip  from  becoming  fickly.  For  all  the  guard- 
fhlps  In  time  of  war  are  magazines  of  infec- 
tion, no  lefs  than  tenders  are.  On  the  9th 
we  arrived  at  Spithead,  and  learned  that  fe- 
veral  fhips  of  the  fleet  under  the  command  of 
Sir  Charles  Hardy,  Vice  Admiral  Darby,  and 
Rear  Admirals  Graves,  Digby,  and  Sir  John 
Rofs,  were  fickly,  particularly  the  Canada, 
Intrepid,  Shrewfbury,  London,  and  Namur ; 
three  or  four  of  which  were  put  paft  fervice, 
fo  much  were  they  difabled  by  ficknefs.  It 
is  faid  the  Canada  during  the  laft  and  this 
month  fent  380  to  the  hofpital  ; and  the  In- 
trepid 200,  for  fever  chiefly.  The  Terrible 
fent  near  200,  and  the  Formidable  above  100, 
for  fever.  But  I am  not  certain  that  this  ac- 
count is  accurate. 

On  the  I ith  I was  obliged  to  go  to  the  hof- 
pital with  fome  men  that  my  aflTiftants  could 
not  get  admitted  ; viz.  one  weak  fever  con- 
valefcent,  whofe  difeafe  I was  obliged  to  change 
to  fever  before  they  would  admit  him ; two 
with  fradures  ; and  four  with  fcurvy ; the 
Sylph’s  men.

' Prince  George;  and  one  of  our  frigates  brought 
It  three  or  foui  fail  to,  to  windward.  About 
! 23  fail  of  Spanifli  firips  in  all  were  taken, 
n called  the  Caracca  fleet,  bound  from  St.  Se- 
jlbaflian  to  Cadiz.  T'wo  hundred  pnfoners  were 
Ibrought  on  hoard  of  us  P M,  and  next  day 
above  too  of  them  were  fent  to  other  fhips.

2oth.  We  fent  tea  men  to  the  hofpital,  viz.

and  one  with  cough.  2 2d.  One  Lieutenant 
and  a party  of  men  were  fent  to  aflTift  in 
clearing  the  Caracca  prizes.

During  the 
proceflion,  eight  flag  flrips  were  “firing  half 
minute  guns,  and  his  own  flag  was  half  maft 
down.

The  fever  patients  increafed  five,  though 
the  lift  on  the  whole  decreafed  20.  Forty  com- 
plained of  fever ; three  of  fcurvy ; two  of 
rheumatifin ; two  of  cough ; one  of  fore 
throat ; one  of  drain  ; three  of  contufion  ;

^ In  1779,  before  the  Edgar  went  to  fea,  I 
1 wrote  to  a certain  Lord  on  the  fubje£t  of  fup- 
i plying  each  flilp  according  to  her  rate  with  a 

(proportion  of  wine  for  the  fick,  at  the  expencc 
of  Government.  The  good  effedls  of  the 
plan  would  have  been  felt  on  fervice  : it  would 
81  have  given  very  little  more  trouble  than  we 
31  had,  and  the  expence  would  never  have  been 
X perceived  to  the  country.  23d.  One  of  my 
i mates  was  felzed  with  fever.  27th.  The  beer 
iw  w^as  out,  and  grog  was  ferved  to  the  people^

The  lift  Increafed  confiderably,  particularly 
the  number  of  fever  patients,  which  were  56; 
^ twelve  of  fcurvy  ; one  of  rheumatifm  ; one  of 
giddinefs  ; one  of  nephritis  ; three  of  ftrain  ; 
fix  of  contufion  ; one  of  fradture  ; one  of 
wound  ; one  of  inflammation  ; and  one  ac- 
cident happened.  At  the  end,  37  were  in  it. 
An  increafe  of  5. — 84  complained  in  all. 

The  wind  varied  from  N W by  N to  the  E, 
except  on  the  3d,  when  it  was  W S W until 
the  27th,  then  variable  between  the  W and 
S \V  ; but  it  was  much  longer  at  N E than  it

was  never  under  64,  nor  above  74,  The  at- 
mofphere  was  generally  cloudy  or  hazy,  fel- 
dom  clear.

THE  infeollon  which  has  exifted  on  board 
his  Majefty’s  fliip  under  your  command,  ever' 
fince  fhe  was  manned,  having  of  late  be- 
come fo  virulent  as  to  refift  the  methods  that 
were  fuccefsfully  ufed  formerly  to  check  it ; 

I beg  leave  to  acquaint  you,  that  it  wid  be 
highly  neceffary  to  have  rccourfe  to  other 
means  for  that  purpole ; and  to  inform  you, 
that  the  moft  effectual  which  I have  ever  ex- 
perienced in  a fimilar  caie,  are  frequent  fmok- 
ings  of  the  flrip  with  tobacco,  The  tobacco 
ought  to  be  well  wet  with  vinegar,  and  laid 
on  fires  placed  in  tubs,  having  water  and  fiaot 
under  them,  and  there  ought  to  be  no  more 
fire  than  is  fufficient  to  light  the  tobacco,  that  it 
may  fm other,  away  to  allies.  Seven  fires  will 
be  requifite  for  one  fmoking,  and  two  pounds 
of  tobacco  at  leaft  for  each  fire.

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8th.  One  died  of  fever,  who  was  added 
I the  3d.  I prognofticated  his  death  the  mo- 
ment he  firft  complained  ; and  one  of  my 
mates  was  added  with  fever.  Wine  was  ferved 
to  the  fhip’s  company.  The  difcharge  from 
. blifters  is  yellowifli  gelatinous  ferum,  very 
vifcid.  loth.  The  mafter  at  arms  was  feized 
with  fever  from  going  down  into  the  fore 
' cockpit,  while  the  fhip  was  fmoking  with 
tobacco.  1 2th.  It  is  obferved  that  the  waifters 
after-guard  and  marines  are  chiefly^  affeded 
with  fever.  Two  fail  of  the  line  joined  us. 

6th.  Half  a cheft  of  lemons  was  got  out  of 
a Swede,  half  of  which  I bought  for  the  fick. 
One  of  the  gentlemen  was  feized  with  fever, 
/j'from  lying  below  while  the  Ihip  was  fmoked 
^’with  tobacco. 

One  divifion  of  the  well  men  aired  their  bed- 
i ding  every  day  by  turns,  for  which  there  was  a 
j Handing  order  from  my  application  to  the 
IlCaptain  on  the  fubjedl  long  ago,  and  the  men 
I were  glad  when  it  came  to  their  turn.  The 
fick's  bedding  was  aired  every  day,  and  the 
utmoft  care  was  taken  to  keep  the  fhip  clean, 
dry,  and  well  ventilated.

Greater  diligence  to  get  the  fhip  healthy  and 
I keep  her  fo,  could  • not  poffibly  be  exerted, 

than 
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than  was  by  Captain  Elliot  and  the  firft  Lieu- 
tenant, -Mr.  Forbes,  an  old  deferving  officer 
in  the  fervice,  who  was  pointed  in  executing 
the  Captain’s  orders  refpefting  the  men’s- 
health.  Every  thing  which  I propofed  for 
that  purpofe^was  put  in  pradice.

Though  the  difeafes  were  few  in  number, 
the  lift  increafed  greatly  with  fcorbutic  men — 
150  in  all  complained;  34  of  fever,  a de- 
creafe  of  22;  one  of  belly-ache ; one  of 
coftivenefs  ; eighty-nine  of  fcurvy ; one  of 
epilepfy ; one  of  fcald ; eleven  of  contu- 
fion ; one  of  ftrain ; one  of  excoriation  ; 
three  of  wound  ; two  of  inflammation ; one 
of  abfccfs ; and  four  of  ulcer.  The  general 
, increafe  65. — One  died  of  fever  13th,  of  re- 
lapfe  from  mifcondufl: ; one  was  fent  to  the 
hofpital  for  fever,  and  twenty- fix  for  fcurvy 
and  other  complaints  to  Haflar  and  the  fick 
tent. 

2d.  The  Inflexible  and  Buffalo  joined  us ; 
the  Captain  of  the  former  died  on  his  paflage. 
The  fleet  fpoke  a large  outward  bound  convoy 
under  the  conduft  of  the  Ramillies.  The  3d 
I finifhed  my  vegetable  acid  ; it  has  been  very 
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ufeful,  but  too  expenlive  for  a furgeon  to 
find.  My  mate  recovered.  4th.  One  of  the 
Lieutenants  complained  of  fever.  The  fever 
convalefcents  became  fcorbutic.  iith.  Three 
French  fhips  were  taken^ — wine  was  ferved  to 
the  men.  ,12th.  The  Captain  fends  me  all 
the  milk  his  cow  gives,  which  I fee  divided  • 
among  the  worft  patients,  with  boiled  rice 
and  fugar.  I give  the  worft  ^ fcorbutic  cafes 
lemon  juice  and  fugar  with  their  wine  ; and 
I mix  the  wine  of  other  patients  with  a fort  of 
beverage  well  fermented  like  mawbey,  and 
ferve  it  feveral  times  a day,  13th.  We  had 
a box  of  lemons  fent  on  board  for  the  fick 
taken  out  of  fome  prize,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
fick  of  the  fleet.  The  Valiant  joined  the 
fleet.  1 6th.  The  Captain  has  been  pleafed 
to  confult  me  feveral  times  about  the  beft  me- 
thod for  managing  the  fcorbutic  men  of  the 
fleet  when  we  get  into  port ; and  fays,  that 
he'  will  call  upon  me  for  my  opinion  in  writ- 
ing,  before  we  come  to  an  anchor.  17th.  I 
delivered  my  report  of  the  effeds  of  fmoking 
with  tobacco  as  follows  : 


“Sir, 

“ON  the  6th  July  lafl,  when  I rcpre- 
fented  to  yeu  that  the  infedion  was  be- 
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come  fo  virulent,  as  to  render  it  neceffary  to’ 
have  recoiirfe  to  other  means  than  had  for- 
merly been  ufed  fuccefsfully  to  check  It,  the

number  of  fever  patients  on  the  fick  lift  was 
fifteen  ; and  that  for  fome  days,  before,  had 
been  increafing  by  two  or  more  daily.  Since 
that  period  the  ftiip  has  been  finoked  five  times 
with  tobacco,  after  the  manner  I propofed, 
only  adding  fulphur  with  the  vinegar  to  pre- 
vent the  tobacco  from  being  embezzled,  which 
it  fully  anfwered — And 

“ I have  now  tbe  pleafure  to  acquaint  you, 
that  the  number  of  fever  patients  is  reduced  to 
four ; and  that  four  only  have  complained  of 
fever  for  the  laft  twelve  days. 

Should  you  think  proper  to  reprefent  the 
matter  to  the  Lords  Commiffioners  of  the 
Admiralty,  I am  of  opinion.  It  might  be 
productive  of  future  benefit  to  the  fervice.

Rear  Ad- 
miral Digby,  with  eight  fail  (of  which  our 
riup  is  one)  of  the  line  and  two  frigates,  was 
ordtired  to  criiife  off  Ufhant  a fortnight.  The 
Nonluch  two  days  ago,  when  it  Was'hcr  look- 
out, had  70  men  killed  and  wounded  in  an 
action  with  a French  line  of  battle  fliip.  Our 
pafl’engers  were  fent  on  board  the  Royal 
.George,  going  into  port  with  the  reft  of  the 
fleet ; with  which  we  parted  off  the  Land’s 
End.  20th.  The  Medway  and  Repulfe  joined 
us*  21.  A man  who  lay  on  board  the  Cre- , 
feent,  and  had  the  fever,  relapfed  a fecond  time. 
The  Repulfe  and  Prudente  parted  from  the 
fleet.  27  PM  we  chafed  and  fpoke  three 
Part  IL;  fail 
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fail  of  the  line  and  one  frigate^  of  Ruffian 
fhips,  from  Lifbon.  28.  I hear  that  the 
Prince  George,  Admiral  Digby’s  fhip’s  com^* 
pany  are  remarkably  healthy,  but  they  arc 
always  ferved  either  wine  or  beer.  But  no 
fhip  was  more  healthy  than  the  Edgar.  Great 
pains  were  taken  td  keep  the  fhip  and  people 
clean  and  adive  ; and  temperance  was  en- 
forced by  puniihing  Irregularities.  One  divi- 
fi on  of  the  people  continued  to  air  their  bed- 
ding and  clothes  every  good  day  ; and  the  fick 
or  convalefcents  every  day  regularly. 

The  antiphlogiftic  method  of  treating  the 
fever  prevails,  as  ufaal,  in  the  fleet. 
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Tune. 

The  number  of  f:ck  Increafed  greatly;  efpe« 
daily  of  fever,  of  which  22  complained  ; two 
of  fcurvy  * two  of  rheiimatifm  ; three  of  head-

We  ar- 
rived in  Plymouth  Sound,  after  being  8 1 days 
out  of  port  ; for  Gibraltar  w^as  no  port  to  us, 
as  we  were  under  fail  moftly  all  the  time  we 
were  there.

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CHAP.  VII. 


Remarks  on  the  Monthly  Review  and 

Table. 

O the  clafs  of  fever,  the  dyfenteric. 


belly-ache,  head-ache,  and  moftly  all 
the  cough  and  fore  throat  cafes  fhould  be 
added,,  becaufe  they  originated  all^  I . had 
nearly  faid,  from  the  fame  fource ; thefe  dif- 
ferent appearances  only  depending  on  the 
habits  or  couftitutlons  of  the  fubjedts  infected. 
In  this  view  the  number  of  fever  cafes  would 
have  been  1135,  of  whom  9 died.  About  i 
in  1 26  j and  of  thefe  we  allow  the  bark  to  have 
failed  in  two  cafes  only.  But  ftating  the  num- 
ber of  cafes  at  869,  lefs  than  one  in  96  died. 

Of  the  56  cafes  fent  to  hofpitals  for  fever, 
one  was  fent  in  July  1779,  before  there  was 
any  convenience  on  board  for  men;  19 
were  Cartel  men,  and  one  melTed  with  them, 
who  were  fent  as  foon  after  they  complained 
as  poffible,  to  prevent  this  frefli  infection 
from  fpreading  on  board  ; one  returned  ill  of 
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fever  from  the  hofpital,  and  was  fent  back 
next  day ; and  a nurriber  In  a convalefcent 
ftate  were  fent  as  weak  patients,  becaufe  the 
fhip  was  going  next  dsy  to  fea,  but  could 
not  be  received  at  the  hofpital  until  the  difeafe 
on  their  tickets  was  altered  from  %veak  tq 
,fever ; befides  foine  bad  ha?2ds  who  were  fent, 
that  would  have  been  kept  on  board  had  they 
been  good  men.  Subtra(3:Ing  all  thefe  from 
the  fifty- eight,  would  leave  a very  finall 
number. 

Of  43  real  fever  cafes  fent  to  Haflar,  3 
died,  I in  14  nearly;  to  Plymouth  only  2 
were  fent,  none  died  ; to  Deal  and  Woolwich, 
fick  quarters,  2 were  fent,  none  died;  to  Gib- 
raltar 1 1 were  fent,  3 died ; upwards  of  i in  4. 
Of  the  whole  58,  about  6 died;  near  i in  9. 

Refpeding  the  pleuritic  patients,  under 
w^hich  head  are  comprehended  peripneumonic 
cafes,  to  have  loft  one  in  nine,  in  my  owm 
opinion,  is  unfuccefsful  pradtice.  If  they  are 
confidered  fiinply  pleuritis  and  peripneumonia. 
But  as  they  were  combined  with  infedlion 
and  its  confequences,  the  treatment  of  them 
became  extremely  difficult.  The  pain  though 
acute,  and  dyfpnoea  tho’  very  diftreffing,  with 
urgent  cough^  from  ffilntncfs  and  extreme  de- 
part IIo 
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bility  induced  by  blood-letting,  though  cati- 
tioufly  conduced  and  repeated,  were  not  to 
be  relieved,  and  much  lefs  removed  by  the 
lancet  ; which  in  fad  is  the  only  remedy, 

I had  almoft  faid,  neceflary  to  cure  pleu- 
ritis  and  peripneumonia.  And  though  debi- 
lity indicated  a neceffity  to  give  the  bark,  the 
pain,  dyfpncea,-  and  cough  forbad  it ; in  fome 
cafes  they  were  aggravated  by  it.  Thefe  com- 
plaints feemed,  efpecially  the  worft  cafes,  to 
have  originated  from  old  hurts,  or  contufions 
about  the  thorax  5 and  when  fuch  fubjedls 
meet  with  infection,  the  cafes  afford  a very 
unfavourable  prognouic. 

Scurvy  has  ever  been  confidered  a very  dan- 
gerous and  fatal  difeafe  to  feamen,  and  to  all 
people  confined  within  a narrow  fpace,  under 
the  influence  of  bad  air,  and  bad  water,  bad 
diet,  and  want  of  exercife,  including  every  cir- 
cumftance  which  tends  to  debilitate.  And  it 
will  ever  be  found  to  attack  firft,  fever  con- 
valefcents;  men  debilitated,  from  whatever 
caufe,  the  flothful  and  the  dirty.  But  fatal 

I 

and  dangerous  as  it  has  been  to  other 
prafliitioners,  it  is  a comfort  to  me  to  reflect, 
that  I have  always  found  means  to  obviate  its 
direful  effects,  having  never  loft  a patient  of 

y 4 fcurvy, 
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fciirvy,  and  never  feen  but  one  die  of  it, 
though  I have  been  near  thirty  years  in  the 
navy.  The  reafon  of  my  having  been  fo 
fuccefsful  in  this  part  of  my  practice  is,  that, 
though  fatal  in  its  confequence,  it  is  more  ea- 
fily  cured,  if  attention  is  paid  to  the  fick,  and 

I 

if  expences  are  not  regarded,  than  moft  dif- 
eafes.  The  treatment  of  my  fever  patients, 
my  purchafmg  vegetable  acid  from  time  to 
time,  or  fruit  and  vegetables,  and  my  attention 
to  the  patient’s  diet  and  cleanlinefs,  were  the 
means  upon  which  my  fuccefs  depended. 
The  confequence  of  this  practice,  highly 
beneficial  to  the  public,  has  been  ruinous 
to  my  own  circumftances ; as  the  expence, 
and  a very  moderate  allowance  for  myfelf, 
have  always  exceeded  the  pay  and  perquifites 
of  the  fliip  to  which  I belonged ; and  had  it 
not  been  for  an  indulgence  on  board  of  the 

R- , which  nothing  but  the  terror  of  a jail, 

which  then  flared  me  in  the  face,  would 
have  induced  me  to  folicit : and  for  fome  > 

i' 

little  prize  money  in  the  late  war,  I fliould 
have  now  been  in  real  indigence. 

Why  medical  praftice,  efpecially  in  fever 
and  fcurvy,  is  not  more  fuccefsful  in  his 
Majefly’s  navy,  I have  made  appear  very  , 

* j 
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' evidently  In  a pamphlet  entitled  A Political 
View  of  the  Indigent  Eftablifliment  of  the 
I Navv  Surgeons/'  and  that  it  depends  entirely 
I on  Government  to  remedy  it.  On  the  plan 
i , I have  pradifed  in  the  navy,  furgeons  may 
j[‘  drudge  on,  until  age  renders  them  unfervice- 
\i  able,  without  having  been  able  to  make  any 
i provifion  for  old  age ; and  then  fuperannua- 
tion  and  poverty,  with  fifty  or  fixty  pounds 
a year,  is  all  their  reward 'and  dependence. 
This  digreffion  I hope  will  be  attended  to  by 
Government,  to  wdaom  it  is  of  infinite  confe- 
quence ; and  if  it  is,  it  will  be  produTive  of 
more  utility  to  mankind  in  general  than 
can  eafily  be  imagined. 

A difquifitloii  on  feurvy  would  be  fuperflu- 
Dus,  after  what  Dr.  Lind  has  fald  on  it : but 
I muft  repeat  one  obfervation  which  1 have 
already  made  on  the  caufe  of  feurvy,  which 
is,  That  grog  will  fometimes  produce  feurvy 
when  drank  to  excefs,  let  the  patient’s  circum- 
• fiances  and  fituation  in  other  refpeds  be  ever 
fo  advantacreous.”  I have  feen  feveral  In--

fiances  of  this  amongfi  gentlemen  ; and  it 
effects  this  by  defiroying  the  digeftive  powers 
or  tone  of  the  fiomach,  and  all  manner  of

appetite 
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appetite  for  food  From  thefe  .and  fimilar 
pbfervations,  I confider  grog  as  one  of  the 
principal  caufes  of  fcurvy  amongfl:  feamen  of 
the  Navy.  Where  either  good  beer  or  good 
wine  is  ferved,  fcurvy  feldom  appears  or 
becomes  fatal.  But  when  men  have  been  at 
fea  long,  under  the  circumftances  we  have 
mentioned,  one  fit  of  intemperance  will  In- 
duce fcurvy.  But 

The  baneful  effedt  of  intemperance  amongft 
a {hip’s  company  is  more  evident,  in  the  firft 
inftance,  in  chirurgical  cafes,  efpecially  con- 
tufion,  flrain,  frafture,  wound,  inflamma- 
tion and  ulcer,  which  often  bring  on  fatal 
difeafes.  It  is  melancholy  to  refled:,  that  fo 
many  healthy  men  {hould  become  invalids, 
or  lofe  their  lives,  merely  from  drunkennefs. 
Few,  very  few,  are  wounded  or  hurt  on  real 
fervice,  and  rendered  invalids,  compared  with 
thofe  who  are,  and  Ipfe  their  lives,  by  getting 
•drunk.  Cafuifts  may  therefore  refine  on  the 
fubjed  of  cruelty,  in  punifhing  feamen  for 
drunkennefs,  as  they  pleafe  ; but  I am  fully 
fatisfied  that  it  would  be  perfed  humanity 

* It  alfo  probably  occafions  obilrudions  of  the  mefen- 
teric  glands  and  liver, 

Patt  IL 
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and  benevolence  never  ]to  pardon  a feaman  for 
getting  drunk  \ but  to  punifb  ev.ery  one  witb. 
particular  feverity,  to  deter  tbem  from  this  de- 
ftrudive  pradice,  and  thereby  prevent  them 
from  the  hurts  and  wounds  which  they  re- 
ceive, by  falling  and  fighting ; and  the 
fatal  confequences  which  too  often  follow, 
moft  certainly,  though  flowly,  if  not  im- 
mediately. Amongft  the  firft  may  be  reckr 
oncd  phthifis  pulmonalis,  or  confumption, 
fcurvy,  and  ruptures,  and  of  the  latter,  fever 
with  its  train  of  evils.  Setting  the  advan-? 
tsges  which  would  redound  to  the  fervice 
from  their  fobriety  entirely  afide,  and  it  is 
obvious  thefe  would  be  many,  it  is  like- 
wife  in  their  ftupid  ftate  of  drunkennefs, 
that  they  are  guilty  of  the  infernal  method 
of  applying  oil  of  vitriol  to  their  lore  fhins, 
as  they  call  them,  to  get  invalided  ; which  was 
done  in  the  late  war,  and  oftener  than  once 
by  fome  wretches.  After  being  difchargedi, 
they  made  it  their  bulinefs,  I have  been  told, 
to  get  their  ulcers  within  as  narrow  a com- 
pafs,  and  as  foon  as  poffible,  to  enter  again 
for  the  large  bounties — men  not  being  re- 
jedted  then  for  a fore  fhin  ; and  it  was  their 
ftudy  to  make  their  ulcers  foon  worfe,  by 
3 getting 
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getting  drunk,  that  they  might  be  fent  to  the 
hofpitalj  where  they  again  committed  the 
fame  lelf-avenging  fraud  ; and  fome  in  confe- 
queiice  of  it  had  their  legs  cut  off — and  it 
may  be  faid,  perhaps,  Jejervedly.  But  this  is 
no  fatisfadtion  to  the  fervice,  nor  fodety,  for 
the  lofs  of  a fubjed,  who  might  have  been 
long  ufcful,  if  not  valuable,  had  not  a mif- 
taken  lenity  prevented  his  being  punifhed  for 
his  firft  drunken  fit,  and  his  ulcer  from  being

cured.  Should  it  idly  be  advanced,  that 
punilliment  v/ill  not  prevent  many  of  them 
from  getting  drunk,  and  that  it  is  cruel 
to  infiid  it  for  fuch  a fault,  I reply,  that 
when  punilliment  for  fuch  a crime  be- 
comes part  of  the  invariable  difeipline  of  a 
Ihip,  few  of  the  men  will  be  fo  daring  as  to 
venture  to  do  it ; and  the  idea  of  the  cruelty 
of  inflicting  it  vanifiies,  when  we  refled  on 
the  good  that  it  is  to  be  produdive  of,  fliould 
onlv  half  the  number  who  do  eet  drunk  be 
prevented  therefrom,  by  rigoroufly  infliding 
the  punifiiment,  efpecially  when  the  fhip  is  firft 
put  in  commiffion, 

• By  inflammation,  in  the  Review  and  Table, 
is  only  meant  external  affedion,  where  no 
fuppuration  has  yet  taken  place. 
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Refpeding  the  whole  number  fent  to  hof- 
pitals,  it  is  much  augmented  by  fending  away 
bad  hands^  to  make  room  to  enter  good  men. 
Some  expence  and  inconvenience  to  Govern- 
ment may  arife  from  this  ; but  who  would  not 
do  it  that  could,  were  they  commanding  fhips 
daily  on  fervice,  and  liable  to  come  to  adion 
every  moment  ?

Section  I. 


Of  'Blood-letting, 

\ 

WE  took  notice  that  the  climate,  and 
other  circumftances  under  which  we 
pradlifed,  efpecially  on  board  the  Juno,  in- 
duced us  to  think  it  proper  to  let  blood  in  a 
number  of  cafes,  efpecially  when  the  patients 
firft  complained ; but  further  experience,  and 
a careful  review  of  the  Diary,  convinced  me, 
that  it  never  was  produftive  of  good,  but,  on 
the  contrary,  of  mifchief : and  having  never 
fince  found  in  a much  more  extenfive  prac- 
tice, that  one  patient  has  iuffered  by  omitting 
that  evacuation  (for  I have  never  let  blood 
of  a patient  for  fhip  fever  on  board  of  the 
Edgar),  I can  affert,  that  in  a hundred  cafes  it 
Part  II.  ' will 
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%vill  not  be  necelTary  to  let  blood.  It  Is  poffible 
a cafe  may  occur,  wherein  it  may  be  proper ; 
but  we  have  not  met  with  fuch  a one  among 
feveral  hundreds,  unlefs  the  patient  was  pre- 
vioufly  hurt  about  the  thorax,  which  alters 
the  cafe  ; we  therefore  caution  young  prac- 
titioners againft  blood-letting. 

A friend  of  mine,  who  was  furgeon  of  a 
feventy-four  gun  fhip,  In  1780,  in  a conver- 
fation  on  this  fubjed,  told  me,  that  it  was  his 
practice  to  let  blood  of  his  patients,  and  that 
it  feemed  to  relieve  greatly ; efpecially  when 
they  had  fixed  pains  about  the  thorax.  I ad- 
vifed  him  to  ornit  bleeding  feme  of  his  pa- 
tients in  future,  and  to  treat  them  with  bark ; 
and  to  obferve  whether  they  did  not  recover 
fooner  than  thofe  from  whom  he  took  away 
blood,  and  treated  in  other  refpeds  as  his 
other  patients.  The  next  time  we  met,  he 
told  me  that  he  had  followed  my  advice,  and 
found  that  the  patients  whom  he  bled  became 
much  weaker,  and  were  recovered  with  greater 
difficulty  than  thpfe  who  were  not  bled.  This 
is  a pointed  teftimony  of  an  unwilling  evi- 
dence againft  a favourite  evacuation  of  his 
own,  and  of  many  others.

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Section  II. 

Of  Emetics. 

WE  already  mentioned,  that,  if  emetics 
are  adminiftered  when  the  firft  fymptoms  of 
contagion  are  perceived ; or  during  the  cold 
or  Ihivering  fit  of  the  firft  paroxyfmj  they 
> frequently  become  a preventive  of  the  fever, 
as  Dr.  Lind  has  likewlfe  obferved : but  other- 
wdfe,  we  have  rarely  found  them  of  further 
benefit,  than  to  unload  the  itomach ; and 
however  early  in  the  difeafe  the  patient  took 
it,  I prefcribed  a fudorific  at  bed-time,  and 
the  pediluvium  generally.  Indeed  the  emetic 
frequently  procures  feveral  flools  and  perfpi- 
ration;  but  this  leldom  is  critical,  unlefs  at  the 
commencement  of  the  fever. 

After  what  is  faid,  we  judge  it  unneceflary 
to  enjoin  young  praftitioners  to  vomit  their 
patients  as  foon  after  they  complain  as  poffi- 
ble;  and  if  this  happened  in  the  evening, 
immediately  after  to  give  a gentle  fudorific, 
expofing  the  patient  as  little  as  poffible  to  cold, 
that  the  perfpiration,  if  they  have  dependance 
upon  it,  may  be  kept  up  as  long  as  they  judge

proper.  But  Ihould  the  patient  have  been  ill 
feveral  days  before  he  complained,  it  will  be, 
generally  fpeaking,  a lofs  of  time  to  promote 
fweating,  and  idle  to  expedl  relief  either  from 
vomits  or  fudorlfics. 

The  emetics  which  I preferibe  are  either  the 
pulv.  rad.  ipecacuan.  or  tart.  emet.  in  the 
manner  I have  already  mentioned.  But  I 
would  earneftly  recommend  adininiftering  the 
tartar  emetic  in  fmall  dofes,  every  half  hour, 
until  it  operates  ; left  otherwife  the  patients  re- 
ceive much  hurt  inftead  of  good,  by  giving 
full  dofes  of  it.  Great  is  the  mifehief  which 
has  been  occafioned  by  giving  from  three  to 
fix  grains,  or  what  is  called  a full  dofe  at  once, 
— univerfal  fpafms,  and  extreme  debility, 
which  have  proved  the  means  of  death. 

If  the  emetic  is  given  before  noon,  the^  re- 
mainder of  the  day  muft  not  be  loft.  Unlcls 
the  patient  has  had  a copious  ftool  or  two, 
I order  a gentle  cathartic  to  be  given  two  hours 
after  the  vpmiting  is  finifhed  : the  cathartic 
which  I generally  order  is  the  fal  cathart.

— To  fave  time,  in  many  bad  cafes,  I have 
given  the  tart.  emet.  and  fal  cath.  am.  toge- 
ther, in  fmall  quantities,  repeating  them  until  a 
ftool  was  procured  5 and  then  ordered  the  bark.

THE  next,  or  fecond  day  of  the  patient’s 
complaining,  I ordered  him  the  cathartic,  un- 
lefs  the  emetic  had  procured  fome  ftools  ; and  ■ 
unlefs  bark  was  prefcribed  together  with  the  ; 
cathartic,  which  was  often  done,  I began  to 
give  it  as  foon  as  the  patient  had  one  or  two 
loofe  ftools,  and  afterwards  it  was  continued 
from  every  one  to  every  four  hours,  as  I faw  j 
occafion.

But  as  oiir  chief 
dependence  for  the  cure  was  on  bark,  though 
other  medicines  were  frequently  joined  with 
it,  we  fhall  be  more  particular,  on  this  head  ; 

' and  at  the  fame  time  endeavour  to  combat  the

principal  objeflions  which  theorifts  advance, 
againft  the  early  ufe  of  bark  in  fever,  which 
' they  found  on  the  toriic,  phlogiftic  and  con- 
fiipating  qualities  of  the  bark'^'h  I wifli  hov/- 
ever  to  know  of  phyficlans,  whether.  In  a re-

judice which  has  prevented  us  fo  long  from 
getting  one  ftep  beyond  the  line  marked  by 
our'  anceftors.  Shall  every  fcience  daily  re- 
ceive improvements,  but  that  which  is  the  ■' 
moft  eifential  to  man  ?

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think  for  ourfeivcs,  what  can  induce  us  to 
idolize  them  in  the  pradlice  of  phyfic  only, 
wherein  they  have  been  fo  extremely  deficient? 
^ Are  we  for  ever  to  continue  facrificing  the 
lives  of  our  fellow  creatures  to  their  falfe  doc- 
trines, erroneous  principles,  and  unjuft  pre- 
judices? Let  us  regard  inftrudion,  originate 
whence  it  may  ; inftrudtion  dearly  bought  by 
the  perfon  who  offers  it  with  great  diffidence 
to  his  fellow  citizens  ; inftru6tion,  the  fruit 
of  a long  and  extenfive  pradtice,  colledled 
from  innumerable  inftances  of  its  falutary  ef- 
feds,  and  furely  not  to  be  rejected,  becaufe  it 
militates  againft  falfe  old  theories  new  nio- 
clclied.

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method  you  may  bring  on  perfpirallon,  and  a 
temporary  relief ; but  you  will  as  certainly 
haften  debility,  and  a train  of  far  more  dread- 
ful fymptoms  than  thofe  you  intend  to  relieve. 
Therefore,  to  mitigate  the  prefent,  and  to 
obviate  the  future,  I preferibe  bark  liberally 
in  any  form  that  will  agree  beft  with  the  pa- 
tient, joining  occafionally  any  other  medi- 
cine with  it  I think  proper ; taking  care  to 
avoid  naufeating  dofes  of  antimonials,  and 
allowing  the  patient  to  drink  moderately  of 
wine  and  water,  with  toaft  and  water,  and  a 
little  vegetable  acid  in  it,  if  greatly  defired. 
Should  the  bark  difagree  with  him,  either 
give  a full  dole  of  L.  L.  or  add  wine,  or  tindt, 
cort.  with  itj  repeating  them,  or  leaving 
them  off,  as  you  fee  proper.  If  it  purges, 
join  opium  ; and,  if  coftive,  add  occafionally 
a few  grains  of  rhubarb  to  it,  or  any  mild 
purgative,  or  give  a clyfter  once  in  twenty- 
four  hours.  Upon  the  fuppofition  of  its  be- 
coming neceffary  to  promote  perfpiration, 
either  give  fmall  dofes  of  volatiles,  canrphire, 
and  fal.  fuccin.  or  antimonials  in  very  fma]l 
proportions  during  the  exacerbation,  repeat- 
ing them,  opiates  being  joined . to  either  of 
them,  as  you  fee  fit : But,  I fay,  carefully 
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avoid  profufe  perfpiration.  When  your  patient 
arrives  at  a convalefcent  ftate,  though  he  ftill 
has  exacerbations  towards  night,  allow  him 
more  wine,  be  attentive  to  his  diet,  and  give 
him  an  anodyne  every  night,  at  leaft^  until  he 
recovers. 

V 

y/hen  we  meet,  you  inform  me,  That 
our  patient  is  recovered  ; though  you  muft  ac- 
knowledgej  that  he  has  been  treated  very  dif- 
ferently to  the  general  pradlice  ; that  you 
have  ftill  your  doubts  concerning  the  proprie- 
ty  of  it  ; and  afli  me,  if  I would  preferibe  it 
in  every  fpecies  of  fever  ?”  I know  not  how 
many  fpecies  you  reckon  of  fever ; but  I 
would  preferibe  it,  I anfwer,  in  every  cafe  not 
arifing  from  adual  inflammation,  or  topical 
affedlion — even  in  mpfles  or  fmall-pox,  if 
they  unfortunately  appeared  where  fhip  in- 
fection was.  In  both  I have  done  it  fuccefs- 

j • ^ 

fully ; tho'  I never  had  an  opportunity  to  try 
it  jn  the  fmall-pox  while  the  fhip  infection 
x*aged.  To  preferibe  bark  in  that  ftate  of 
fmall-pox,  called  fecondary  fever,  you  fay 
‘‘  is  common — but,  ftill  prepofleffed  with  the 
Idea  of  the  tonic  and  phlogiftic  qualities  of 
bark,  ypu  judge  it  improper  in  the  beginning 
of  fhip  fever,  or  any  fevers 
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To  conclude,  I tell  you  that,  the  fooner  it  is 
given,  the  more  efFecSual  it  will  be,  and  the 
lels  will  anfwer  the  purpofe  ; — that  this  is  af- 
ferted  not  from  opinion,  nor  the  authority  of 
any  other  perfon,  but  is  the  dearly  purchafed 
fruit  of  experience,  very  often  at  the  lifk  of 
my  own  life — experimental  truth,  which  it  is 
not  probable  I will  facrilice  to  theoretic  errors, 
how  venerable  fdever  their  names  who  gave 
them  birth,  or  now  fjpport  them. 

I have  likewife  added  from  ten  to  fifteen 
grains  of  pulv.  cort.  eleuther.  to  every  dofe  of 
the  bark ; or  a decofllon  of  rad.  ferp.  virg. 
gij.  to  two  ounces  of  bark.  But  when,  and 
in  what  proportion,  other  medicines  are  to  be 
joined  with  it,  the  patient’s  fituation,  and  the 
judgment  of  the  praftitioner,  muft  regulate. 
He  muft  not,  however,  reft  fatisfied,  nor 
imagine  that  he  has  done  his  duty,  efpecially 
on  board  fliip,  becaufe  he  has  preferibed,  be 
it  ever  fo  judicioufly.  He  muft  be  certain, 
that  medicines,  as  well  as  drink  and  food,  in 
a convalefcent  ftate,  are  duly  and  properly  ad- 
miniftered,  and  be  informed  when  incidental 
fymptoms  occur,  that,  if  violent,  ,they  may 
be  immediately  relieved.  Should  the  pradi- 
tioner  b^  inattentive  to  his  patients,  he  can- 
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not,  In  reafon,  blame  his  afFiftants  if  they  are 
carelefs,  nor  the  officious  nurfe  and  ignorant 

attendant  for  difobedience.

We  have  already  forewarned  pradlitipners 
againO;  an  expedlation  that  bark  will  prove  in- 
fallible. Vf  e mufi:  alfo  acquaint  them^  that  it  ] 
will  very  feldom  cure  fhip'  fever  as  foon  as  it 
cures  fever  in  hot  climates,  not  arifing  from 
virulent  infedion,  more  efpecially  ffiould  the 
patients  have  been  ill  feveral  days  before  they.  ' 
complain,  for  reafons  hereafter  to  be  explain  - j 

cd.  Nor  are  they  to  imagine  that  a few  paltry  | 

half  drachms  will  cure  them,  left  they  add  to  |

Of  Diet. 

WHEN  diet  becomes  necefifary,  the  moft 
fuitable  that  circumftances  afford  muft  be  ad-. 

. miniftered,  often  in  fmall  quantities,  without 
regard  to  hours  or  fafhion.  Wine  may  then,, 
'very  properly,  be  given  as  part  of  the  diet. 
Indeed,  bark  is  not  more  fuperior  to  other 
: medicines  in  curing  fever,  I am  convinced 
■ from  long  experience,  than  wine  is  to  all  other 
: cordials.  It  is  very  often  neceffary  to  admi- 
5 nifter  it  throughout  the  fever  ; and,  when  jii- 
idicioufty  managed  during  the  convalefcency 
!of  the  patient,  it  will  be  found  the  beft  corro- 
borant and  antifcorbutico

The  human  fyftem  is  fo  varioufly  formed, 
and  the  circumftances  under  which  ‘we  exlft, 

fo  extremely  diverfified,  as  to  render  attention 

/ 

to  every  cafe  necefl'ary.  Hundreds  of  cafes,  I 
fay,  which  have  fallen  under  our  obfervation, 
might  be  related ; yet  the  reader  may  never 
meet  with  one  perfectly  fimilar  to  either  of 
them,  or  that  may  not  require  fome  variation 
in  the  management.  Like  the  patients  thein- 
felves,  though  they  are  all  men,  how  widely 
do  they  differ  in  features,  conftitutlons, 
ftrength,  &c.  ! Let  the  reader  remember, 
therefore,  that,  after  the  manner  of  fome  pain-  ’ 
ters,  we  have  only  drawn  the  outlines ; the 
hnifhing  of  the  piece  muft  be  left  to  their  own 
jQ^ill  and  judgment;  and  with  thefe,  to  do  it 
with  tolerable  fuccefs  and  fatisfadliion  to  them- 
. felves,  they  muft  unite  the  dally  efforts  of  the 
moft  vigilant  attention.

Rober  Dean,  aged  about  20  years,  loon 
after  lie  came  from  the  Conqiieftadore  giiard- 
fliip  at  the  Norc,  ccmpiained  on  the  icth  of 
September,  i779»  of  fliivering,  ficknefs  at 
ftomach,  head-ache,  and  univerfal  pains,  efpe- 
cially  of  the  loins.  A vomit  was  immediately 
adminifteredj  which  vomited  w’-ell,  and  pro- 
cured a copious  ftool  or  two.  He  flept  well, 
the  fymptoms  were  carried  off,  and  next

Michael  Irving  complained  on  the  evening 
of  the  5th  of  February,  1780,  of  the  general 
ifymptoms  of  fever,  for  which  he  took  a 
vomit,  and  the  fudorific  at  bed-time.  There 
I was  a remiffion  next  morning,  but  in  the 
I afternoon  an  exacerbation  came  on  with  head- 
i ach  : — Matutino  cath.  mute  cepit,  et  pm.  veil- 
cat.  inter  fcapulas  admovi. 

On  the  7th  he  was  perfedlly  free  of  com- 
plaints, except  from  the  pain  of  the  blifter, 

and 
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and  he  returned  to  duty  as  foon  as  his  back 
was  well. 

CASE  VIII. 

John  Putnam,  aged  about  37,  was  feized 
with  the  general  fymptoms  of  fever  on  the 
evening  of  the  23d  of  May.  A vomit  and 
fudorific  were  prefcribed,  and  next  day  the 
cathartic,  and  at  night  the  fudorific  was  re» 
peated.  On  the  morning  of  the  25th  there 
was  no  remiffion  ; the  head-ache,  giddinefs, 
ficknefs  at'  ftomach,  and  wandering  pains, 
diftrefied  him  greatly.  I ordered  him  the 
bark  every  three  hours,  and  a blifter  to  be 
applied  between  his  flioulders.

James  Farrel,  a marine,  aged  about  26,  ^

Mr,  MItchel,  aged  about  22,  a ftrong, 
healthy  young  man,  having  on  the  5th  of 
Odtober,  1779,  been  on  duty  on  board  the 
Dunkirk  guardfhip,  where  the  fliip  fever  was 
very  virulent,  the  day  following  he  complain- 
ed of  fever;  the  pulfe  was  quick,  and  the 
fkin  hot  and  dry ; his  head  ached,  and  he 
was  much  harafled  with  griping  and  purging. 
I ordered  him  a vomit  and  diluting  drinks. 
On  the  7th'  he  was  greatly  relieved,  after  the 
vomit,  which  operated  likewife  by  ftool  and 
perfpiration,  but  the  dyfenteric  fymptoms 
were  not  gone ; he  therefore  took  a cathartic, 
and  returned  on  the  8th  to  his  duty.

Section  VI^ 

Of  Bark, 

AS  upon  this  we  placed  our  chief  depend- 
ence for  the  cure,  we  muft  neceffarily  be  more 

C c 2 particular 
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particular  on  it,  than  we  have  been  on  any  of 
the  former.  We  fhall,  therefore,  fhew  how 
innocent  and  effedliial  it  is,  when  given  in  the 
beginning  of  fever,  without  either  an  emetic 
or  cathartic  having  been  preferibed  before,  or 
with  it,  and  infert  a few  cafes,  out  of  many 
hundreds,  which  we  have  fuccefsfully  ma- 
naged by  adminiftering  bark  early  and  liberal- 
ly ; and  conclude  with  a few  inferences. 


CASE  XIV. 

George  Alexander,  aged  about  36,  fome- 
what  (lothful,  was  feized  on  the  25th  of  Octo- 
ber, 1779,  with  great  proftration  of  ftrength 
and  fpirits- — or  faintnefs,  as  he  expreffed  it. 
On  the  26th,  about  ii  AM  he  was  brought 
to  me,  immediately  after  he  had  recovered 
out  of  fyncope,  into  which  he  had  fallen  fome 
time  before.  His  complaints  were  extreme 
weaknefs  and  lalTitude,  and  confufion  of  the 
head;  the  countenance  was  greatly  difeafed, 
the  pulfe  languid,  and  fkin  cold  ; a vomit 
was  ordered,  and  two  drachms  of  bark  to  be 
taken  an  hour  after  the  vomiting,  and  to  be 
repeated  thrice  in  the  afternoon.  In  the 
evening  there  was  an  exacerbation  of  heat 
and  third. 
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27.  The  fever  was  very  moderate  in  the 
morning,  and  he  complained  but  little  of 
his  head,  and  univerfil  forenefs,  after  having 
had  a good  night.  I ordered  his  bark  to  be 
continued. 

28.  He  felt  himfelf  eafy,  though  weak, 
and  had  very  little  fever  or  thirft  on  him. 
An  ounce  of  bark  was  again  preicribed,  and 
half  an  allowance  of  wine.  He  afterwards 
continued  to  take  his  wine,  and  half  an  ounce 
of  bark  daily,  until  he  returned  to  his  duty

William  Hogarthp  aged  about  18,  bloated 
and  of  a lax  fibre,  on  the  14th  of  January, 
1780,  was  feized  with  head-ache  at  one  AM 
which  abated  again,  and  about  10  PM  he 
fell  down  on  the  deck  in  fyncope.  As  foon 
as  he  was  recovered  out  of  it,  by  the  ufe  of 
fp.  C.  C.  he  took  a vomit. 

15.  He  paffed  an  indifferent  night,  com- 
plained of  great  pain  acrofs  the  os  frontis ; > 
the  tongue  was  beginning  to  grow  black,  and 

^ ’Tis  about  Teven  ounces  by  meafure. 
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the  Ups  to  be  covered  with  fordes ; the  pulfq 
was  very  quick,  and  the  fkin  and  mufcles 
were  exceeding  hot,  and,  preternaturally  foft 
and  relaxed.  In  the  morning  I ordered  the 
iifual  cathartic,  as  he  had  no  ftool  by  the  vo- 
mit. At  III  was  informed  he  had  again 
fallen  into  lyncope.  Cort.  3ij.  v/as  prefcrib- 
ed  every  two  hours. 

1 6.  He  complained  of  debility  and  a little 
giddinefs,  and  was  ordered  to  take  his  bark 
every  tliree  hours.  P M he  was  at  his  quar- 
ters during  the  adtion  with  the  Spanifh  fleet, 

and  had  no  return  of  the  fever,  nor  took  any

Lieut.  S — — s,  aged  about  31,  of  a hale 
conftitution,  was  feized,  on  the  26th  of  Oc- 
tober, 1 779,  with  heavinefs,  laflitude,  ftretch- 
ing  of  the  extremities,  chillinefs,  and  pain, 
with  a little  fwelling  and  hardnefs  of  the  right 
groin.  I propofed  a vomit,  which  he  declin- 
ed taking  ; and  at  3 P M a fevere  fliivering 
came  on  with  head-ache,  univerfal  pains, 
efpecially  lumbago.  He  now  took  a vomit ; 
a hot  fit,  with  an  exacerbation  of  the  fymp- 
Part  11.  toms,

27.  He  was  fomewhat  relieved  by  the,  vo- 
mit, but  more  by  a free  perfpiration  through 
the  night ; the  groin  was  much  better ; how- 
ever, the  head-ache  continued,  and  he  was 
coftive.  In  the  morning  he  took  the  com- 
mon purge  of  falts  and  cream  of  tartar,  and  in 
the  afternoon  two  drachms  of  the  bark,  twice, 
with  a little  wine  and  water. 

28.  He  found  himfelf  recovered  after  a 
good  night ; and  the  bark  was  repeated,  four 
times,  as  he  had  taken  it  yefterday.  He  had 
no  relapfe,  and  took  his  bark  twice  a-day  for 
a few  days,  though  he  returned  to  his  duty 
on  the  30th. 

CASE  XVII. 

William  Coates,  about  22  years  of  age,  of 
a thin  habit,  after  drooping  fome  days,  com- 
plained, on  the  ^5th  of  November,  1779, 
A M.  of  a fore  throat ; he  fpoke  through  his 
nofe,  and  feemed  to  have  much  difficulty  in 
fwallowing ; the  uvula  and  tonfils  were  much 
tumified,  and  the  pulfe  was  much  quicker  and 
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weaker  than  natural.  The  vomit  was  given, 
and  in  two  hours  after  its  operation,  the  ca- 
thartic. P M a blifter  was  applied  between 
his  flioulders,  and  a fudorific  given  him  at 
bed-time,  after  ufing  the  pediluvium.

Vy'Ithout  being  affected  by  them,  arrived  at

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CONCLUSION. 

IT  will,  no  doubt,  have  ftruck  the  reader, 
that  petcchiGe,  as  before  mentioned,  were 
never  obferved  on  board  the  Edgar,  be- 
caufe  it  is  a fymptoni  which  has  been  confi- 
dered  infeparable  from  jail,  hofpital,  or  fhip 
Infediion  ; and  it  will  alfo  have  ftruck  him, 
that  this  infection  was  long  on  board  of  the 
Edgar,  and  frequently  renewed  after  being 
nearly  deftroyed.  Thefe  are  at  leaft  evident, 
from  the  hiftorical  fads  we  have  ftated.  Is  it 
probable  then,  that  petechi:^  not  appearing 
could  proceed  from  any  other  caufe  than  the 
fingular  method  of  treatment  of  the  Fever 
with  Bark  ?

CHAP.  ILL

Remarks  on  the  Monthly  Review  and 

Table, 


I HAVE  been  fo  full  in  ray  reraarks  on  the 
Review  and  Table  reprefenting  the  ftate 
of  the  fick  on  board  the  Edgar,  that  I have 
left  nothing  to  add  on  thofe  of  the  Romney. 
The  number  of  contufed  cafes  on  board  of 
the  latter,  is  a further  ftrlking  proof  of  the 
weight  which  my  argument,  for  the  fevere 
pimifhment  of  drunkennefs,  ought  to  have 
with  Captains  and  Commanders  of  the  Navy. 
If  the  method— fevere  punifliment— Vv^hich  I 
;ecommend  to  prevent  drunkennefs,  be  thought 
cruel  or  tyrannical,  I am  ready  to  give  it  up, 
provided  any  other  of  equal  effed  is  fubfti- 
tuted  in  its  place.  But  I contend,  on  the 
principles  of  humanity  and  policy,  that  the 
vice  is  produdive  of  fuch  alarming  confe- 
quences,  that  the  punilhment  propofed  is  in 
no  degree  adequate  to  its  flagltioufnefs ; and, 
therefore,  that  it  even  merits  the  attention  of 
the  civil  as  well  as  military  law, 

Rc3 
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The  ten  fever  patients  Avere  fent  to  the 
hofpltal,  becaufe  we  were  going  to  fea  next 
day,  and  upon  fuch  fepdce,  as  pight  bring 
us  to  engage  the  enemy  the  fame  night : it 
would  not,  therefore,  have  been  prudent  to 
have  kept  them  on  board. 

Six  of  the  meafles  patients  w^ere  fent,  to 
prevent  the  infedlion  from  fpreading ; the 
other  was  fent  on  fh+ore,  in  a convalefcent 
ftate,  for  the  benefit  of  iniik  diet  and  exercife. 

As  I have  already  obferved,  perhaps  the 
clafs  of  head-ache  patients,  and  fome  of  thofe 
with  cough,  might  be  claffed  wdth  the  fever 
patients,  as  they  were  treated  nearly  after  the 
fame  manner,  and  recovered. 

Befop  any  of  the  people  are  allowed  to 
vifit  on  board  of  a fhip,  at  any  time,  but  more 
particularly  in  time  of  war,  the  ftridteft  in- 
quiry ought  to  be  made,  by  the  Captains  and 
Officers  of  both  fhips,  whether  or  not  the 

I 

fhips’  companies  ap  healthy.  And  the  public 
fervice  ou^t  to  render  it  an  ol.yeil  of  mutual 
concern  and  care,  that  a man  is  neither  fent^  nor^ 
received^  from  either,  if  there  be  any  men  ill 
of  fever,  be  it  ever  fo  flight,  on  board. 

It  is  equally  remarkable,  that  no  petechicC

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EMOVING  from  a healtliy  fmall  fourth- 
rate  into  a fickly  fecond-rate,  is  a feri- 
oiis  ftep  to  officers  in  general,  and  more  parti- 
cularly to  a Surgeon.  If  the  ffiip  is  ordered 
on  foreign  fervice,  the  former  have  time  to 
difcipline  and  exerciie  the  men  on  the  voyage, 
before  they  arrive  at  the  place  of  their  deftina- 
tion  for  adtive  fervice  ; but  the  Surgeon  is 
immediately  involved  in  adtual  difficulties  and 
imminent  danger  of  his  life.  Such  was  my 
fituation  on  board  of  the  Blenheim.

I think  it  was  a national  hurt ; for  the  fhips 
being  foon  after  paid  off,  before  the  infedlion 
was  deftroyed,  it  was  difperfed  throughout  the 
whole  kingdom  ; and  wherever  fever  appear- 
ed, which  was  alinofl;  univerfally  in  Great- 
Britain,  it  was  called  by  every  name  that  Sur- 
geons,.Apothecaries,  or  Phyficians  could  think 
of,  without  fufpecting  the  fource,  which  was 
every  where  the  fame,  and  every  name  of 
fever,  expreffed  in  the  Lexicon,  was  ap- 
plied to  it.  What  contributed  greatly  to  this 
general  malady  was,  that,  though  Govern- 
ment was  at  the  expence  of  providing  tranf- 
ports  to  carry  thefe  volunteers  back  to  Ire- 
land, when  they  were  paid  off  from  theffiips,. 
vafi:  numbers  of  them  would  not  go  home, 
but  chofe  rather  to  wander  through  the  coun- 
try, and  carried  difeafe  with  them  wherever 
they  went.

their  honour.  Every  thing  which  I propofed 
for  the  health  of  the  men,  and  for  flopping 
the  progrefs  of  the  infection,  was  immediate- 
ly complied  with.  This  attention  of  theirs, 
and  the  Commodore’s  benevolence  to  the  fick^ 
greatly  aflifled  me  under  fuch  an  arduous  , 
tafk ; a tafk  which  I confidered  as  one  of 
the  Inofl  trying,  either  for  my  fafety,  of 
medical  knowledge,  that  could  have  pre- 
fented.  That  I had  run  a prodigious  rifk 
of  the  former,  I have  before  related ; and 
the  time  was  come,  when,  upon  the  mofl  ur- 
gent neceflity,  an  obvious  and  fair  practical 
proof  of  the  veracity  of  my  dodrine,  and  the 
fuccefs  of  my  method  of  managing  the  fick, 
was  required.  I was  now  to  eflablifh  it  on 
the  mofl,  folid  and  lafting  bafis,  or  have  it 
fneered  at  for  ever,  and  condemned  as  erro- 
neous, as  every  former  pradical  fyflem,  that

In  the  fame  manner 
my  fever  patients  were  vomited  when  they 
complained,  and  the  bark  was  given  them  an 
hour  after  the  operation  ; the  pedlluvium  was 
ufed  at  night.

I had  an  opportunity  to  make  from  the  yth  of 
April  1783,  until  the  30th  April  1789,  in  a 
I country  where  Fever  has  been  confidered  ende- 
mial.  But  it  may  be  proper  firft  to  give 
fome  idea  of  the  country  ; and  in  doing' this, 

I have  no  intention  to  ftate  parifli  regifters  , 

i refpecting  the  increafe  or  decreafe  of  popula- 

f tidn,  nor  to  draw  comparifons  between  dif- 

i ferent  places  as  to  their  being  more  or  lefs 

l‘;  liealthy  ; nor  is  the  reader  to  expedl  a paf- 

‘ toral  or  flowery  deicription  of  the  country,  ' \ 

as  I defign  only  to  drew  the  general  fituation 
and  appearance  of  it,  fo  far  as  it  may  be  fup-  7

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pofed  to  affed;  the  health  of  the  inhabit- 
ants. 

During  the  time  mentioned,  I have  refided 
chiefly  at  Hythe,  a village  bordering  on  the 
New  Foreft ; with  Flampton  Water  bearing 
from  about  N b W to  S E b S — the  Sea  and 
Ifle  of  Wight  to  the  Southward.  Beaulieu  or  - 
Bucklerfhard  Arm  from  about  S W to  W ; 
and  the  New  Foreft,  part  of  it  between  us 
and  that  arm,  and  part  of  it  bearing  almoft 
from  W to  N b W round  to  Hampton  Water  ; 
between  which  and  Beaulieu  Arm  is  about  four 
miles ; fo  that  we  live  in  an  oblong  nook, 
nearly  furrounded  Vvdth  the  fea,  and  lalt  wa- 
ter marfhes  along  Hampton  AVater  and  Beau- 
lieu Arm ; and  frefh  water  marfties  in  the 
Eoreftj  from  about  S W and  W N W of  us, 
at  no  great  diftance : but  between  thefe  and 
Blythe,  clofe  to  it  is  high  land,  called  Lang- 
down,  that  flielters  us  greatly  from  the  S W . 
and  W winds,  which  blow  acrcfs  the  frefli 
w^ater  or  foreft  marfhes  tow^ards  us.  Over  t 
Langdowm,  the  roads  to  Fawdey,  Leap,  Gil- 
bury,  Beaulieu,  Lymington,  &c.  lead ; and  : 
the  range  of  my  practice  in  any  direclion  from 
Blythe,  does  not  exceed  eleven  miles  in  a 
ftraight  line.  j 
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Southampton  bears  nearly  N N E,  dlftance 
about  three  miles  on  the  oppofite  fide  of 
the  water.  At  high  water  the  tide  comes 
clofe  to  Hythe,  and  runs  into  it  at  fpring 
tides^  At  low  water,  efpecially  during  fpring 
tides,  a large  tra£l  of  muddy  marih,  extend- 
ing  the  whole  length  of  the  Arm  from  Red- 
bridge down  to  Gahhot  Cable,  covered  in 
many  places  with  fea  weeds  and  mufcles,  is 
left  uncovered,  and  fmells,  at  limes,  difagree- 
ably,  efpecially  during  Eafterly  winds,  to 
which  we  are  greatly  expofed.  It  is  chiefly 
forefl:  land  very  marfhy,  and  in  wet  weather  the 
road  to  Exbiiry,'  Gilbury,  and  Beaulieu  is  diffi- 
cult. Good  water  is  fcarce,  efpecially  in  Hythe. 

There  is  great  variety  in  the  face  of  the 
country^  round  us.  Numbers  of  hills,  val- 
leys, and  champaign  countries,  which  are 
covered  with  great  variety  of  herbs,  fhrubs 
and  trees:  of  the  former,  fern;  of  the  mid- 
dle, furze ; and  of  the  latter,  oak  are  moft 
abundant. — The  champaign  parts  are  chiefly 
'to  the  SW.  The  foil  in  general  is  thin  and 
lightj  covering  either  gravel,  fand,  or  whitifh 
clay  ; befides,  in  the  forefl;  marfhes  there  is  a 
black  peat  foil.  In  dry  weather,  water  is 
fcarce  every  where  here. 
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The  country  is  yet  but  thinly  inhabItL 
for,  excepting  in  a very  few  villages,  Beaulieu, 
Fawley,  Hardley,  Langly,  and  Dibden,  two 
houfes  are  feldoin  to  be  met  with  together. 
We  have  little  connedtion  with  Lymington, 
Marfhwood,  Eling,  Totten  and  Lyndhurfl. 

The  neareft  village  to  us  is  Dibden,  about 
two  miles  higher  up  the  Arm  than  Hythe, 
confifting  of  a few  fcatterecT  houfes  and  de- 
tached farms,  forming  a very  fmall  parifh. 
From  the  parfonage,  which  is  fuuated  on  an 
eminence,  there  is  a fine  profpedt  of  South- 
ampton, the  country  round  it,  and  the  Arm 
or  water.  Marfhwood,  lying  ftill  higher  up 
the  water,  low  in  fituation,  and  very  wet  in 
the  winter,  is  a very  large  ftraggling  vil- 
lage in  the  parifh  of  Eling,  about  two  miles 
higher  up  the  water,  and  is  parted  from 
Totten,  near  the  head  of  the  water  on  the 
fame  fide,  by  a fmall  arm  of  the  tide, 
whereon  is  a corn  mill.  The  neareft  village  j 
to  us  on  the  South  is  Hardley,  about  half  i| 
way  to  Fawley,  which,  though  lying  high  to  | 
what  Hythe  does,  has  formerly  been  fo  fickly  | 
as  to  give  name^  to  fever  here,  called  the  ' j

Fawley  Ague,  or  cold  chills  and  fever,  which  f 
generally  fpeaking  is  of  the  remittent  type  ; I 
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51  real  ague  or  intermittent  very  feldom  oc? 
curring. 

Beaulieu  bears  S W of  us,  and  is  partly  In 
a bottom,  and  partly  on  either  afcent  from  the 
arm  which  runs  up  through  it ; and  at  low 
water  leaves  a large  extent  of  muddy  marfli  on 
both  fides.  Upon  this  arm  is  Bucklerfhard, 
where  line-  of  battle  fhips  are  built  for  Go- 
vernment in  a private  builder's  yard.  At  the 
entrance  of  the  Arm  on  the  N E fide  Is  Leap, 
a fcattering  village,  with  a frefh  as  well  as 
fait  water  marfh,  clofe  to  fome  of  the  houfes. 
This  village  is  about  eight  miles  from  us. 

Somewhat  nearer  to  usj  near  to  Bucklerlhard 
Arm,  is  Exbury,  another  very  fcattering  vil- 
lage furrounded  with  wood,  chiefly  oak ; 
and  in  like  manner  is  Gilbury,  clofely  ad- 
joining, which  confifts  only  of  the  Lord  of 
the  Manor  Colonel  Mitford’s  m.anfion ; a 
fmall  chapel  of  eafe  ; a few  detached  farm- 
houfes,  and  fome  cottages  here  and  there. 
The  fituation  of  the  manfion  is  extremely 
rural  and  pleafant  ^in  the  Summer,  and  com- 
mands a view  of  Bucklerfhard  and  the  Ifle  of 
Wight.  The  only  other  place  deferving  the 
name  of  village  near  us,  is  Langly,  about 
five  miles  In  land  from  Llythe.  Clofe  to  the 
fea  fide,  almofl;  oppofite  to  Cowes,  is  a build- 
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ing  belonging  to  T.  Luttrell,  Efq.  called  Ea- 
gle Elurft,  where  Lord  Cavan  refides  in  the 
Summer  with  his  family ; bearing  about  S of 
Hythe,  in  a fine  open  airy  fituation.  Cad- 
land,  the  feat  of  Robert  Drummond,  Efq. 
about  three  miles  and  a half  from  Hythe,  and 
one  from  Fawley,  nearly  half  way  between 
Hythe  and  Calihot  Caftle,  with  a beautiful  ' 
farm  and  fine  garden  adjoining.  The  houfe 
ftands  high  on  a dry  gravel  foundation,  in  an 
extenfive  park,  about  half  a mile  from  the 
nearefl;  part  of  the  fea.  at  high  water,  and 
from  the  marfh  at  low  water.  But  a great 
part  of  the  marlh  has  been  banked  up  from 
the  Sea,  between  Cadland  and  Calfiiot  Caftle, 
and  makes  a very  extenfive  rich  meadow;  and 
there  are  feveral  fait  works  on  the  marfh. 
The  park  is  large,  and  diverfified  with  woods 
and  lawns,  without  any  ftagnant  water,  ex-  >

fupplied  with  fpring  water.  The  fituation  of  i 
Cadland  is  healthy  and  pleafant ; command-  I 
ing  an  extenfive  profpeT.  There  are  a number  •: 
of  places  befides,  but  they  are  fo  fmall  as  not  ' 
to  deferve  the  names  of  villages,  Hardley  ex-  , 
cepted.  Every  houfe  or  farm  in  the  country,  ' 
except  in  thofe  villages,  has  a name. 
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111  Hythe,  notwithfl:anding  it  is  fo  low  in 
i fituation,  clofe  to  a fea  mud  marfli  at  low 
^ water,  I have  not  met  with  many  fever  cafes. 

I In  Dibden  I have  met  with  infetflion  in  two 

I I houfes,  a pauper’s  and  a lawyer’s,  as  virulent 
i as  I ever  obferved  in  a fhip  or  hofpitah  The 

pauper’s  whole  family,  coiifilling  of  hiiiifelf, 
his  wife,  and  fix  children,  were  infe£led<» 
The  oldeft,  a girl,  died.  They  got  the  infec- 
I tion  from  their  neighbour,  the  fawyer,  whofe, 
j mother  and  fiher-in-law  being  ill  and  dying  ^ 
I of  it  in  Beaulieiij  had  it  brought  into  his  fa- 
j mily  by  his  wife  going  to  fee  her  mother  and 
i filter.  The  pauper’s  wife’s  mother,  who  lived 
) at  Marfliwood,  by  coming  to  fee  her  daugh- 
i ter’s  family,  caught  tlie  fever  and  died.  Se- 
■ veral  of  the  reft  of  the  pauper’s  family  efcaped 
' with  great  difficulty.  All  the  lawyer’s  family 
^ were  infedled,  except  the  wife.  One  childy 
1 who  was  too  young  to  be  prevailed  on  to  take 
i medicine,  died.  Of  fourteen  who  I could 
' learn  had  this  fever,  five  died. 

But  this  was  accidental  fickncfs,  and  not  eri- 
demial ; for  when  fever  occurs,  and  is  proper- 
Iv  managed  at  firft,  it  feldoni  acquires  fuch 
virulence  anywhere  ; and  the  nearer  the  litua- 
tion  is  to  marflies  or  undrained  fwamps,  the 
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worfe  the  fever  is,  and  the  patients  recover 
health  with  more  difficulty. 

In  every  part  of  the  country,  I have  met 
with  bad  cafes  of  fever.  In  Min  head,  about 
two  miles  higher  up  in  the  foreft  than  Lynd~ 
hurft,  I vifited  a farmer  who  had  been  infefted 
at  the  work-houfe  by  a pauper  and  his  family, 
who  were  fent  home  to  their  own  parlffi  from 
a pariffi  in  Someriet  very  iil  of  fever ; fome 
of  them  in  filthy  rags,  and  fome  of  them  almoft 
naked.  The  Overfeers  of  the  poor  in  Min- 
ftead,  not  being  able  to  prevail  on  any  perfon 
,to  look  after  them,  were  obliged  to  do  it  them- 
fclves ; and  my  patient  being  one,  and  a 
humane  man,  was  infected:  as  were  many  of 
the  inhabitants  from  going  out  of  ciiriofity  to 
fee  them  when  they  firft  came,  and  a confi- 
derable  number  died ; but  my  patient  happily 
recovered.  The  pauper  died. 

The  diet  of  the  lower  clafs  of  people  here, 
is  neither  adapted  to  preferve  health,  nor  to 
recover  it  wdien  loft.  It  confifts  of  a Icanty 
proportion  of  bread,  potatoes,  cheefe  and 
bacon,  with  fome  vegetables  and  a little  milk 
in  the  furnmer.  Their  drink  is  chiefly  water ; 
fometimes  they  have  a little  fmall  beer,  but 
more  frequently  a little  fpirit,  which  grows 
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fcarcer  daily  fince  fmuggling  was  fo  well 
looked  after.  Probably  fever  among  them, 
formerly,  was  often  occafioned  by  the  immo- 
derate life  of  fpirlts — Laft  year  they  had  a 
little ‘poor  cyder.  Small  beer  would  be  more 
plenty  amongft  them,  were  it.  not  for  the 
high  duty  on  malt.  This  clafs,  in  general,  is 
extremely  nafty  in  their  houfes,  perfons,  and 
apparel ; their  countenances  are  fallow  and 
fqualid  ; they  are  addided  to  indolence,  and 
their  children  are  indulged  in  paying  too  little 
regard  to  the  fabbath  ; not  but  there  are  ex- 
ceptions in  all  thefe  refpeds. 

Cold  chills  and  fever,  as  they  exprefs 
themfelves,  are  common  amongft  children, 
even  thofe  on  the  breaft.  They  treat  this 
appearance  of  fever  with  great  indifference, 
and  fuffer  it  to  continue  upon  them  for  many 
months.  Such  children  always  have  lefs  or 
more  obftrudion,  fwelling  and  hardnefs  in 
their  bowels  : even  fome  of  the  better  fort  of 
farmers  will  fuffer  this  appearance  of  fever  to 
hang  about  their  children  for  many  months, 
without  calling  in  proper  affiftance  ; becaufe 

they  fay  there  is  no  cure  for  it,  and  it  will 
cure  itfelf. 
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Ob'^ervations  on  Fever^  £ffr.  in  1783* 


H E N I arrived  at  Fly  the,  in  the  b 
ginning  of  April,  the  fmalhpox  were 
pretty  general.  I was  informed  they  were 
at  firft  epidemic  in  Southampton,  and,  fo 
unfavourable  were  they,  that  feveral  had 
died  of  inoculation.  My  patients,  about 
fifty  In  number,  all  did  well.  I had  great 
difficulty  to  fave  a young  man,  about  18 
years  of  age,  at  Leap,  who  was  infedted 
at  Southampton,  where  he  had  gone  to  a 
fair,  and  got  drunk,  I was  told.  I treated 
him  from  the  beginning  as  a fever  patient:  it 
was  the  ift  July  when  he  complained  to  me. 
The  Summer  was  remarkably  dry  and  hot ; 
and  we  feldom  had  any  rain,  and  but  little 
when  it  did  rain,  with  a good  deal  of  thunder 
and  lightning.  Our  harveft  began  the  26th 
July.  Chriftmas  introduced  the  Winter,  and 
until  then  the  weather  was  generally  uncom- 
monly fine.  Green  peas  were  picked  here  in 
the  middle  of  November. 
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*7^3]  Observations  on  Fever, 

Fever  was  the  moft  prevalent  difeafe  until 
the  loth  Auguft,  when  rain  brought  the 
wind  to  the  N.  and  a fudden  change  of  wea- 
ther, from  very  hot  to  cold,  immediately  In- 
troduced bilious  affeftions  of  the  bowels,  which 
were  very  general,  but  they  were  chiefly 
mild. 

From  the  23d  April  until  the  31ft  Decem- 
ber, 1783,  I had  67  fever  patients  under  my 

care,  of  whom  two  - died  about  the  fecond 

♦ 

day  after  I was  called  in,  and  neither  of  them 
took  bark ; — they  were  fo  bad,  that  they 
fcarcely  took  any  thing.  The  one  a woman, 
aged  about  45,  in  Newtown,  about  three  miles 
from  Hythe  ; and  the  other  a fallor,  belong- 
ing to  a fmall  edafting  vefTel  in  Leap,  aged 
about  20.  He  caught  the  fever  at  Portf- 
mouth. 

Thirty-four  complained  in  the  months  of 
Auguft,  September  and  Odtober,  of  fever,  of 
both  fexes,  from  the  infant  to  old  age.  Five 
only  complained  In  November,  and  none  in 
December. 

I have,  in  another  place,  given  my  opi- 
nion of  the  caufe  of  fever  being  fo  epidemic 
this  year. 
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Observations  on  Fever^  Isc,  In  1784. 

The  winter  was  very  fevcre.  The  froft 
continued,  and  the  fnow,  as  I was  In- 
formed, lay  on  the  ground^  much  longer  than 
iifual  in  this  country.  The  fnow  fell  with  a 
gale  of  wind  from  the  N.E.  and  drifted  exceed- 
ingly. The  fpring  was  rather  cold  and  back- 
ward ; but  the  fummer  was  pleafant,  and  the 
hay  harveft  fine.  About  the  i8th  Auguft, 
rain  fet  in,  after  which  there  was  fcarce  one 
dry  day  during  the  month.  September  was 
dry  and  pleafant  until  the  1 9th,  when  it  rained, 
and  there  were  fhowers  for  three  days  .after  ; 
but,  upon  the  whole,  the  weather  was  fine  until 
the  8th  December,  when  a good  deal  of  fnow 
fell,  and  on  the  9th.  It  alfo  fnowed  the  i ith, 
I 6th,  1 7th,  1 8th,  and  2 1 ft.  The  wind  between 
N.  and  N".  E.  brought  the  fnow,  and  It  got  to 
the  Southward  of  E.  about  the  27th.  It  was  a 
very  cold  month. 

This  year  I had  only  43  fever  patients,  of 
whom  four  died.  One  a young  man,  aged 
ibvrt  V»  about 
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about  22  years,  In  February,  at  Stone  near 
Leap,  who  was  ill  three  weeks  before  I faw 
him.  He  took  a good  deal  of  bark,  but  was 
too  late  in  beginning  with  it.  A boy  at 
Beaulieu  in  March,  who  was  ill  fome  time 
before  I faw  him,  and  did  then  not  take  medi- 
cines regularly.  One  V.  aged  about  34,  at 
Gilbury,  was  fpeechlefs>  in  a violent  parox- 
yfm,  when  I was  called  in  j but  in  a fliort 
time  had  a perfect  remiffion  from  the  medi- 
cine which  I faw  adminifxered  ; and  though 
I gave  the  moft  particular  directions  to  repeat 
it  during  the  remiffion,  it  was  negleCted ; lo 
that  the  favourable  opportunity  to  recover  him 
was  loft,  and  he  died  the  next  paroxyfm. 
The  other  was  a woman,  whom  I only  faw 
twice  in  the  end  of  December.  She  died 
in  the  beginning  of  January,  17S5,  and  had 
been  four  or  five  days  ill  before  I faw  her  ; ^ 

0 

fhe  was  aged,  and  much  debilitated  : fhe  took 
very  little  nourifhment  or  medicine; 

Belly-ache  and  bowel  complaints  in  the 
autumn  were  extremely  epidemic,  and  fatal  in 
many  places.  Enteritis  appeared  about  the 
end  of  September,  and  continued  to  rage  with 
violence  until  after  the  frbfl  fet  in  fome  time.- 
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But,  fortunately,  no  patient  which  I attend- 
ed died.  The  antiphlogiftic  plan  was  rigidly 
followed-  Several  patients  W’ere  let  blood 
fourteen  times  before  they  recovered  : they 
were  always  relieved  during  the  operation. 

The  femicupium  alfo  relieved  immediately  in 
every  cafe  in  which  it  was  ufed.  After  repeat- 
ed evacuations,  opiates  were  beneficial.  One 
patient  was  recovered  beyond  expeSation  by 
extr.  hyofcyam.  gr.  i — ij.  repeated  every  fix 
hours.  The  purgatives  which  I made  ufe  of 
were  chiefly  ol.  ricin.  manna  and  neutral  falts. 
Blood  taken  from  them  during  the  hard  frofl, 
and  placed  in  a cold  room,  without  fire,  never 
alTumed  the  inflammatory  cruft  or  buff,  though 
it  flowed  in  a ftream  from  the  patient. 

Fever,  as  I believe  it  ever  has  done,  and 
v/ill  do  in  all  ages,  affumed  appearances  ac- 
cording to  the  conftitution  of,  and  circum- 
ftances  about,  the  patients  ; accompanied  with  ! 
acute  rheumatic  pains  in  fome  cafes,  which  J 
an  unwary  practitioner  might  have  taken  for  | 
pleuritis  or  caufus.  In  other  cafes  it  was  at-  j 
tended  with  bilious  or  iCteric  fymptoms  ; and  I 
in  others  there  were  obvious  marks  of  great  | 
debility  about  the  patients ; but  in  all  of  them  | 
Part  V.  the  \ 
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the  bark,  joined  with  aperients  when  neceC- 
fary,  performed  the  cure.  In  June  and  Oc- 
tober 15  of  the  43  fever  patients  complained, 
and  none  in  December, 


CHAP.  III. 

Observations  on  Fever,  in  1785. 

^ J~^HIS  was  the  longeft  winter  I remem- 
A ber,  and  it  was  fevere.  A great  deal 
of  fnow  fell,  and  it  lay  on  the  ground  much 
longer  than  ufual  in  this  country,  I am  toid. 
The  fpring  was  very  cold  and  backward,  the 
froft  continuing  until  the  beginning  of  April, 
and  then  white  froft  almoft  every  morning  of 
the  month,  and  frequently  in  May*  Until 
the  9th  June,  the  thermometer  was  not  higher 
than  53.  June  was  dry,  a few  days  in  the 
beginning  of  the  month  excepted,  when  light 
Ihowers  fell.  But  we  had  very  little  rain  until 
the  middle  of  July^  after  which  we  had  rain 
ten  days  fucceffively ; and  it  continued  wet, 
and  was  very  cold  the  greateft  part  of  Auguft  ; 
notwithftanding  which,  many  got  in  their 
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harveft  before  the  end  of  the  month.  The 
beginning  of  September  was  alfo  very  cold 
and  wet.  The  end  of  October  and  beginning 
of  November  Vv^ere  rainy,  and  froft  fet  in  the 
yth,  which  continued  ten  days ; and  rain 
again  in  the  end  of  the  month.  The  wet 
weather  continued  until  2 1 ft  December,  when 
froft  again  fet  in,  and  fnow  fell  the  25th, 
After  fo  long  and  fevere  a winter,  fo  cold 
and  backward  a fpring,  and  fuch  a wet  un- 
feafonable  fummer,  that  it  was  a very  fick- 
ly  year  is  not  to  be  wondered  at.  March, 
July,  Oftober,  and  November  were  particu- 
larly fo  5 thirty-eight  of  the  fixty  fever  pa- 
tients which  were  under  my  care  this  year, 
having  cornplained  in  thofe  months.  Seven  of 
the  60  died,  befides  the  elderly  woman  who 
complained  laft  December,  already  made  men- 
tion of,  Two  of  the  feven  died  iii*March  ; 

* 

one  of  them  an  old  and  very  infirm  blind  man, 
worn  cut  by  repeated  attacks  of  fever  from 
improper  living,  at  New-Farm,  near  to  Leap. 
The  other  a child  in  Fawley ; in  wdiofe  caie 
I foretold  the  fatal  event  at  firft  feeing  it. 
The  former  was  too  late  in  beginning  to 
take  medicine,  and  the  latter ' would  not 
take  any» 
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One  died  in  September  at  Leap^  who  ob-* 
ftinately  refufed  taking  medicine  : — her  huf- 
band  was  ill  at  the  fame  time,  and  recovered 
with  much  difficulty  ; both  were  very  obfti- 
nate,  and  were  too  long  111  before  they  fent 
for  me. 

Two  children  In  Oftober,  at  Dibden,  of 
Infedlion,  as  already  obierved ; they  took 
very  little  medicine. — One  woman  in  No- 
vember, who  lived  clofe  to  a large  marih,  and 
was  ill  long  before  I faw  her : indeed  her  cafe 
was  rather  chronic  than  fever. — And  a young 
woman  in  Beaulieu  pariffi,  in  December,  with 
putrid  fore  throat.  She  was  ill  five  days  be- 
fore I was  called  in.  The  bark  had  no  trial 
in  thofe  cafes. 

The  fever  began  with,  and  continued 
throughout  the  year  ; and,  I was  informed, 
was  very  fatal  in  many  places  ; but  I did  not 
find,  in  many  very  bad  cafes^  that  it  tefifted 
my  iifual  method  of  treatment,  where  1 was 
called  in  early,  and  the  patients  followed  di- 
redions.  Moft  of  thofe  were  accompanied 
with  bilious  bbfirudions  or  fuffufion  and 
icteric  fymptoms ; confequently  aperients  were 
joined  vfith  bark, 
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In  many  convalefcent  cafes  of  fever,  I have 
obferved  that,  after  the  fever  and  its  conco- 
mitant fymptoms  were  entirely  carried  off, 
great  acceleration  of  the  pulfe  and  reftlefs 
nights  have  again  returned,  while  the  lofs  of 
appetite,  and  anxiety,  continued  ; all  of 
w^hich  were  only  effedls  of  great  debility,  and 
difappeared  as  the  patients  regained  ftrength, 
with  tlie  alliflance  of  frequent  change  of  ap- 
parel and  air,  nourifliing  diet,  wine,  anodynes, 
moderate  exercife  and  amufement. 

Enteritis  appeared  fo  early  as  July,  was  ex- 
tremely epidemic,  and  fatal  in  feveral  in- 
llances  in  the  country,  and  in  Southampton, 
as  I was  informed  ; though,  fortunately,  I did 
not  lofe  a patient.  Numbers  who  had  it  laft 
year,  fuffered  greatly  from  it  this  year ; but 

I 

the  fame  method  of  treatment  which  fucceeded 
before, was  equally  fuccefsful  now. — It  deferves 
notice,  that  enteritis  was  never  known  to  be  epi-  . 
demic  here  before  laft  year,  as  I was  informed. 

I had  two  patients,  boys,  bitten  by  mad 
dogs One  boy,  aged  about  13  years,  on 

One  of  the  dogs  died  mad  : the  other  dog,  which  was 
bit  by  the  mad  dog,  was  fhot  after  figns  of  madnefs  ap- 
peared about  him. 
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the  loth  April,  had  both  his  legs  rather  torn 
than  bitten  by  the  dog,  which  died  maclj 
; after  having  bitten  numbers  of  dogs  and 
i hogs,  which  died,  or  were  deftroyed.  1 
did  not  fee  him  before  the  13th.  April  ; 
V until  then  he  had  been  dreifed  (by  his 
t miftrefs,  a refpeilable  farmer’s  wife)  with 
poultices  made  of  oatmeal  and  grounds  of 

ibeer.  He  was  now  fent  home  to  his  fa- 
ther’s at  Fawley.  The  lacerated  vv^ounds 
I in  both  legs  (fifteen  large  and  fmall)  were 

(very  foul,  black,  and  almoft  painlefs,  though 
the  legs  were  alfo  much  fwelled. 

I I drefied  them  twice  a-day  wdth  Barton’s 

iOrmfkirk  medicine  regularly  22  days,  one  af- 
ternoon excepted ; and  once  every  day  after, 
until  he  was  Vv^ell,  excepting  one  day, 
June  I ft,  he  was  fo  well,  that  I did  not  drefs 

» 

t him  afterwards. 

I On  the  i3th,  17th,  21ft,  29th,  and  30th 

! April,  I gave  him  a dofe  of  Barton’s  Ormfkirk 
medicine.  It  was  repeated  the  30th,  becaufe 
he  wafted  part  of  his  dofe  the  day  before.  On 
i the  30th,  P M,  he  had  a ftool  from  his  medi- 
ri  cine,  which  was  the  only  time  that  it  had 
:f  any  obvious  effe£f,  unlefs  profufe  fweating  of 
I his  feet  (which  was  obferved  by  his  mother  in 
4 law 
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law  during  the  cure)  could  be  attributed  to  it. 
On  the  13th  April,  the  pulfe  was  86,  and 
gradually  diminifhed  to  its  natural  ftandard. 
The  wounds  looked  obvioully.  better  after 
every  dofe  of  the  medicine  which  he  took. 

t 

On  the  17th,  the  wounds  in  the  right  leg 
(four  in  number)  were  bloody  and  inflamed, 
A M,  after  being  difpofed  to  bleed  the  preced- 
ing day  from  the  flightefl.  touch. 

The  2 2d,  I obferved  he  drivelled;  but  his 
mother  in  law  faid  he  commonly  did  ; but 
never  had  obferved  his  feet  to  fweat  before. 
No  other  occurrence  happened  worthy  notice 
during  the  cure. 

He  lived  with  me  from  ift  June  to  the 
I ith  Odtober,  as  a fervant,  and  never  fliewed 
any  fymptoms  of  illnefs. 

The  other  boy,  aged  about  i o,  was  bit  the 
31ft  May,  by  a large  dog,  which  fought  with 
the  mad  dog,  and  was  fhot,  after  fhewing 
ligns  of  madnefs.  The  boy  and  his  brother, 
as  they  went  to  fchool,  were  accuflomed  to 
play  with  the  dog  which  bit  him,  and  he 
never  had  been  furlv  to  them  before.  He 
was  bit  in  his  right  arm.  I found  a fmall 
wmund  in  the  anterior  part  of  the  fore-arm, 
and  a flight  fcratch  on  the  anterior  part  of  the 
Part  V.  . arm.

arm,  above  the  joint,  which  feemed  both  to 
have  been  made  at  one  bite.  The  arm,  efpe- 
cially  about  the  joint,  was  inflamed  when  1 
lirft  faw  him  on  the  2d  June  ; he  complained 
of  great  pain,  efpecially  about  the  tendinous 
expanfion  of  the  biceps,  and  faid  he  had  paff- 
ed  a very  refliefs  night  from  the  pain.  He 
had  a fmart  fever  on  him ; and  told  me 
that  as  he  went  to  fchool  after  he  was  bit,  a 
perfon,  to  whom  he  fhev/ed  'the  bite,  offici- 
oufly  poured  fomething  on  the  wounds  to 
take  the  angulf!)  out^  as  they  pretended^  which  I 
afterwards  learned  was  oh  terebinth. 

I dreffed  his  arm  with,  and  immediately 
gave  him  a dofe  of.  Hill  and  Berry’s  Ormf- 
kirk  medicine,  A M,  which  he  immediately 
vomited^  the  pulfe  then  beating  98.  1 there- 

fore repeated  the  dofe  in  the  afternoon,  though 
the  fever  ftill  continued.  The  3d  June,  I 
found  him  eafy,  and  that  a little  fuppuration 
had  taken  place,  after  a much  better  night. 
He  had  ftill  a little  fever. 

4th.  He  was  free  of  fever,  and  the  fwell- 
ing  and  hardnefs  were  much  lefs. 

5th.  I gave  him  a full  dofe  of  Hill’s  medi- 
cine again,  and  no  unfavourable  fymptom  ever 
appeared  after  3 and  on  the  6th  he  went  to 

fchool 
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fchool  in  fpite  of  his  mother’s  dlre£tIons,  and 
never  had  any  complaint  afterwards. 

First  Remark. 

I fiiall  leave  it  to  the  reader  to  make  his 
own  obfervations  on  thefe  cafes,  which  merit 
his  attention,  becaufe  they  were  both  cured 
by  medicines,  which,  though  apparently  of, 
cxaftiy  the  fame  nature^  are  the  property  of 
rivals  at  great  variance  with  each  other ; and, 
were  1 called  to  decide  on  the  merit  of  both, 
I could  not  polhbly  give  a preference  to 
either,  their  eifefts  appearing  to  me  to  be  fo 
perfectly  fiinilar.  Provided,  therefore,  that 
the  medicine  which  is  given  be  often  enough 
repeated,  it  is  of  no  confequence  which  of 
them  it  is,  in  my  opinion  ; but  the  repetition 
of  it  ought  to  depend  on  the  judgment  of 
a Phyfician  or  Surgeon  ; for  the  cafe  muft  be 
extremely  flight  indeed,  wherein  I would  de- 
pend upon  one  dole. 

Second  Remark. 

If  1 had  a patient  bit  about  the  trunk  of 
the  body,  or  head,  I would  fee  the  medicine 
repeated  every  day,  until  there  were  obvious 
fymptoms  of  recovery,  and  I would  admini-

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( fter  the  firft  dofe  as  early  after  the  accident  as 
i poffible. 

Third  Remark. 

The  preceding  cafes  merit  the  reader’s  feri- 
y ous  attention  for  another  important  reafon, 

\ viz,  ‘‘  Popular  opinion  or  confidence  in  this 
or  any  other  medicine,  could  not  pofTibly 
have  any  influence  on  either  of  my  young 
‘‘  patients,”  whatever  it  might  have  on  the 
parents,  or  on  me  who  prefcribed  it. 

I am  well  informed,  that  a very  eminent 

(furgeon  imputes  the  fiippofed  efficacy  of  the 
Ornijkirk  medicine  to  credulity  or  popular  opi- 

»• 

1 nion ; and  has  declared  as  his  opinion,  that 
\ the  Ormjhlrk  medicine  ?iever  %vas  of  a?iy  fervice 
in  a cafe  of  canine  madnejs^  i.  e.  That  it  never 
performed  a cure  upon  a patient  who  had 
been  infeded  with  canine  virus,  or  the  poifon 
i of  a mad-dog  ; and  as  fuch  an  imputation 
and  declaration  may  lead  to  important  confe- 
quences,  I fhall,  without  any  intention  to  dif- 
H pute  with  him,  offer  fome  remarks,  and  leave 
1 it  to  the  reader  to  decide. 

As  there  are  unfortunately  fads  beyond 
: the  power  of  man  to  demonftrate,  fo  there 
\ are 
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are  falfehoods  or  falfe  opinions  beyond  the 
reach  of  demonftration  to  confute.  So  that, 
whichever  of  thofe  propofitions  one  choofes 
to  adopt,  he  can  fet  demonftration  at  defiance. 
Such  is  the  opinion  of  this  eminent  man. 

His  imputation  is,  I truft,  clearly  refuted  to 
the  reader’s  fatisfadlion  in  the  third  remark. 


Faith  in  a medicine  may  fometimes  do  won- 
ders, and  even  cure  the  patient ; but  fo 
powerful  an  exercife  of  the  mind  as  to  pro- 
duce fuch  an  effedt  on  a boy  of  thirteen,  I 
believe  never  was  known,  and  much  lefs  on 
one  of  ten. 

If  having  given  the  Ormfkirk  medicine 
fuccefsfully  in  the  only  two  cafes  wdiich  ever 
came  under  my  care — to  two  boys^  on  whofe 
minds  popular  credulity  or  faith  in  any  medi- 
cine, I prefume,  could  have  no  influence — be 
to  him  no  proof  of  the  efficacy  of  the  medi- 
cine ; his  having  given  it  uniuccefsfully  to 
fevera!  patients  does  not  prove  to  me  its  want 
of  efficacy ; becaufe,  were  his  cafes  fairly 
ftated,  I might  poffibly  have  great  reafon 
to  dlfapprove  of  his  management.  Having, 
perhaps,  neither  given  the  medicine  early 
enough  after  the  accidents,  nor  in'fufficient 
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doles ; nor  repeated  it  often  enough  ; - nor 
treated  the  wound  properly  to  render  the  me- 
dicine efiedual ; and  his  want  of  fuccefs  af- 
fords grounds  for  fuch  a fufpicion. 

The  field  for  argument  on  this,  like  moft 
other  fubje£ts,  not  reducible  to  demonftration, 
is  boundlefs  ; and,  although  I have  no  incli- 
nation to  difpute,  I cannot  filently  let  the 
opinion  of  fo  great  a man  pafs  unnoticed, 
when,  very  contrary,  I am  perfuaded,  to  his 
intention,  it  would  otlierwlfe  clafh  with  the  in- 
tereft  of  mankind.  In  order,  therefore,  to 
elucidate  the  fubjed,  let  us  try  what  affiftance 
analogy  will  lend  us,  and  this  we  look  for  in 
the  fmalI“pox. 

I ft.  The  benefit  derived  to  mankind  from 
inoculation,  is  univerlally  allowed : But  is 
this  benefit  derived  merely  from  the  incifion, 
and  the  infertion  of  the  variolous  matter  ? 

ad.  Is  it  not  derived  from  the  ufe  of  pro- 
per means  to  render  the  difeafe  mild  and  be- 
nign ? 

^d.  For  a certain  time  after  inoculation, 
who  can  prove  immediately  that  the  patient  is 
infeded  ? 

4th.  Becaiife  no  pofitive  proof  can  for  a 
o.  certain 
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certain  time  be  adduced  that  the  patient  Is  In- 
fedted,  are  the  means  to  render  the  difeafe 
mild  and  benign  to  be  neelefted  ? 

5th.  Therefore,  when  we  know  that  a 
wound  is  made  with  a polfoned  Inftrument, 
whether  lancet  or  tooth,  would  it  be  wife  or 
proper  to  delay  in  the  one  cafe  longer  than  in 
the  other,  to  ufe  every  method  in  our  power, 
particularly  the  moft  approved  by  experience, 
to  render  the  difeafe  mild  and  benign ; feeing 
the  latter  is  invariably  fatal  when  the  patient 
is  infected,  and  the  difeafe  is  left  to  itfelf  un- 
til it  arrives  at  a certain  Hate,  as  in  canine 
madnefs  ? 

6th.  In  the  practice  of  inoculation  then,  if 
we  expert  any  advantage  from  it,  are  we  not 
to  ufe  all  the  means  in  our  power,  as  foon  as 
inoculation  has  taken  place,  and  often  long 
before  it,  to  guard  againfl:  the  deftrudtion 
which  the  difeafe  made  in  the  natural  way  ; ^ 
and  are  not  the  fame  precautions  to  be  ufed 
with  a patient  bit  by  a mad  dog  ? 

7th.  In  the  natural  fmall-pox,  and  in  fever 
too,  if  proper  means  have  been  negledted  be- 
fore, or  at,  the  commencement  of  the  difeafe, 
is  not  the  lofs  irretrievable,  and  the  confe- 
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quence  often  fatal.  Is  it,  therefore,  unrea- 
fonable  to  expefl  the  lame  to  happen  after  the 
bite  of  a mad  dog  ? 

Befides,  the  proprietors  of  the  Ormfliirk 
medicine  very  properly  recommend  it  to  be 
given  as  foon  after  the  accident  happens  as 
poffible  \ though  they  adduce  cafes  wneiein 
it  was  fucceisful  after  fymptoms  of  madnefs 
came  on,  a number  of  days  after  the  ac- 


cident. 

In  a word,  as  there  are  juR  grounds  to  fuf- 
pe£t  that  infeftion  has  taken  place  after  the 
bite  of  a mad  dog,  as  well  as  after  inoculation  ; 
as  the  effeds  of  both  may  be  rendered  inno- 
cent by  the  ufe  oi  proper  means  timely  admi- 
niftcred ; as  the  Ormfkirk  medicine  is  the 
moil  approved  for  the  bite  of  a mad  dog  of 
any  medicine  we  know  5 and  as  the  fuccefo 
thereof  chiefly  depends  on  adminiilering  it 
early  after  the  accident  ; there  is  no  opinion 
which,  I think,  would  juftify  mein  delaying 
a moment  longer  than  I could  poffibly  help  to 
adminiiter  it. 

I will,  therefore,  only  remark  further,  that 
I cannot  forefee  any  good  purnofe  that  the 
declaration  of  this  eminent  Surgeon’s  opinion 
could  anfwer  ; but  I fear  that,  very  contrary 
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to  his  intention,  I believe,  it  might  have  done 
great  mifchief,  had  it  been  fufFered  to  pafs  un-  , 
noticed.  So  many  unfortunate  people  hav- 
ing been  bit  by  mad  dogs,  and  done  vs^ell  from 
taking  the  Ormfkirk  medicine,  has  fo  deferv- 
cdly  placed  It  high  in  the  public  faith  as  a 
cure  for  canine  madnefs,  that  any  attempt  to 

deflroy  this  faith,  without  communicating  a 
^ ♦ 

fubftitute  more  to  be  depended  upon  than  this 
Ormfkirk  medicine,  is,  in  my  humble  opinion, 
neither  philofophical  nor  juftifiable. 


CHAP  IV. 


Observations  on  Fever  in  1786. 


Y Intention  to  go  to  fea  on  board  the. 
Sallfbury,  obliged  me  to  leave  home, 
and  my  bufinefs,  feveral  times  before  I failed, 
June  1 8th,  for  Newfoundland,  by  which 
means  I had  but  twelve  fever  patients  before 
that  period.  A woman,  one  of  laft  Decem- 
ber s fever  patients,  rather  paft  middle  age, 
who  had  been  ill  of  enteritis  In  the  autumns 
of  1784  and  85,  and  frequently  feized  with 
Pai't  V,  flight 
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flight  attacks  In  her  ftomach  and  bowels  be- 
tween thofe  periods,  died  in  January.  Un- 
fortunately flie  became  negligent  of  herfelf 
whenever  Ihe  arrived  at  a convalefcent  flate. 
i x^nother  woman  died  in  March,  the  day  after 
‘ I was  called  in.  I immediately  foretold  her 
death,  and  fhe  took  no  medicine. 

^ After  my  return  from  Newfoundland  In 
November,  1 had  tvv^o  more  fever  patients 
this  year.  I was  then  inform ed,  that  bowel 
and  bilious  complaints  had  been  common  in 
the  autumn  and  fall,  though  they  had  neither 
been  fo  general  nor  violent,  even  among 
thofe  Vv^ho  had  been  afflidfed  with  them  both 
i the  preceding  years,  as  they  were  in  1784 
and  85. 


C H A P.  V, 
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OR  the  reafons  mentioned  in  the  pre- 
ceding chapter,  I had  but  twelve  fever 
patients  before  the  middle  of  June,  when  I 
failed  on  board  the  Salilhury  again  for  New- 
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fouridland,  and  only  one  more  after  we  re- 
< turned,  the  1 8th  November,  until  the  end  of 
the  year.  Moft^  of  thofe  eleven  cafes  were 
very  bad,  and  they  had  been  fo  a confiderable 
time  before  I was  called  in.  On  my  return  I 
was  informed,  that  bowel  complaints  had  been 
frequent  in  the  autumn,  efpecially  among 
thofe  who  had  been  afflidfed  with  them  the 
three  preceding  years.

T TNTIL  the  end  of  June,  when  I failed 
again  on  board  the  Salifoury  for  New- 
foundland, I had  only  ten  fever  patients,  four  ^ 
of  whom  were  very  bad  ; one  of  them  a lady,  ? 
who  had  been  ill  nine  weeks  before,  under 
another  Phyficiarf s care,  and  relapfed  the  firft 
day  ihe  went  out  to  take  an  airing,  and  I was 
called  in  the  next  day.  Both  attacks  of  her  [ 
illnefs  commenced  with  violent  pain  and  ob- 
ftrudlon  in  her  bowels.  She  foon  recovered. 
Part  V.  After 
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After  tlie  91b  November,  vdien  we  return- 
ed, until  the  end  of  tbe  year,  I had  only 
three  more  fever  patients,  who  recovered  in 
a (hort  time. 

In  the  month  of  January,  1789,  I had  fix 
fever  patients,  five  o whom  were  very  ill, 
and  one  of  them  died,  a woman,  who  1 have 
been  fince  informed  lived  intemperately.  She 
was  ill  upwards  of  forty-eight  hours  before  I 
faw  her,  and  fiie  died  the  feventh  day  of  her 
illriefs.  I only  faw  her  three  times,  though 
fhe  lived  in  Fawley,  Her  fenfes  were  un-

ufually  aeute. 

In  February  I had  ten  patients^  one  of 
whom,  an  elderly  man,  died  the  8th  of  his 
fever  ; but  he  had  been  ailing  feveral  days 
before.  I did  not  fee  him  until  the  4th  day, 
and  but  twice  afterwards,  though  he  lived  in 
Newtown.  At  firft  he  was  over  ^anxious  to 
get  well,  and  afterwards  defpaired  unreafon- 
ably.  FI  is  eyes  leemed  moft  difeafed. 

In  March  I had  but  two  patients,  both  old 
people  ; and  in  April  only  fix,  of  which  one 
died  the  fifth  of  Ins  illnefs,  and  I did  not  fee 
him  until  the  beginning  of  the  fourth  day, 
wlien  I immediately  predifted  his  death.

Xcepting  in  thbfe  cafes  accompanied  with 
J — J bowel  complaints,  bilious  fymptoms,  or 
rheumatic  pains,  wherein  purging  medicines 
were  joined  with  the  bark,  I never  deviated 
from  my  ufual  method  of  treatm_ent ; and  in 
one  cafe,  accompanied  vdth  profound  coma, 
in  which  I gave  mufk  frequently  in  fub- 
ftance,  as  a ftimulant.  In  dofes  of  ten  grains^

CHAP.  IX, 

JIemarks  d?;/ /^^Observations  on  Shore,  and 

on  the  preceding  Table. 

IF  the  event  of  my  fhore  practice  in  fever, 
had  been  the  real  confequence  of  my  ma- 
nagement of  it,  there  would  have  been  very 
little  to  fay  in  its  behalf,  and  much  lefs  to 
boaft  of  fuccefs.  But  the  reverfe  is  the  real 
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faQ: ; and  I have  been  extremely  particular  hi 
my  ilatement,  for  the  public  good,  and  not 
from  any  lelf-interefced  motive,  as  will  be 
readily  granted  me.  Very  little  - credit  can 
poflibiy  be  derived  from  it,  were  I ever  fo 
folicitOLis  for  it.  But  nothing  ought  to  hand 

t 

in  competition  with  the  public  good  and  truth. 

After  what  I have  already  laid,  it  is  almoft 
needlefs  to  explain  to  the  reader  the  caufe  of’ 
my  fuore  pradtice  having  been  fo  unfuccefsful. 
Of  the  eighteen  deaths,  one  patient  only  had 
a cliance  given  her  to  recover  ; but  her  con- 
fiitution  was  fo  worn  out  with  repeated  at- 
tacks of  enteritis,  for  two  years,  that  m.edi- 
cine  could  not  recover  her,  though  I fiW‘ 
her  from  the  moment  Ihe  was  feized  with 
her  fever,  hfhis  was  the  cafe  of  profound 
coma,  wherein  miilk:  wvas  given.''  Other  fti- 
muli  were  alfo  adminiliered  -in  this  cafe  inef- 
fedlually,  as  well  as  the  bark  and  wine.  Two 
more,  of  the  eighteen  took  bark  ; but  they 
were  fo  Iona;  ill  betore  I was  called  in,  that  it 
had  not  a fair  trial  by  any  means.  In  moft 
of  the  other  cafes,  it  was  idle  to  expedi  medi- 
cine to  relieve  them — they  were  fo  near  the 
fatal  period  before  I was  called  in.  One  pa« 
tient  1 thought  might  have  recovered,  though 

I did 
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I did  not  fee  her  until  llie  had  been  ill  feveral 
days,  had  fhe  not  been  fo  obllinate  as  to  refufe 
her  medicine.  [ The  uniuccefsfulnefs  of  this 
praclice  originated  from  my  not  having  been  ' 
called  in  fooner,  and  the  obftinate  difpofition 
of  the  lower  clafs  of  my  patients ; and  when 
compared  with  the  fucceis  of  my  pradlice  on 
board  of  different  flhips,  it  holds  out 'a  very 
melancholy  and  important  Icffon  to  the  com- 
munity— to  call  in  medical  affiftance,  efpe- 
cially  in  fever,  fo  early  as  to  profit  thereby  ; 
and  not  to  delay  until  the  phyfician,  when  he 
comes,  can  do  no  more  than  witnefs  the  pa- 
tient's death,  or  tell  the  relations  that  there 
are  no  hopes  of  recovery. 

I have  always  confidered  It  as  a vafi;  advan- 
tage, which  we  enjoy  in  medical  praclice  in 
the  navy,  that  we  are  confulted  fo  early  in 
fever ; that  we  fee  our  patients  fo  often  ; 
and  that  we  have  authority  over  them  and 
their  attendants,  generally  fpeaking.  Indeed 
the  patients  themfelves  and  the  empire  lhare 
in  the  advantage  ; and  it  confirms  what  I have 
already  faid,  that  the  fooner  and  more  libe- 
rally  bark  is  given  in  fever,  the  more  ef- 
“ fedual  it  will  be,”

INTRODUCTION. 

ON  a voyage  to  Newfoundland  in  time  of 
Peace,  fo  little  occurs  worth  mentioning, 
that  it  would  only  be  fwelling  the  volume, 
and  taking  up  the  reader’s  time  to  infert  a 
Monthly  Review.  And  if  our  people  had 
been  ever  fo  hckly,  both  the  voyage  and  the 
ifland  are  fo  well  known,  that  a review  would 
have  been  imnecelfary  on  thofe  accounts. 
For  the  fame  reafon  I forbear  inferting  a re- 
view for  the  time  the  fhip  is  at  home,  w^hile 
employed  on  that  fervice,  wdiich  is  feven 
months  of  the  year  ; and  the  time  of  the 
palfages  out  and  home,  and  of  the  fliip  being 
at  Newfoundland,  is  five  months,  without 
any  material  difference  year  after  year  : during 
our  flation,  at  leaft,  it  was  fo.  Without 
further  preface,  therefore,  I fliall  la.y  before 
the  reader  a fuccinft  account  of  my  Oblerva- 
tions  on  Fever  annually. 
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Oeser  VAT  IONS  on  Fever  In  1786. 

H E fliip  was  commliTioned  the  i ft  of 
i March  at  Portfmouth ; and  but  few 
cafes  of  fever  occurred  before  our  failing  the 
1 8th  of  June  ; or  upon  the  paffage,  until  we 
got  upon  the  Banks,  when  more  complained 
and  the  meafies  appeared^  which  I am  in- 
formed is  not  uncommon  ; and  but  few  were 
fcized  with  fever,  w^'hile  the  flip  lay  at  St. 
John’s,  where  we  arrived  the  19th  of  July, 
and  failed  the  25th  of  October  for  England. 
Upon  the  palTage  home  Vve  had  alfo  but  few 
fever  patients.  We  arrived  at  Spithead  the 
2 1 ft  November. 

When  we  arrived  at  St.  John’s,  and  while 
we  lay  there,  the  fick  w^ere  fent  on  ftiore  to 
the  hofpital.  The  treatment  of  fever  patients 
there,  being  immediately  under  my  own  di- 
rection, was  exactly  the  fame  as  on  board, 
refpecling  medicines. 

From  the  8th  of  March,  the  day  of  my  ap- 
pointment, until  the  31ft  December,  were 
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3 1 fever  patients,  befides  being  id  inyfelf,  all 
of  whom  recovered. 

The  inhabitants  of  St.  John’s  were  in  gene- 
ral healthy  this  fuminer  ; there  being  but  very 
few  fever  cafes,  which  I could  hear  of.  A 
llrort  time  before  we  failed,  a feaman  was  fent 
to  the  hofpital  very  ill  of  fever,  who  applied 
to  the  Commodore  for  relief,  as  he  had  been 
fent  on  fhore  by  the  mafter  of  a merchant  Ibip, 

to  which  he  belonged,  becauie  he  was  fick, 

$ 

which  is  a culloni  there  on  board  of  merchant 
men,  by  whicli  means  many  a valuable  liiC 
is  loft  to  the  public;  as  probaoly  woiud  nave 
been  the  cafe  with  this  man,  had  not  the 
Commodore  ordered  him  to  be  cnteied  on 
board  the  Salifbury,  and  to  be  tent  to  tiAC 
hofpital.  And  I have  only  mentioned  this 
man,  becaufe  it  furmihes  me  ith  an  oppor^* 
tunity  to  lament,  that  no  provifion  is  made  . 
at  a place  of  fo  great  trade  and  coiiiecpience 
as  St-  John’s  is,  by  the  merchants  and  traders, 
for  the  many  helplefs  objeds  of  diftrefs,  who 
are  often  fent  on  ftiore  from  their  veflels  with 
virulent  infeaion  about  them,  where  they 
frequently  perifti  for  want  of  food,  as  well 
as  medical  affiftance.  Their  own  intereft,  I 

mean  the  merchants  and  traders,  as  well  as 

jthe 
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the  great  caufe  of  humanity,  plead  for  an 
afylum  being  provided  for  thofe  objefts. 
llie  miferable  agreement  between  the  furgeons 
of  the  place  and  the  fifliermen,  for  dodtoring^ 
as  they  call  it,  cannot  poffibly  entitle  them  to 
more  care  or  medicines  when  they  are  fick^  ' 
than  the  charitable  difpofition  of  gentlemen 
in  narrow  circumftances,  as  numbers  of  the 
furgeons  there  are,  prompts  them  to  beftow : 
and  mofl:  of  tlie  feamen  on  board  of  the  veffels 
have  no  agreement  at  all ; but  are  fent  on 
fliore  when  they  are  taken  ill  to  fhift  for  them- 
felves,  where  every  thing  is  very  dear : and 
in  a fliort  time  they  become  beggars,  if  they 
are  fortunate  enough  to  furvive  their  illhefs, 
for  the  veflels  to  which  they  belonged  are 
failed  on  their  voyage. 

On  the  2d  AiigUil,  a fire  broke  out  in  the 
\voods  on  the  South  fide  of  the  harbour,  on 
the  road  to  Petty  Harbour,  which  was  got  un- 
der and  almoft  put  out  the  8th.  In  fomc 
parts  it  continued  to  finoke  for  fome  time. 
The  Commodore  went  over  and  ffaid  fome. 
days  with  our  Ihip’s  company  and  officers, 
and  the  officers  and  troops  of  the  garrifon,  to 
put  it  out.  /Some  inhabitants  affifted. 

When  we  arrived  the. 2 ill  of  November  at 
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Splthead,  after  a bad  palTage,  we  had  only 
rheumatic,  fcorbutic^  and  lame  people  on  the 
fick  lift. 

When  I was  ill  myfelf,  I took  the  bark 
freely  with  purgatives — bowel  complaints  be- 
ing the  moft  urgent  fymptom,  and  tin(ft. 
Thebaic,  occafionally. 


CHAP.  II. 

I 

Observations  o?2  board  the  Salisbury  1787. 


7E  failed  again  from  Spithead  the  13th 
V June,  in  company  with  the  Win- 
chelfea ; and  with  one  fever  and  one  flux 
patient — 9 in  all  on  the  fick  lift.  After  a 
very  indifferent  paffage,  in  very  foggy  wea- 
ther, and  the  wind  dying  away,  we  heard  the 
furf  beating  on  the  fliore  the  14th  July,  and 
anchored.  When  it  cleared,  we  found  we 
were  off  the  Bay  of  Bulls,  and  the  next  day 
we  got  fafe  into  St.  John’s.  The  fick  were 
fent  on  fhore  to  quarters,  becaufe  the  hof- 
pital  was  ordered  to  be  pulled  down,  which 
was  done  accordingly. 

7 On 
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On  the  3 I ft  October  we  failed  in  company 
with  the  Rofe  for  England,  and  arrived  the 
20th  November  at  Spithead^  and  not  a fever 
patient  on  the  lift.  In  firing  the  falute  on 
our  arrival,  one  of  the  gunners  loft  his  hand, 
by  loading  a gun  without  fpunging  after  it 
was  fired. 

In  the  months  of  January,  February, 
March,  April  and  May^  a number  of  fever 
cafes  occurred,  and  were  cured  on  board  ; 
but  unfortunately  I have  miflaid  the  Diary  for 
that  timcj  which  was  kept  by  my  firft  afiiftant : 
he  was  my  firft  on  board  the  Blenheim,  and 
treated  them  exa£tly  as  I had  direcfed  him  on 
board  of  that  Ihip.  However,  I have  an  ac- 
count of  64  fever  patients  who  complained, 
and  all  recovered  this  year  ; 31  of  whom  com- 
plained in  the  months  of  June  and  July. 
Moft  of  the  young  gentlemen  were  ill,  and 
fome  of  them  were  ill  of  fever  feveral  times. 
One  of  them,  in  whofe  cafe  diabetes  was  the 
moft  diftrefiing  fymptom^  was  extremely  bad. 

I was  then,  and  am  ftill  of  opinion,  that  they 
were  infedled  by  the  gunner,  who  was  very 
III,  from  his  flotli  and  irregular  manner  of 
living,  and  really  appeared  to  be  a mafs  of  ^ 
infeftion. 
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In  the  latter  part  of  the  fummer,  a number 
of  the  lower  clafs  of  inhabitants  died,  chiefly 
of  fever,  as  far  as  I could  learn. 

One  of  our  men  died  at  lick  quarters  of 
mortification  of  his  bowels.  Upon  opening 
the  body,  I found  the  liver  greatly  inflamed 
and  enlarged  ; and  the  right  lobe  of  the  lungs 
much  inflamed,  and  adhering  ftrongly  to  the 
pleura ; befides  a mortification  of  the  fmall 
inteftines  near  the  commencement  of  the 
colon.  One  of  the  Echo’s  people  died  at  fick 
quarters  of  phthifis  pulmonalis.  Upon  open- 
ing the  bodyj  the  lungs  appeared  to  be  only 
a mafs  of  enlarged  tubercles  in  a ftate  of  fup- 
puration,  and  in  many  places  adhering  fo 
clofely  to  the  pleura  and  ribs,  as  to  be  infepa- 
rable  without  tearing  fome  of  them. 


li 
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■p^EFORE  the  28th  June,  when  we  failed, 
-S3  a number  complained  of  fever,  and  feve- 
ral  were  fent  to  the  hofpital.  There  were  fix 
on  the  lift  the  28th  June  ; three  of  them  were 
fever  patients,  and  one  pleuritic.  The  firft 
fortnight  of  the  paftage  was  chiefly  blowing 
wet  weather,  and  it  continued  to  be  wet  until 
lyih  July ; the  latter  part  was  very  moderate 
and  pleafant  weather,  and  we  anchored  the 
25th  July  in  the  narrows  of  St.  John’s  har- 
bour. On  the  13th  of  July,  one  of  the  (hips 
company  died  of  cynanche  trachealis,  who 
was  taken  ill  the.  3d.  In  warping  the  fhip 
to  her  moorings,  feveral  men  were  hurt  at 
the  capftan,  of  whom  one  was  fent  with 
conculllon  of  the  brain  to  fick  quarters  ; and 
14  fick  and  lame  on  the  30th.  The  19th 
Auguft,  one  of  the  young  gentlemen  fliot  oft’’ 
his  left  hand,  which  was  amputated  above  the 
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‘ The  lower  clafs  of  inhabitants  were  very 
fickly  all  the  Spring  and  Summer,  and  many 
died  of  fever.  What  contributed  greatly 
towards  their  ficknefs  was,  a fliip  arriving 
early  in  the  feafon  with  fever  on  board,  and 
fending  their  fick  on  fliore  amongfl:  the  in- 
habitants. 

Ail  eminent  furgeon  of  St.  John’s,  to  whom 
I recommended  the  bark  treatment  of  fever, 
informed  me,  that  it  had  fucceeded  in  every 

calc  he  had  tried  it : and  another  eminent 

/ 

furgeon,  who  w^as  raiy  fir  ft  affiftant  on  board 
the  Salifbury  the  firft  voyage,  1786,  and 
lettled  that  year  at  St.  John’s,  allowed  it  to  be 
baperior  to  any  other  method  of  treatment ; 
but  honeftly  acknowledged  that  he  could  not 
afford  to  adminifter  it  in  common  praCdce  to 
his  agreeme?it  patients. 

This  year  we  had  64  fever  patients,  befidcs 
myfelf,  who  was  ill,  and  had  a fevere  relapfe. 
Dyfenteric  fymptoms  were  the  moft  urgent 
in  my  own  cafe.  More  cafes  occurred  in 
March  than  in  any  other  month.  They  all 
recovered  under  my  ufual  method  of  treat- 
ment. 

AVe  had  more  Itch  patients  than  I ever  had 
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under  my  care,  excepting  on  board  of  a fe- 
venty-four,  in  one  cruife  during  the  war. 

The  27th  Oftober,  we  failed  from  St. 
John’s,  in  company  with  the  Nautilus,  and 
arrived  at  Spithead  the  9th  November,  with- 
out a fever  patient  on  the  lift,  and  were  paid 
off*  the  28th  November. 

I have  been  fo  full  on  the  treatment  of 
fever  in  the  former  parts  of  this  work,  that 
I will  not  detain  the  reader  any  longer  at 
prefent  with  what  I have  further  to  lay  before 
Iiim  on  that  head  ; but  refer  him  to  my  Eflay 
on  Fever,  which  will  very  foon  publilhed.

* The  contraft  between  the  fuccefs  ftated  in  this  and  the  Table 
of  Part  V.  IS  fo  ftriking,  as  to  attract  every  reader’s  attention, 
and  (hows  mankind  of  how  very  high  importance  it  is.,  to  call 
in  medical  affiftance  at  the  commencement  of  fever  ; and  to  ad- 
minifter  the  bark  then  liberally,  paying  regard  to  the  effe£ls 
only,  and  not  to  the  quantity  or  number  of  the  dofes,  nor  to 
the  colour  of  the  bark. 

Of  the  cafes  which  occurred  In  January,  February,  March,  April,  and 
May,  1787,  the  diary  of  which  is  miflaid,  19  were  fent;  to  Haflar 
hofpital,  who  all  recovered.  Thofe  fent  to  St.  John’s  hofpital  were 
under  my  own  care,  therefore  no  notice  is  taken  of  them  but  they  all 
recovered. 
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CONCLUSION. 


HAVE  laid  before  the  reader  my  obfeiv 


-S-  vatlons  on  Jail,  Hofpital  and  Ship  Fever 
for  upwards  of  thirteen  years;  and  having 
had  a prediledion  for  the  fubjeft,  I have 
been  the  more  attentive  in  forming  them ; 
and  I hope  it  has  been  demonftrated,  That 
infection  may  be  diftinguillied  from  any 
“ other  difeafe,”  and  that  the  reader  will  be 
, imprefied  with  the  perfuafion  founded  on  ex- 
perience, That  bark  far  excels  all  other  rc- 
“ medies  extolled  for  curing  fliip  fever;  and 
that  delaying  to  adminifter  bark  early  and 
liberally  in  fever,  has  hitherto  been,  and 
may  be,  productive  of  the  moft  fatal  effects 

‘‘  to  mankind.”  To  fupport  thefc  affertions, 

* 

irrefragable  proofs  were  requifite,  and  i have 
adduced  them  in  a ferles  of  facts,  the  refult 
of  long  experience,  extenfive  praftice,  and 
attentive  obfervation. 

My  experience  autliorifcs  me  to  repeat 
(as  I never  in  any  one  cafe  of  fnip  fever  on 
board  the  Edgar,  Romney,  Blenheim,  nor 
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Sallfbury,  difcovered  petechige,  though  dili- 
gent fearch  was  made  for  them),  that  pete- 
chlge  Is  ro  pathognomonic  fymptoin  of  fhip 
fever,  but  folely  depends  on  the  conftitution 
or  on  the  management  of  the  fick.  Nor  have 
r found,  in  any  fituation  whatever,  either 
from  enquiry,  or  obfervation,  fhip  fever  to 
be  fo  highly  contagious  and  fatal,  as  to  ren- 
der fhips  at  all  unferviceable ; but  on  board 
of  fuch  as  the  antiphlogiflic  method  was  prac- 
tifed.  This  is  not  meant  as  a refledtion 

I 

on  the  furgeons  of  fhips — it  xan  be  none — 
becaufe  that  method,  with  very  few  excep- 
tions, has  invariably  been  the  univerfal  prac- 
tice, and,  fo  far  as  I know,  taught  in  the 
fchools  by  every  profeiTor  of  medicine,  one 
only  excepted^ ; and  it  is,  therefor^,  men- 
tioned only  to  lament,  that  a pradHce  fo  de- 
flruclive  fliould  have  been  hitherto  fo  uni- 
verfal. 

When  the  unprejudiced  reader,  who  is  ac- 
quainted with  the  writings  of  phyficians, 
wherein  are  expreffed,  and  ftrongly  inculcated, 
their  apprehenfions  of  the  direful  eftefts 
which  are  to  follow  an  early  and  liberal  ad-

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mlniftratlon  of  bark  in  fever,  ferioufly  con- 
fiders  the  hiftorical  fafts  adduced  in  the  Phy- 
fical  Journal,  and  preceding  obfervations,  in 
dired  contradidion  to  thofe  writings,  he  will 
neceffarily  be  led  to  infer,  “ That  the  idea  of 
“ the  bad  effeds  which  they  fuppol'ed  were 
“ to  enfue  from  the  bark  pradice  in  fever,  mull 
“ have  originated  from  falfe  theories  of  their 
“ own  or  of  their  favourite  profeflbrs  or  authors, 
“ and  not  from  their  own  experience  nor  obfer- 
“ vation,”  He  will  alfo  conclude,  as  the  bark 
pradice  in  the  navy,  where  men  labour  under 
great  difadvantages,  and  are  more  intemperate 
than  on  fhore,  has  been  found  not  only  inno- 
cent, but  effedual,  when  given  liberally  in  the 
beginning  of  fever,  even  without  any  previous 
evacuation,  and  fo  far  excels  other  methods  of 
cure,  as  has  been  demonftrated  by  numerical 
calculations — “ That  the  only  objedion,  which 
“ prevents  the  pradice  from  being  adopted 
“ on  Ihore,  appears  to  arife  from  falfe  theory, 
“ or  to  be  grounded  on  unjuft  prejudice.” 

If,  indignantly,  refufing  to  hearken  to  rea- 
fon  on  the  moft  trivial  fubjed  be  thought  il- 
liberal, how  are  we  to  judge  of  thofe  who 
difregard  fads  which  relate  to  the  moft  inte- 
refting  of  all  fubjeds,  the  prefervation  of 

mankind. 
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mankind,  only  becaufe  they  militate  againft 
their  darling  hypothefis  ? 

Should  the  opponents  to  the  bark  pradtice 
retort  my  own  words,  refpedling  thofe  who 
die  under  it,  “ That  fomeof  their  patients  died 
only  becaufe  they  had  not  taken  a fufficient 
quantity  of  their  medicines  to  effect  the 
cure  and  fhould  I grant  the  pofition,  it- 
would  only  then  place  their  prafliice  in  the 
moft  difadvantageous  point  of  view ; becaufe' 
it  appears  (in  the  comparative  table  of  the 
fuccefs  of  different  methods  of  treatment  of' 
fever)  that  for  one  patient  who  has  died  under 
the  bark  treatment,  fixteen  have  died  under  the 
other  methods  of  treatment  ^ and  in  a vaft 
numl  'cr  of  inlfances,  a much  greater  proportion. 
Indeed  I have  no  doubt, but  the  bark  will  always 
be  found  fuperior  to  all  other  remedies  in  cur- 
ing fever.  At  prefent,  the  view  of  the  dif- 
ference of  the  luccefs  of  the  different  me- 
thods of  treatment  of  - fever,  therefore,  ex- 
hibits a very  interefting  objefl  to  mankind  ; 
but  more  particularly  to  C^overn  incut.  Be- 
caufe,  thougli  (from  thefe  and  future  obfer- 
vations)  the  bark  treatment  of  fever  may 
betome  general  on  fliore,  the  indigent  eftcr^ 
hlijhment  of  the  Naval  Surgeons  vSill  never 
Part  VI.  - permit 
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permit  them  to  put  it  in  practice  in  the  Nav)\ 

— The  confequence  is  obvious 

; and 

The  fubjedt  viewed  in  this  ferious  light  ap- 
pears fo  alarming  and  fo  delicate,  that  a per- 
Ion  in  public  fervice  cannot  profecute  it  fur- 
ther than  I have  done  in  my  Phyfical  Journal, 
and  in  the  preceding  obfervations,  where  fo 
many  fmgular  and  ftriking  fadls  are  ftated. 
I therefore  prefent  it,  with  all  its  importance,  to 
thofe  who  have  the  power  to  remedy  it,  and*^ 
I truft,  will  foon  put  their  power  in  force. 

To  thefe  obfervations  I might  add  many 
more,  both  of  my  own  and  of  other  gentle- 
men, who  adopted  the  bark  treatment  upon 
my  recommendation,  w^ere  it  not  for  fear  of 
fw^elling  the  volume ; and  Mr.  Cairncrofs, 
furgeon  of  the  fecond  battalion  of  the  73d 
regiment,  obligingly  furnifhed  me  with  feme 
very  much  to  the  purpofe.  But  fmee  it 
might  be  objedled  to  thefe  proofs,  however 
valid  or  pertinent  they  may  be,  that  they  did 
not  fall  under  my  own  obfervation,  I pur- 
pofely  decline  mferting  them : and  flrould 
the  objedfion  be  ftill  made  to  the  few  which 
I have  inferted,  I beg  leave  to  anfwer^  That 
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as  very  few  medical  pradtitioners  will  ever 
have  fo  many  cafes  come  under  their  care,  as 
are  comprehended  in  the  preceding  obferva- 
tions  ; and  as  few  readers,  from  their  own  ex- 
perience^  will  have  reafon  to  deny  their  validity, 
I truft,  they  will  not  be  more  rafh  to  con- 
demn, nor  to  rejedt  them  from  prejudice  or 
hear-fay,  than  I have  been  to  obtrude  on 
them  the  obfervations  of  others. 

But,  for  the  validity  of  my  obfervations,  I 
readily  appeal  to  their  candour  who  have  had 
equal  opportunities  to  make  obfervations,  and 
to  comoare  the  fuccefs  of  various  methods  of 
cure.  To  fuch  obfervations  as  are  fullv  and 
fairly  ftated,  1 will  pay  all  due  refpedt;  but 
{fiullhis  addiclus  jur  arc  hi  verb  a niagijiri  ')  I P‘'iy 
no  regard  to  names  or  to  hypothefes,  be  they 
ever  lo  fplendid  or  authoritative. 

In  a word,  I am  perfedtly  fatisfied  that  every 
pradtitioner  may  be  fully  convinced  of  the 
truths  dated  in  the  preceding  obfervations,  if 
they  will  take  proper  deps  ; /.  e.  if,  dived- 
ing  themfelves  wholly  of  prejudice,  they 
will  make  a confeientious  trial  of  the  bark 
treatment  of  fever,  as  I have  done, ' and 

compare  the  luccefs  with  that  of  ail  other 
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methods  which  have  been  hitherto  adopted  ; 
recollecting,  that  to  make  the  trial  properly, 
it  mull  be  an  invariable  rule  to  give  the  bark  li- 
berally and  early^  Jo  early  as,  in  a manner,  to 
prevent  the  fever,  and  to  be  guided  only  by  its  ej- 
febls,  without  regarding  Its  colour,  the  quantity 
or  number  of  the  dojes,  as  already  mentioned. 

In  ftating  my  obfervations  I have  been 
more  ftudioUs  to  be  accurate  and  dillinct,  than 
ambitious  to  obtain  the  character  of  a fine 
writer;  and,  fatisfied  that  I have  ftated  im- 
portant fafts,  I lhall  think  myfelf  happy  if 
I have  done  it  intelligibly,  and  ftill  happier 
if  it  fiiall  be  found  that  I have  contributed 
to  the  prefervatiou  of  my  fellow-creatures, 
with  the  hopes  of  which  I may  reafonably 
flatter  myfelf,  unlefs  1 can  be  perfuaded  that 
the  nature  of  infection  and  the  properties  of 
bark  lhall  hereafter  entirely  change. 

Finally,  after  having  lerved  Government 
near  thirty  years,  and  facrificed  a good  con- 
ftitution  by  frequent  attacks  of  fever,  in^ 
curred  by  attending  my  duty  in  various 
climates  ; the  only  recompenfe  which  I en- 
joy for  the  irretrievable  lofs  of  that  blefling, 

is  the  reflection  that  I have  been,  and  I 
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truft  fliall  be,  under  Providence,  inftrumental 
in  preferving  many  lives,  which,  in  all  hu- 
man probability,  would  have  fallen  vidlims 
to  a contrary  pradtice  : a recompenfe  that, 
were  it  poiFible,  would  be  too  cheaply  bar-^ 
tered  for  any  thing  in  the  power  of  man  t 
bcftow.
